SPECIAL GRAND JURY INVESTIGATION, 


The laws against gambling are to be en- 
forced,-at least temporarily. There are va- 
rious explanations of this sudden change of 
conscience in the Administration. It has 
notoriously tolerated gambling since May 
1. The Mayor was supported for election 
bythe gamblers. They contributed to the 
campaign fuhd and worked for him at the 
polls side by side’ with the ‘moral 
scratchers.”’ Now the Administra- 
tion is gomg to ‘turn on them. 
Why? The answer to this question which is 
generally accepted is that tne Administration 
proposes to head off a grand jury investiga- 
tion and possible indictments. Moreover, 
it is Charged that the gaiabiers have not been 
toting fair of late. . 

It will be necessary to go back to the time 
when Cregier was nominated for Mayor to 
explain. It isa matter of notoriety that the 
gamblers did not want Cregier nominated. 
They wanted another man, and counted on 
getting him, but were disappointed through 
the blundering of the Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic City Convention, Walter &. Bogie. 

When Cregier was nominated the gamblers 
retired frém public life for the time being. 
Mike McDonald took’a hurried trip to Phila- 
delphia, George Hankins went to Nashville 
to look after some racing interests. John 
Condon staid in his tent. Some of the 
so-called leaders of the Democrats saw 
the representatives of the gambiers and 
made-certain promises. McDonald was tele- 
graphed for, and camesback in hot 
haste. So aid Hankins. Condon came out 
 int®& the open. Some $25,000 was subscribed 

through their infiaence for tne Cregier cam- 
paign fund. Roesing was assured that he 
couid have the interest on the city deposits. 
He put up $15,000 orore. The election ex- 
penses of the Democrats, it is believed, aggre- 
gated only $18,000. What has become of the 
rest? 

Cregier was elected through the coalifion 
of the “moral scratchers”’ .and gamblers. 
The latter claimed most of the credit and de- 
manded-that gambling-houses be unmolested. 

Hankins’ place was opened three days 


after Cregier was sworn in. Mike Mc- 
Donaid became a partner in the 
place. McDonaid managed the Cre- 
gier campaign. He had influence at 


tie City-Hali. He got 2 per cent of the 
Hankins house. Hankins retained 40 per 
cent. The day manager got 12\4 per cent. 
he night manager got 124¢ per cent. A 10 
_»@rcent share was given to a friend of the 
administration. 

But the friends of the administration got 
moré than that. They were-given a ra¥e-off. 
Ajunté of administration men was formed. 
Assessments were made on the gamblers. 
Théy Were to pay weekly. They did pay 
until about two weeks ago. 

THE ASSESSMENT SUPERINTENDENT.

CLAIMS PAID BY THE TRUST. 

‘Another peculiar thing about this ‘set- 
tling’ business,” said the attdrney, “is that 
the money which the ‘settler’ uses comes 
not trom the proprietor of the place where 
the fleecing is done, but from a common fund 
put up by the trust. 

*t Most of our information comes from 
the victims of the games.

‘*] have written to the State’s Attorney 
suggesting aspvecial grand jury. He has re- 
ferred me to Mr. Neeley, who presented the 
case against the gamblers to the September 
grand jury. He agrees with me that the 
case should be presented to a special grand 
jury. Hes not satisfied with the way his 
perfect case before the September grand 
jury was treated. I believe. too, that the 
cases ought to be presented to a special 
grand jury atonce. But whenever they are 
presentea we will have ample evidence. 


NO RELIEF AT THE CITY-HALL. 

“Let me add,’” continued the attorney, 
“that when Il applied to acertain City-Hall 
official for assistance in this idvestigation he 
told me he had no time to attend to the mat- 
ter, that [had better attend to it myself. I 
did attend and with good resuits, I believe. 
We foilowed young men from those gam- 
bling dens‘and traced them to all manner of 
places, leading stores, banks, etc.. We had 
almost made up our minds to report those 
employés to their respective houses, but hav- 
ing found that they could stand their losses 
we deemed it better to use some of them as 
witnesses.

We intend 
to interview him.” 

Ald. Pond, ina conversation a few days 
@gzo, gave startling corroboration to 4a por- 
tion of the narrative above reproduced. He 
said that in order to sg@tisfy himself as to the 
truth of the~stories about the existence of 
gambling in the city he and another Alder- 
man, whose name he did not mention, ac- 
cepted the invitatuon of a newspaper reporter 
to go through some ofthe houses. He vyisit- 
He was 
admitted with his party, after some parley. 
There was an outer door, with aslot.overa 
giass panel. The slot was pulled aside and 
the party was inspected through the glass 
panel. The same process was repeated at an 
innerdoor. Then they were admitted. 

‘**T wondered,” said Mr. Pond, *“‘ what the 
preachers and ‘moral scratcksrs’ who voted 
against Roche would think of themselves if 
they visited Hankins’ and saw what I saw. 
I went to those places to satisfy myseif that 
the reports about the gambling hells were 
not exaggeration. I found that the reports 
did not fully describe the iniquity. I have 
spoken about what I saw to the city Buthori- 
ties, but not a single thing has been done to 
abate the evil. I think it is time for the 
grand jury to act.” 

State’s Attorney Longenecker believes in 
a thorough investigation of the gambling 
villainy and said so yesterday. 


GAMBLERS MUST SHUT UP SHOP. 


Judge Waterman Grants an Injanction 
Against Gunn, Jaynes, and Others, 

Judge Waterman yesterday, on application 
of Louis Adams and Leon Schiossman, ‘is- 
sued an injuncton restraining Gardner 5B. 
Chapin. James J.Gore, James 8. Carter, Kirk 
Gunn, aud Cyrus R. Jaynes from longer us- 
ing the second story of the building at the 
southwest corner of State and Jackson 
streets as a gambling-house. Adams and 
Schlossman are partners under the firm 
name of L. Adams & Co., and have a cloth- 
ing and furniture store on the street floor of 
the building. This isowned by Mrs. Leo- 
pold Bloom, wife of Leopold Bloom, and is 
held by Adams & Co. unaer a five-year lease 
from Feb. 12, 1886, at an annual rental of 
$12,000. 

The bill applying for the writ of injunction 
recites that April 22 last Adams & Co. sub- 
let the second floor of the building to the 
firm of Chapin & Gore at an annua! rental of 
$7,000. Oneof the provisions of the lease 
was ‘* that tne said demised premises shall 
not be used for any purposes calculated to 
injure the reputation of the sane or of the 
neighborhood, or to impair the valne of said 
premises or adjacent property for present 
use or otherwise.” 

In spite of this the second story was fitted 
up as a gambling-house, and in spite of the 
protests of the owner men congregated there 
every pight and day to play games of chance 
for money in spite of the laws 
to the contrary. [It is said | that Mrs. 
Bloom threatens to terminate her lease to 
Adams & Co. unless the practice of 
gambling is immediately stopped in the 
premises. The petitioners say they are pew- 
erless to stop it. They say that the gambling 
rooms are a serious annoyance and injury 
to their business, oe esapeaing te they and 
Mrs. Bloom are, under the law, responsible 
as lessors for any loss sustained by any per- 
son playing a game of chance on the prem- 
ises. 

The bill was presented to Judge Waterman 
yesterday forenoon, and te injunction was 
at once ordered. The proceeding was kept 
quiet until after service was had ov the de- 
fendants in the afternoon.

PARNELL IN FOR IT. 


He Is Made Co-Respondent in a 
Divorce Suit. 


CAPT, O'SHEA THE PLAINTIFF. 


The Ex-Member of Parliament Figuring 
as the Injured Husband. 


WHAT LONDONERS THINK OF IT. 


Does This Explain Mr. Parnell's Frequent 
Disappearances ? 


CAPT. O’SHEA’S RECORD IN PARLIAMENT.

Capt. O’Shea gives his 
address as No. 224 Vic- 
toria street, Westmin- 
ster; his occupation as 
Justice of the Peace, 
County Clare, Ireland. 
The ground alleged by 
O’Shea is infideiity of 
: ‘nis wife with Mr. Par- 
Vf, nell at Eltham, York 
«4 Terrace, Brighton, and 
Aldengton. According 
CHARLES STEWART PAR- to an informant Par- 
NELL. neli has lived for a 
considerable time since 1886 at Eltham with 
Mrs. O'Shea, and at this place both lived se- 
cluded lives. O’Shea has about the same 
reputation here as in -America. In both 
countries it bas long been supposed that he 


, 
, 


has for some time known of the inti- 
macy between his wife and Parnell; 
and also that Parnell found a 


seat for O’Shea in Parliament on account of 
the unremitting blindness of the Captain 
to the constant infidelity of Mrs. O’Shea. 
Americans will remember how the Irish in 
Ireland were on the pointof revolt against 
Parneli’s leadership when he insisted that 
O’Shea should be given a seat in Parliament. 

O’Shea has handsome quarters in Victoria 
street, where he lives with his son. He ad- 
mitted tonicht that the report that he had- 
brought sult was correct, but wondered how 
it had become public. 

The news that Mr. O’Shca has brought suit 
for divorce, making Mr. Parnell corespond- 
ent, will not surprise those who have been 
behind the scenes during the last three or 
four years. Some such denouement as this 
has been impending fora long time past, and 
on® several occasions the good offices of 
friends have been called into requisition 
with aview to averting a scandal. Capt. 
O’Shea has threatened legal proceedings on 
several occasions, and many of the followers 
of Parnell have been aware of the fact, and 
it has not tended to sweeten the iutercourse 
between the uncrowned king and his more 
or less Obedient subjects. From time to time, 
however, the explosion has been smothered 
or postponed, and if it is to come at length it 
is almosta matter of certainty that some 
awkward revelations must take piace. 

In the Parliament of 1885a well-dressed, 
somewhat showy-looking man made his ap- 
pearance on the Irish benches. He generally 
wore a frock coat with a flower in the button- 
hele, and was altogether unlike the careless, 
somewhat siipshod group who usually repre- 
sent the Nationalists in the House, and who 
are meant for use rather than ornament. 
Who was the man thus attired as fora 
bridal party! It was Capt. O’Shea. He bad 
coveted the honorof a seat in Parliament, 
and Parnell being perhaps in an obliging 
humor just then had found one for him, but 
it was not done without difficulty. The con- 
stituency singled out for the honor had nét, 
at first’ sight, taken kindly to O’Shea; it 
had to be coaxed. Perhaps some press- 
ure was brought to bear upon it. Sever- 
al of the Irish members protested agairst 
their new colleague. The redoubtable Tim 
Healy was exceedingly wroth, and made 
things warm for O’Sbea. He is an ugly man 
to come across when he is angry is Tim 
Healy. However, the seat was secured, and 
the pew member made his appearance as full 
of pride and delight as a young lady at her 
first ball. That was the opening of O’Shea’s 
parliamentary experience. The close was not 
so pleasant, and it came a great deal sooner 
than the gallant Captain had anticipatea. He 
did not find himself among congenial sur- 
roundings; his countrymen did not take him 
to their hearts and shed tears oI jov over 
him. On tbe contrary, he was treated 
to a liberal allowance of cold shoulder, 
and some most unkind remarks were made 
in his hearing. When he went into the lop- 
bies he was not entertained with agreeable 
conversation. There were frequent allusions 
to *‘Le Mari complaisant,”’ and the great 
authority of the leader himself failea to pro- 
tect his friend from usage which no one need 
be particularly anxious to encounter. One 
day it was announced that O’Shea had re- 
signed. Why? For the same reason that he 
had entered Parliament, because he wanted 
to. Then O’Shea made his appearance as a 
witness before the Parnell Commission. 
Great revelations were expected, but nothing 
wonderful came out. It bad been rumored 
that the Captain had obtained from his wife 
letters gravely compromising Parnell. 
Whether such letters were in existence 
or no it is impossible to say; at 
any rate, they were not produced be- 
fore the three Judges. Parnetl occasion- 
ally cast a piercing giance at O’Shea as he 
gave his evidence and the ex-M. P. caimiy 
returned it. Evidently there was no love 
lost between them. The Captain’s evidence 
fell flat. Somehow or other that gun had 
missed fire, and now the little comedy or 
druma is to advance into another act. The 
divorce suit must at least be the source of 
great annoyance to Parnell, to say nothing of 
the lady. Willit be defended! That seems 
a curious question to ask about a divorce 
case, but the truth is the whole affuir is 
rather curious. It has been a theme of  con- 
vyersation for several years. The Eitham 
business has long been talked of. One night 
a piece of paper was picked up in the lobby 


of “the House of Commons and openea 
py the finder. It was from the lady 
to the Irish leader. Some peo- 


ple said it was shown to Capt. O'Shea. How- 
ever that may be, it was talked about all 
over the place in lesS than balf an hour, but 
there may have been nothing in the bit of 
paper after all, or perhaps only an address or 
an invitation. Yet such incidents as this set 
peopie to talking, and now they will talk 
still more. Who 1s imnocent and who is 
guilty? It would be rash indeed to-predict, 
but we may expect to see some of the Na- 
tionalist papers speak, out their minds freely 
about O'Shea. Now that he has cast off ail 
disguise and entered boldly upon the wtvar- 
path, there will be asmash, and the great 
Eltham mystery will be cleared up after 
many faise alarms. 


HOW PARNELL MET MES. O'SHEA, 


The Irish Leader Was a Frequent Visitor at 
the House of Her Mother. 
A well informed Irish-American said last 
night: 
“The Parnell-O’Shea affair has been the 
subject of Parliamentary and political gossip

~ 


| in England and té some extent in Ireland 
ever since 1882. There have been numerous 
siy allusions to it in the society papers pub- 
lished in London. and it has furnished many 
a broad joke to the habitués Of tne clubs. 

‘*‘ Mrs, O’Shea is a fine-lookipg woman,much 
superior in mental and nodo@gbt also in moral 
qualities to her husband. She is a daughter 


of the late Lord Matherty, who at 
one time filled the position of either 
Lord Justice or Lord ‘Chancellor of 


Engiand. On the mother’s side she 1s of Irish 
extraction and a connection of the Parnel! 
family. When Mr. Parnell was first elected 
to Parliament he was ostracized by London 
society. Lady Hatherty of all the noble 
dames extended to him the hospitulity of her 
house. It was here that he met Mrs, O'Shea 
doubtiess. 

‘The latter had made an unfortunate mar- 
riage. She had against the adviceof parents 
and friends married O’Shea when he was a 
Captain in a crack English.regiment. She 
met him in some barracks town and was 
smitten by his rather handspme appearance 
and suave address. He turned out to be ut- 
terly worthless. 

‘‘He inherited a iarge fortune from his 
father, an Irish attorney who practiced io 
Limerick City and who profited by the 
wreck wrought among the Irish landlords by 
the Incumbered Estates act. O'Shea squan- 
dered his patrimony. He had to‘ sell out’ 
of his regiment. Since then he has been 
forced to depend for support on his wife’s 
relatives. He has been an indefatigable ex- 
ploiter of bogus companies and a general 
finpanvia!l huckster. 

‘He entered Parliament first, not through 
the favor of Mr. Parnell! as has been errone- 
ously claimed, but though tie favor of the 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Killaloe in Clare, 
who was an old friend of the O’Shea family. 

‘This was in 1880, after Mr. Parneli had re- 
turned to Ireland from América. Mr. Par- 
neil advocated James J. O'Kelly, then a 
correspondent of tne New York AHera/d, 
for the seat which O'Shea contested. 
Mr. O’Kelly offended the pests in some 
way and O’Shea got the aomiffation and 
won. He was elected as a hémeé-ruler, but 
‘ratted’ to the Liberals, wh@ Were then op. 
posed to home rule. He, nowéver, continued 
to maintain bis friendly relajions with the 
Parnellites and obtained an aggemdency over 
Mr. Parneli himseif, which tie best friends 
of the latter deeply regretted. 


O’Shea who opened negotiations between the 
Chamberlain Liberals and the Irish leader. 
He did this at the instance of Chamoeriain 
and Mrs. O’Shea also perhaps. 

‘Tne latter was the bearer of some of the 
commupnications between Mr. Parnell and the 
Liberal leaders. She was referred to at the 
time in the society papers as the ‘divine Al- 
tnea’ of the Parnellite cell. When Mr.Parnell 
was finally released as the resuit of the ne- 
gotiations which are known comprehensively 
as the Kaimainham treaty he became a guest 
for afew days at the home of Lady Hath- 
erty. 

“A somewhat romantic story is told about 
Mr. Parnell at this time. He had denounced 
the Phoenix Park murderers. The Invincibies, 
who were as numerous in‘ London as in 
Dublin, conspired to murder him. The mur- 
der was to be committed as Mr, Parnell was 
driven from the Hatherty mansion to his 
hotel. Mrs. O'Shea heard of the  piot 
through an Irish maid who was on rather 
intimate terms with one of the Invincibles. 
Mr. Parnell’s carriage was sent home empty 
that night. But the story goes that 
on the route it was stovped by two 
wild-eyed would-be-murderers, who expressed 
their disappointment in curs@A deep, though 
not loud. This story, in stHstauce, Was 
printed soon after the event, but was bot 
zenerally believed. When Cant. O’Shea was 
afterwards forced to admit during his cross- 
examination by Sir Charles. Russell in the 
course of the Parnell trial tnav he was on in- 
umate terms with the leaders of the Lon- 
don Irvincibles more significance was at- 
tached to it, and it was hinted that Lady 
Hatherty or Mrs, O’Shea did not get the hint 
of the plot from an Irish maid. 

‘* However this may be the friendshipof Mr. 
Parnell for Capt. O’Shea continued down at 
least to 1586. At the 1885 election O’Shea 
did not offer himself for reélection in Clare. 
His desertion of the party was not forgotten 
there. Hedid offer himself for election in 
the Exchange Division of Liverpool, wnich 
is largely Irish, and Mr. Parnell gave hima 
quasi support. He was defeated. 

‘“ A few months after O’Shea came out for 
the full homérule program, Mr. Gladstone 
having declared for home rule in the mean- 
time. A vacancy occurred in the repre- 
sentation of the City of Galway. 

‘*O’Shea was presented as the Parnellite 
candidate. There was a loud protest from 
the Parnellite members. Mr. Healy went 
post haste to Galway and brought out a local 
candidate named Lynch. _Parnell persisted 
in his support of O’Shea. The Home Rule 
party was then threatened with rupture 
through O’Shea’s candidacy. Mr. Healy was 
induced by Archbishop Walsh and William 
O’Brien to withdraw his opposition on the 
condition that O’Shea would give written 
pledges to support the full bome-rule pro- 
gram and act with the Parnellites. O’Shea 
gave the required pledge. 

“Two months after he violated the 
pledge and went with the Chamberlainite 
mugwumps into the lobby against home 
rule. Parnell bitterly denounced bim, 
O’Shea resigned his seat, but it was on the 
eve of the general election in July, 1886. 

‘Mrs: O’Shea also discarded him at that 
time. She has refused to live with him since. 
She denounced him, it is said, as faithless to 
friendship and honor. 

“* O’Shea, whetner rightly or wrongly, no 
doubt blamed Mr. Parnell for the estrange- 
ment. He has taken every occasion to in- 
jure him. He has published Mr. Parneli’s 
private letters. He acted as agent for the 
London Zimes. He appeared as witness for 
the Zimes before the Parnell Commission. 
He admitted that he became acquainted with 


the Invincibles in London in order 
to obtain evidence derogatory to Mr. 
Parnell. He was championed, and, it is said, 


supported by Mr. Chamberlain in and 
through those matters. He has done what- 
ever man could do to ruin the Irish leader. 
And yetit is as certain as anvthing weil 
could be that if there was any misconduct 
between Mr. Parnell and Mrs. O’Shea it long 
antedated the rupture between Parnell and 
O’Shea in 1886. Their noticeably friendly, 
perhaps too friendly relations for a woman 
who despised her husband, dated back to 
1575 or 1879.”’

PUTTING IN MASSIVE PIERS. 


Engineer Tucker Says the Work Will 
Be. Pushed Ahead, 


RIGHT OF WAY TO THIRTIETH ST. 


Local Financiers Think the Company Has 
Raised Funds, | 


SATISFACTORY CONDEMNATION SsUITS. 


house stood on the north side of Twenty- 
fifth streetin the middle of the block be- 
tween Wabash avenue and State street. 
The housé is gone, and where it stood are 
four big holes ranging in depth from six 
to sixteen feet. A gangof menu have been 
busily at work there for a week. 

The work was commenced in a most quiet 
and mysterious manner, the people living in 
the immediate vicinity not being informed as 
to the nature of the undertaking in progress. 
They saw a great pile of stone and brick 
stacked up on the sidewalk, a half dozen men 
digging in the ground, and at once came to 
the conclusion that a house was wo be 
erected. 

But as the work went on it became evi- 
dent to those who watched things that a 
foundation for a building was not made by 
digging big holes and filling them up with 
brick, conerete, and gigantic rocks as the 
men employed here were doing. Neither 
was @asmalitarmy of surveyors required in 
putting up a building on such a small lot. 
The people became interested and watched 
for developments. . 

The laborers asked about the character of 
the work, reviied that they did not know 
what was going upon the lot. They were 
working fora reputable contractor and were 
sure of their wages. That was all they 
cared and all they knew, 

BREAKING GROUND FOR AN “L” ROAD. 

Finally it leakea out that the work being 
performed so mysteriously was in the inter- 
est of the Chicago South Side Kapid Transit 
railway Gompany (alley *L’’), and that it 
was building the elevated road. 

Ground was broken a week ago last Fri- 
day, and since that time the work has been 
pushed rapidiy. Six piers are tu be erected 
on the lot, they to form the foundation for 
the span to be made across the street. The 
piers are to be forty-nine square feet at the 
base, which 1s to be ten feet under ground. 

After the required depth is reached a layer 
of brick will be placed on the bottom of the 
excavation, then a layer of concrete, and on 
top of this will be solid rock, until the pier 
reaches the surtace. 

The ground was so sandy at one place on 
the lot that 11 was found necessary to dig 
sixteen feet. The other piers wiil be only 
ten feet. Work on four of the piers has al- 
ready been commenced, the brick and con- 
crete having been placed in one. The other 
holes are from six to ten feet im depth. 

Assistant Engineer Tucker has charge of 
the work. He wason the ground yesterday, 
and to a TRIBUNE reporter said that matters 
would be pushed rapidly. Work was com- 
menced at this point, he explainea, for the 
reason that the company owned che property 
and had already secured the right of way 
from there to Thirtieth street, whereas fur- 
ther north only small patches of land had 
been obtained, somes of these being tangled 
up by suits and injunctions. 

Mr. Tucker said that things were moving 
along nicely, and that it was thought little 
trouble would be experienced py the com- 
pany in securing the rignot of way the entire 
length of the line as at present surveyed. 

The work at Twenty-tifth street is being 
done by Contractor E. G. Grabel 

OPINION LN FINANCIAL CIRCLES, 

There appears to be no doubt in local finan- 
cial circles that the “Alley road’’ people 
have at last succeeded in raising the funds 
necessary for the construction of 
their road. In other words, they 
have marketed their ponds. An East- 
ern banking-house has probably 
taken the entire issue of $7,000,000, Dut it is 
understood that a.string is tied to the accept- 
ance of the issue. If the average Chicago 
jury is going to prove as inimical to elevated 
roads as has the average New York jury, and 
so make the company pay enormous prices 
for the land it condemns, the baners behind 
the road may withdraw their support. But this 
matter is probably now considered settied, 
as the jury/s verdict in the recent condemna- 
tion proceedings on the rignt of way between 
Thirtieth and Thirty-second streets put the 
value of the alley frontage at about $50 a 
foot, future damage suit forever barred. 
This verdictis probabiy quite as favorable as 
haa been expected. 

The northern terminus of the road is to be 
at Congress street between State street and 
Wabush avenue. This fact, with. the pros- 
pects of the company, has caused several 
property-owners in the vicinity to withdraw 
their holdings from the market within a few 
days, as it is evident that if an elevated road 
does ever start from Congress street addi- 
tional thousands of people ‘will daily pass up 
and down the neighboring streets.

likelihood of trouble on the Erie. Two years 
ago the company put the mén through an ex- 
amination, and a few months ago a book was 
issued containing 296 questions which the 
men were expected to answer in their own 
handwriting: They refused to answer all 
the questions, claiming that they would put 
themselves wholly at the mercy of the com- 
pany, and in consequence some were siis- 
pended.

BOILED TO DEATH IN A BATH-HOUSE. 


John Clark of Hokomo, Ind., Suffers a 
Terrible Death. 

Kokomo, Ind., Dec. 28.—[Special:|—Jonn 
Clark, aged 70, was a well-to-do farmer liv- 
ing one apd a half miles southeast of. this 
city, but for years had been a victim of pa- 
raivsis, and iately had been unable to move 
without assistance. He -was also almost 
speechiess.

tub when the attendants retired for sleep, 
and Clark, being unable to move or cry out, 
was for fourteen hours slowly boiled, death 
coming to end his sufferings. Tykie and his 
assistants have been placed under arrest for 
criminal carelessness, awaiting the Coroner’s 
verdict. 


MORE TROUBLE AT THE JACKSON PRISON. 


Fallare of an Attempt to Break Down the 
North Wall. 

Jackson, Mich., Dec 28.—{[Special,]}— 
About 12 o’clock last night the outside guard 
of the Jackson State prison while making 
his rounds discovered two men at work mud- 
way on the north walla few feet from the 
ground.

WHITES FIRED UPON. 


A Bloody Battle Between Dakota - - 


Squatters and Half-Breeds, — 


FOUGHT NEAR BAD RIVER, 8. Dh 


Been Killed, 


Indians and Half-Breeds Attack the Whites 
with Guns and Stones. 


SEVERAL SQUATTERS BADLY WOUNDED: 


Pierre, 8. D. Dec. 28.—[Special.|—A battle 
occurred this morning at the mouthof the 
Bad River between haif-breeds and about 
one hundred squatters, who had begun active 
preparations for the building of a town. The 
fight was fierce, and several are believed to 
have been killed, thougn such a storm of rain 
and sleet is raging that it is impossible to dis- 
cover tonight just what has bappenea. A 
pumber of prominent citizens of both East 
and West Pierre have been shipping lumber 
for the last week or two to Had River, and 
early this morning a large gang of car pen- 
ters began the erection of houses. When 
the half-breeas discovered what was going 
On they became enraged, and, gather- 
ing a bana of thirty-five men under the 
leadership of an Indian farmer, imme- 
Giately attacked the whites with guns, 
pistols, stones, and whatever other missiles 
came in their way. Henry Loring, the boss 
carpenter, gathered bis men behind a lumber 
pile and stood his ground tor atime. Five of 
the whites were wounded and they retreated 
across the river to Pierre. The breeds at- 
tacked from an open field, and the retreat- 
ing squatters state that they are certain sey- 
eral of them were killed. The infuriated 
breeds piled the tools, trunks, etc., of the 
would-be settlers upon their lumber and 
made one vast bonfire of their velongings- 
The storm now raging is the severest of the 
winter and is accompanied by thunder and 
lightning. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE TROUBLE, 


Infuriated Half-Breeds Make a Bonfire of 
the Settlers’ Belongings. 

PrerreE, 8. D., Dec. 28.—Great excitement 
prevails here because of the discovery this 
morning that a band of about seventy-five 
settlers had attempted to found a town site 
across the Missouri, at the mouth of Bad 
River. It is learned that the scheme has 
been in embryo for several weeks, and that 
@number of prominent residents at East 
Pierre were concerned in it. The work com 
menced at 12 0’clock last night, and all night 
thereafter ‘men with teams and loads of lum- 
ber were crossing and recrossing tne river, 
the peopie of Pierre being entirely uncon- 
scious of what was going on. Ali went well 
until about 6 a. m., when a half-breed who 
farms the land whereon the squatters had 
located discovered them. Securing a band 
of tollowers, he attacked tae squatters 
with guns, pistols, and iassoes.. They las- 


several of the homeseekers. Finally the lat- 
ter took flight, béing unable to boid out in 
the battle. To add to their dismay a storm 
of rain and siecet set it, and one by one they 
came straggling across the river, drenched, 
almost frozen, and a number of them bleed- 
ing from bruises and wounds. The half- 
breeds secured the lumber, piied it up, and 
set fire to it, and now all that marks the 
prospective town site is a vast column of 
flame and smoke, visibie here, while the yells 
of the victorious half-breeds, mingled with 
pistol shots, can plainly be heard on this side,

A Minneapolis Building and Loan Secretary 
Short in His Accounts.

‘The Influenza Prevalent in All Sections of 
the City—Treatment Pursved.

The, Washington physicians are kept busy by 


the grippe. They report the disease preva- | 


jent in all sections of the city. One physi- 
cian with whom a reporter talked said that 
he and nearly every member of his household 
had been down with it, and that in one case 
in his family there were complications with 

the disease that made it serious. 
“For two weeks I have had a great many 
cases. They have been so numerous as to 
Makeup all my time. Ido not know that it 
is @xactly the sdme thing that is reported 
from other cities, but it is a painful and rack- 
ing disease, and is infectious if not indeea 
actually contagious. Ihave no doubt that it 
is a germ that is breathed in with the air. 
It is quité different from the ordinary in- 
fluenza or cold in the head. The most pro- 
nounced symptom is notin the nose. Itis 
@n irritation of tne throat in the larynx and 
sometimes deeper down in the lungs. Itis 
accompanied by a@ raking cough, which 
comes in paroxyisims, and is a terrible strain 
on the entire system. I have not noticed as 
much of the bone ache ‘here as is re- 
ported from other cities; in tact, 
there is not as much in the local 
cases. The most painful thing is the 
racking effect of the cough. I have’ had to 
‘almost cover the abdomes. and chest with 
capcine plasters in some cases. The sore- 
ness in the jungs and abdomen is severe in 
most cases I have had. Some of them have 
& been complicated with malaria and tenden-

ee ‘That Namber of People inthe Clutches of 
° cer Epideniic in New York. 

~ ew 6 ORK, Dec. 28.—[Special, ]—Physi- 

— Rin Anis city have at last begun to admit 
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that the epidemic that has settled over the town 
is entirely new to their philosophy. Most of 
them had not seen the light of the sun when 
the last influenza epidemic attacked New 
York in 1847, consequently the present dis- 
temper is not readily understood by them. 
They attribute the prevalence of the disease to 
the unseasonable weather, and declare that no 
abatement of its severity will be seen untila 
sharp cold snap shall have come to kill the 
germs. A notable resuit of the epidemic of 
1847 was that it was followed by a marked in- 
crease in the mortality from all malignant 
diseases, such as-typhus, smali-pox, and 
diphtheria. It is not believed, however, that 
the present scourge of influenza will be fol- 
lowed by anything more serious, uniess, in- 
deea, the weather continues as warm as it 
has been. A large number of victims was 
added to the creditof “la grippe’’ today, and 
aithough no deaths have been reported from 
this cause at the Board of Healtu, a number 
of cases have developed into pneumonia. 
One of the most conspicuous of these is that 
of Mr. Charles G. Wiison, President of the 
Board of Heaith. His physicians do not 
think he is in danger of his life, but they say 
that his condition is serious, 

A canvass of the more prominent hospitals 
today revealed the interesting fact that a 
large number of persons bad applied to them 
for relief from the influenza, At the New 
York Hospital there are at least a dozen 
cases of the malady; and the same state of 
affairs prevails at Bellevue and Roosevelt. 
It 1s estimated that more than 100,000 citizens 
of Gotham are in the clutches of the epi- 
demic. Charles O’Brien, the acrobat, who 
was reported as having a bad case of the 
grip, Was delirious today, and his physician 
now despairs of -his recovery. Corporation 
Attorney Steckler wheezes. like a decrepit 
hand-organ, and Police Justices White and 
Weld are in little better shape. The drug 
stores are doing a flourishing business in qui- 
nine, and the barrooms a still more rushing 
trade in whisky. Russian and Turkish bachs 
are in great dermand. One sufferer suid today 
that he had taken thirty grains of quinine, 
two big horns of whisky, and a Turkish bath, 
and felt considerably better. He prescribed 
these remedies for himself, and commends a 
trial of them to all the stricken. 

The officials of the Board of Health are ex- 
ceedingiy wary about committing themselves 
as to the condition of the three men who are 
quaraatined at North Brothers Isiand for 
typhus fever. It was ascertained, however, 
on good authority that there was no material 
change in the condition of the patients. Dr. 
Edson took the ground that the men never 
had had typhus fever, but were merely suffer- 
ing from aggravated attacks of “ia grippe.”’ 


GAINING A FOOTHOLD EVERYWHERE, 


A Boston Bank Fresident Dies of “La 
| Grippe "'—Victims Nisewhere. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 28.—John Templeton 
Coolidge, President of the Columbia Bank, 
died. this morning at his residence of “la 
grippe.” Mr. Coolidge was one of the oldest 
bank Presidents in Boston. Tne week has 
been marked by an umusual number of deaths 
ingBoston. Total deaths number 24. In 
Christmas week last year tne figures were 
190. Consumption carried off forty-three 
this week, pneumonia thirty-six, bronchitis 
sixteen. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 28.—A prominent 
physician of this city said today that there 
were fully 25,000 persons now being treated 
for influenza. According to the Board of 
Health report for the week ending today 
there Were 15 per cent less deaths from pul- 
monary troubie during that time than for 
the corresponding period of last year, and 
thus far not one death directly trace- 
able to influenza has occurred. George W. 
Childs is only just recovering from an at- 
tack which kept bim indoors for several

ETROIT, Mich,, Dec. 28.—The influenza 
has comé to Detroit to stay. Inquiries at the 
health office in this city, of physicians, police 
headqudfters, and other centers of informa- 
tion about the sanitary condition of the city 
show that over 5,000 people are down with 
the disease. Fifty policemen and more than 
half the city officers and their assistants are 
laid up and there is hardly a store or factory 
in the city whose clerical and working force 
is not seriously crippled by the dreaded Kus- 
sian distemper. - The inmates of the public 
institutions are not yet seriously affected. 
The disease has in no case proved fatal as 
yet, but it seems to be getting more violent 
from day to day. 

CINCINNATI, O., Dec, 28.—The influenza 
has made its appearance in this city. Fully 
500 genuine cases of the Russian grippe have 
been reported here, but of a comparatively 
mild form. 

MiLwackeg, Wis., Dec. 28.—[Special.]— 
The influenza has reached Milwaukee. At 
least there are balfa dozen cases with ail 
the symptoms described by the medical au- 
thorities. .One gentleman on the South Side, 
who has been ailing toraday or two, mani- 
fested the -reguiar symptoms. In the Sev- 
enth Ward two gentlemen—a father and son 
—are afflicted, the father quite seriously. 

Dupvgvue, la., Dec. 28.—[Special.|—“ La 
grippe’’ has struck this city. Dozens, of 
cases are reported. The epidemic so far is 
of awmiid character generally, although few 
cases are severe. 

ATCHISON, Kas., Dec. 28.—Senator Ingalls’ 
attack of * la grippe,” though severe, was of 
brief duration. He was able to be about to- 
day, and will leave for Washington tomor- 
row night. 

ABILENE, Kas., Dec. 28.—The influenza has 
made its appearance here.’ An annoying 
dust storm which has prevailed ali aay has 
caused its aggravation toa considerable ex- 
tent. The physicians say that fifty cases are 
under treatment here. The disease is of a 
comparatively mild form. 

TacoMA, Wash., Dec. pag Eg enemy! AR 
influerza has réached the Northwest Pacific 
coast. Two cases of the real Russian malady 
were discovered here today. A mild form of 
“la gmppe”’’ is now quite general in this 
city. 

OsweGo, N. Y., Dee. 28.—There are over 
100 cases 6f ia grippe in this city. General 
Manager Bowen of the Rome, Waterton & 
Ogdensburg railroad said to a reporter today 
that more than fifty employés of the road are 
laid up with the disease. Freight business 
in the yards here is atastandstill. The two 
train-dispatchers and nearly all the men em- 
ployed in the yards are sick. 


FIRST FATAL CASE IN CHICAGO, 


Mrs. Julia A. Ingalls Dies at Englewood— 
Physicians Discuss the Disease. 

Mrs. Julia A. Ingalls died at the residence 
of her daughter, Mrs. Rodetts, No. 6331 
Wright street, Engiewood, Christmas Kve, 
after having been confined to her bed two 
weeks. The certificate of death filed in the 
Health Office yesterday gives as the cause 
of death influenza. This is the first fatal 
case reported in this city. 

She was 72 years oid, but was quite active 
for one of herage. She had been ailing for 
a fortnight before she took to her bed. 
On arising in the morning she would show 
an inclination to vomit, but Only succeed in 
clearing her throat of a dry dark-colored 
mucus. During the rest of the day sie 
suffered little annoyancé except from an 
occasional headache. Afterwards she 
became feverish and cold by turns, 
ehanging suddenly from one extreme 
to the other. There was a_i diffi- 
culty in ‘breathing = at times. Fits 
of sneezing were liable to occur at any 
moment. ‘the poor woman had severe pains 
in the head and back and sometimes could 
scarcely breathe. 

The treatment was first a tonic for weak- 
néss, then a remedy to allay fever. and {ast- 
ly something to relieve the oppressed breath- 
ing. While the remedies seemed to afford 
the patient some relief, ail of them together 
did not avaii to save her life. 

DOCTORS DISCUSs “LA GRIPPER.” 
_ The Russian grippe, which is now fastening 
its hold on Chicago, was the subject of dis- 
cussion atthe meeting of the clinical society 
of Hahnemann College in the Grana Pacific 
Hotel last night. Over thirty practicing ptry- 
sicians gathered to decide upon the right 
method to battie against the disease. They 
were all of the opinion that there is now 
an epidemic of influenza in Chicago. 
Every physician present had cases under 
his care. One doctor said that during the 
last two weeks he had treated thirteen pa- 
tients.- He said he was not sure that the jn- 
fluenza was really Russian infivenza. but if 
not it Was aS severe and as difficult to treat. 
Prof.Gilman, who has the chair of sanitary 
scfence in the Hahnemann College, read the 
ey of the evening, which was discussed 

y Dr. Lyon, Dr. Shears, Dr. Cobb, and sev- 
eral other physicians. 

Dr. Gilman said that the influenza dated 
from as far back as 1173, when an e idemic 
Swept over Iitaly,Germany, and England 
with the weil-definea characteristics of the 
present disease. _- 

“I have examined the records of ninety- 
four epidemics,”’ he said, “from that date to 
isiS. The disease appears as an epidemic 
disorder with a general tendency to 
travel frum east to west, although there 
have been variations in some cases from 
this and erratic movements of limited area. 
Different from cholera, influenza makes its 
appearance like an avalanche in not waiting 
to spread from one individual! to anether as 
contagious diseases are disseminated, but en- 


velopes the community with ac overwhelm- 
ing suddenness. its progress is not gradual 
but in ereat bounds. It spares no 
region nor latitude. From its . general 
distribution and utter indifference 
to temperature or seasons you must 
eliminate from its causations any local 
origin or influence. It is ubiquitous, pouring 
its miasm on lage, mountain, marsh, or city 
in winter or summer, in dry seasons or wet, 
without impartiality. Some of these epi- 
demics have been of great severity, as for in- 
stance the great one of 1547-’48, 
when one-fourth of the inhabi- 
tants of London «and fully one- 
half of Paris were its victims. In 1850-’51 
the United States ana South America were 
diso visited, and the epizodtic or great horse 
disease of 1872-73 was an analogous disorder. 


SIHE SYMPTOMS, 

“ The disease itself presents considerable 
uniformity in its course and symptomatology, 
the intensity of its various symptoms being 
gredter or less in various cases. Its 
symptoms and course are a sudden in- 
v@ion of chill or chilliness, with naso-pha- 
ryngeal dryness and heat, followed by 
watery eyes, cough, sneezing, sore throat, 
catarrh, headache, general soreness, and 
aching limbs, depression of spirits, marked 
debility, and'a sense of exhaustion. There 
is apt to be a fever remittent in character of 
variable intensity, in some cases reaching 
as high as 104 The cough, catarrhal 
symptoms and extreme debility are 
the chief diagnostic symptoms. The 
catarrhal symptoms begin to disappear the 
third or fourth day, but cough and other dis- 
turbances may continue for a much longer 
period, especially if there is any<previous 
weakness of the respiratory organs. The 
extreme prostration is one of the long-con- 
tinued symptoms and is entirely out of pro- 
portion to the intensity of fever and catarrh- 
al derangement. 

‘“* This makes the disease a dangerous one 
to fight, and infirm individuals, or in case of 
organic disorder of the heartor lunes, the 
disease is more dangerous and the fatal cases 
in an epidemic are those of preéxistimg diffi- 
culty of some kind, Ido not mean to be un- 
derstood that organic disease of the*fespira- 
tory organs must necessarily result fataily, 
but if there are deaths from influenza, there 
will also be some from other complications to 
serve as the real cause, while the influenza 
was merely the added trouble that over- 
weighted and broke down vitelity. 

There have been several epidemics that 
preceded or followed the influenza, but no 
satisfactory connection or sequence bas ever 
been adduced to connect them. It is proba- 
bly more of a coincidence than anything elise. 
Young infants seem to be less lable to the 
invasion than individuals of any other age. 

There is no specific for it. I have no doubt 
that a moderate dose of quinine taken in the 
initial stage will modify it. Four grains will 
give a tonic stimuius to materially resist 
the exhaustion. A spruy of one-quarter 
parts katharmanto three and one quarter 
parts of water will leésen the nusal and 
aeienl gor ndegy troubie. A hot water bath at the 

eginning of the fever, followed by rubbing 
with hot alcohol and salt to secure a good re- 
action and sweating would be satisfactory in 
many cases. 

Whether the influenza as now prevailing 
in Europe is really present with us | am una- 
ble to say, but that there 1s an epidemic of 
influenza in force here now there can be no 
doubt. In one institution that | know twen-

Louis Neebe Hopes to See Hima Free Man 
by Jan. 1— What the Governor Says. 

The friends of Oscar W. Neebe expect he 
will be pardoned by the Governor before 
New- Y eur’s. 

‘*] told his three motherless little children 
that their papa would fre with them for 
Christmas,” said Louis W. H. Neebe last 
evening. ‘“* They were greatly disappointed. 
I have now told them that he can’t come un- 
til New-Year’s. I have great confidence that 
the Governor will shortly take action in the 
matter.”’ 

The last petition presented Gov. Fifer for 
the release of Neebe was signed by twenty- 
three of the grand jury which found the in- 
dictments against the Anarchists. The twen- 
ty-fourth man is dead. John N. Hills, fore- 
man of the jury, and E. 8S. Dreyer, the 
banker, accompanied Louis Neebe to Spring- 
field Noy. 23 to present the petition and they 
had a three hours’ conference with the Goy- 
ernor. , 

‘if the Governor does not act by the Ist 
of January I shail proceed to get the names 
of the jury which convicted my brother to 
another petition,” said Mr. Neebe. “Very 
strong infiuences in favor of my brother 
have been brought to bear on Gov. Fifer, and 
if he fuils to act I shali not know to what to 
attribute it, unless to the refusal of Mr. 
Grinnell to sign the petition. The law re- 
quires that the State’s Attorney and Judge 
in the case shall make a statement concern- 
ing it to accompany all petitions for 
pardon. Where such statement does not ac- 
company petition “ae. affidavit must, giving 
satisfaetory reasons for the omission. When 
{ went to Mr. Grinneil he told me to make 
affidavit that he refused to sign the petition, 
and I have done so. Mr. Grinnell added that 
my brother was writing too many letters. 
You can’t blame an innocent man for writing 
letters under such circumstances.”’

| NEGROES SHOT TO DEATH. 


EIGHT DEFENSELESS MEN BUTCARERED 
BY A 8OUTS CAROLINA MOB, 


Many Mounted Men Overpower the Jailer 
at Barnwell Court-House and Lead the 
Prisoners to Lawless Execution—Lame 
Excuse Given for the Outrage—Fearing 
Farther Trouble the Governor Is Ap- 
pealed To for Protection by the Militia. 


BARNWELL, 8. C., Dec. 2%8.—[Special.]— 
When the quiet little town of Barnweil 
awoke from its slumbers this morning its in- 
habitants were horrified at the ghastly 
spectacle of eight odullet-riddied black 
corpses. The glassy eves of the dead men 
glistened in the sunshine, wrhiile insects 
buzzed about their gapping mouths and 
bioody wounds. Clots of bioed marked the 
ground. The grass was torn in thé struggles 
of the men in theirgeath agonies. Dogs were 
growling about and already the vultures lad 
scented the scene of carnage. This was 
the horrible view that broke upon the eyes of 
a colored cook on the way to her work this 
morning. Frightened aimost out of ber wits 
she rushed into town and told the news. At 
first her story wus thought to be an exagzera- 
tion, but its truth was soon established in ail 
its revolting details. The news spread, and 
soon crowds of negroes were seen hurrying 
to the place of death. They walked along in 
groups, silent and sullen. Occasionally 
there could be heard a few words of 
grumbling or muttered expressions of anger. 
The whites came out from the village and 
viewed the blood-curdling spectacie, but 
could not-engage the negroes in any conver- 
sation. 

Many of the conservative whites saw 
danger in the sullen demeanor of the negroes 
and they atonce telegraphed to Gov. Rich- 
ardson advising him to order State troops to 
repair at once to Barnwell. 

TROOPS ORDERED OUT. 

The Gordon Rifles of Blackville were ac- 
cordingly ordered to Barnwell. They are 
under command of Capt. L. T. Izlat, a cool- 
headed man, so no fears“are now entertained 
of any collision between the races. 

The eight corpses found this morning are 
victims of the uprising of the country 
people on accountot!l jong continued outrages 
and murders in Barnweil County. Barawell 
was a stronghold of the radical negroes and 
before 1876 was the scene of frequent collis- 
ions between the races. Ellenton, the scene 
of the famous riots of 1876, is in that county. 
Murders have become frequent of late. The 
country people have beea impatient and 
have for a long time ‘Wanted to take the law 
in theirown hands. They were kept back 
by the cooler judgment of the town people 


untila most horrible murder committed last, 


week aroused them to a pitch of despera- 
tion that resulted in the mad act 
of—this morning. Three prominent white 
men of business haye been murdered in 
Barnwell in the last two months without 
any provocation. It looked like 4 conspiracy 
in every case. The country people felt that 
something nad to be done or there would be 
no end to the reignof terror. About 2 o’clock 
this morning the jailer awoke to find the jail 
surrounded by two or three hundred masked 
horsemen. The door to his room was forced 
open and he was pulled out of bed and told 
to hand over the keys. He refused to do 80 
and got several cuffs as persuaders, The 
key was found hanging on che wall. 
THE JALLER QVERPOWERED. 

‘he jailer was bound fast and tied to the 
bed for safe keeping. His visitors then went 
up stairs and opened the door of the room 
where two negroes, charged with the mur- 
der of John J. Heffernan, and six others 
charged With the murder of Robert Martin, 
were sleeping. These eight wretches were 
dragged ont of their cell, gagged, and hur- 
ried down stairs to the waiting horsemen. 
They could not scream, but the rolling o: 
their eyes and the quivering of their 
bodies told of the fear that filled 
their hearts. They were quietly hurried out 
of town. As soon asa ciumpof oaks was 
reached, abouta mile from the court-house, 
they were placed on the ground and the 
viguiantes drew themselves up in line before 
them. A well directed volley did the work. 
Pistols, shocguns, and rifles belched out 
vengeance against the murderers. Above the 
noise of the guns could be heard a gurgling 
sound and a scraping on the ground. When 
the smoke cleared away the men lay 
in their death agonies. Blood 
streamed from their wounds, and 
nervous twitchings of their bodies showed 
that mortal wounds had been inflicted. The 
regulators remained long enough to see that 
their work had been effective, and then they 
quickly dispersed, reaching their homes be- 
fore dawn had begun to break. They were 
so quiet and orderly in their act that no one 
in Barnwell had any ideaof What was going 
on about them, Nota sleeper was disturbed. 

The names of the men who were lynched 
were Ripley Johnson and Michael Adams, 
the principal ana chief accessory in the mur- 
der of J.) J. Heffernan in October last; Peter 
Beil, Rafe Monell, Hugh-Furz, Hudsoa Jchn- 
son, Robert P. Phasnix, and Judge Jones, the 
SIx negroes charged with the assassination 
of Robert Martin Saturday night. 

AN OFFICIAL EXPLANATION, 

The following statement, signed by Robert 
Aldrich, Mike Brown, George H. Bates, W ill- 
iam McNab, and James A. Jenkins, some of 
the most prominent citizens of Barnwell, has 
been sent out in explanation of the butchery: 

‘*In consequence of the lynching which 
took place here we were requested by the 
Sheriff to act as an advisory committee to 
counsel! such steps as may be deemed best to 
secure order. We at first proceeded to in- 
vestigate, and deem it right to put the public 
in possession of the facts of the occurrence 
and causes which we believe led ‘to it 
as far as we have gathered them, 
Oct. 30 last John H. Heffernam, a prom- 
inent young merchant and brave, public- 
spirited citizen. was shot down and kiled 
in Barnwell by negroes. Public indignation 
ran high. Threats of lynching were freely 
made, but this was averted Dy cooler coun- 
sel. Atthe last term of the court the grand 
jury found true bills against his murderers 
and their accessories, but the cases were con- 
tinued. The white people were disappoint 
ed, and the negroes, it is thought, were em- 
boldened by this disposition of the matter.

whose houses were all around the spot where 
be was shot, and w admitted that 
they beard the shot ahd his cries when 
shot, and none of whom went to bis relief. 
It was satisfastorily established that his 
murder was the resultofa conspiracy to re- 
move himin order that their license upon 
the plantation of his father might be greater. 
The murderer, that is, the negro who fired 
the shot ano his accessories, Six in number, 
after being clearly identified by the Cor- 
oner’s jury, were arrested and lodged in jail. 
These several brutal murders of prominent 
white men by negroes caused a state of in- 
dignant resentment among our peop’e that 
can be better imagined than described, but 
cannot be imagined by any one not present 
in our midst. This morning aiarge body of 
armed men in disguise cailed at the jail, 
overpowered the jailer, took out the six 
murderers of Martin and two of Hefferan, 
took them to the limits of the corporation, 
and shot them to death.”’ 

This explanation of the causes which ied 
to the| lynching does not, in the opinion of 
law-abiding citizens, in any way justify the 
atroc:ous murder of eight defenseless human 
beings. The greatest indignation is expressed 
here at the brutality of the deed. Ali is quiet 
at Barnwell late this evenmg, althougn 
trouble has been anticipated and may yet 
come. 

* DISGRACE TO CIVILIZATION. 

Acausta, Ga., Dec. 28.—The Chronicle, re- 
ferring to the lynching of .the negroes con- 
fined in jail at Barnwell, 8S.

TWO TEXAS OUTLAWS SHOT TO DEATH. 


Thomas and William 0’ Dell Killed by Offi- 
cers in Nueces Canon. 

Uva.pg, Tex., bec. 28.—[Special.|—News 
has been received here of a desperate en- 
counter in the bad lands of the Nueces 
Cafion, the result of a recent raid. Three 
years ago the O’ Dell brotners, Tom and Will- 
iam, became outiaws. One of them Was 
wanted for horse-theft and the other for 
murder. They were typical Texans, born to 
the saddle, hard riders, good shots, and thor- 
Oughiy acquainted with the unsettled coun- 
try to which they betook themselves. They 
were occasionally heard of, but the several 
attempts to capture them resulted in noth- 
ing. The pursuers were generally outridden, 
outmaneuvered, and outshot. 

A week ago two members of the State 
Rangers obtained information of the where- 
abouts of the O’Dells. They went to Barks- 
dale and there obtained the pilotage of Dep- 
uty Sheriff Thomas Perry, who in turn sum- 
moned a posse of citizens. The party, num- 
bering ten men, rode the greater part of the 


aiittie after sunrise. The horses of the 
O’Delts were staked some distance from 
the camp, and one of the ObDrothers 


rubbing his eyes and yawning. When they 
heard the rollof the hoofs, however, and 
realized that they were caught at last they 
sprang to their urms and met the demand for 
surrender with the sharp crack of the gun. 
[he posse were comparatively well shelterea, 
but the criminals were not, nor did they seek 
$0 much as a sapling behind which to crouch. 
They fought it out in the open. 

The combat lasted some minutes. Will 
Odell was the first to go down with a bullet 
through the lungs. 
over he was struck in the head and instantly 
killed. His brother bad an arm broken, but 
continued in some way to use his rifle with 
one hand until struck a half-dozen times, 
when he turned to flee. A 
ball through the shoulder and another 
which shattered his spine stopped him. He, 
too, ved but a moment. The bodies were 
viewed by a Justice of the Peace, who lived 


The O’Delis, both of whom were 
young men, were considered to be among the 
most desperate men in Texas.

Her 
father came to Augusta when she was 9 years 
old and the eldest of a family of nine chil- 
dren, of whom. oniy two sisters now 
survive, one of them being Mrs. James 
G. Biaine, who was next to the youngest. 
The other lives in New York. Miss Stan- 
wood was always amember of the Blaine 
family when they kept house in Augusta 
and was dear to them. When the Biaine 
inansion was closed she boarded with one of 
the neighbors. Several winters, - however, 
when the Blaines were absent the house was 
left in her care. Mrs. Blaine and Margaret 
have wired that they will be here Sunday, 
and they are now en route. The funeral 
bie probably occur at 2.0’clock p. m. Mon- 
ay.

SCANDAL IN MODERN WOODMEN CIRCLEs. 


Serious Charges Against High Officials of 
That Boay in Illinois.

New York Zimes: “The girl would make 
a better student in our public schools and 
colleges,” said oneof tne prominent edu- 
cators of the city yesterday, “if she had the 
same incentive, the same motive, that the 
young man has. The young man who goes 
to the public schools and colleges feels that 
he is to be a breadwinner. He has this fora 
clear purpose in getting an education.

Probably no opera produced in modern 
times has aroused as great curiosity on the 
part of the public as did Verdi’s * Otello.” 
The composer had long been acknowledged 
cs the firstof living writers of Italian opera. 
Since the production of “Aida” in 1871 
(written for the theater at Cairo by commis- 
sion from. the Viceroy of Egypt, who paid 
the composer the sum of 80,000 francs for his 
score) Verdi had to all appearances ceased to 
be a producer of Italian opera, A period of 
something more than 4 dozen. years had 
elapsed, broken occasionaliy by rumors of 
resumed activity, concerning which noth- 
ing was positively known, when it at 
las: «became certain that the com- 
ser was at work upon “Otello,” the 
jibretto of which was from the pen of Arrigo 
Boito, the composer of ‘“ Mefistofele.”’ 
Especially was the interest in the new opera 
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OTELIA. 


dveto the well-known fact that in “ Aida’r? 


produced so long before, Verdi had shdwn a 
truly remarkable change in the essentials of 


_ his style, and curipsity to learn if there had 


been a stili further advance in the same 
directiongas was surmised from the meager 
indications which from time to time reached 
the public. In *“‘ Aida” it was impossible to 
recognize the hand of the composer of “Ii 
Trovatore’”’ and the earlier works, s6 that, in 
view of Verdi’s advanced age and the path 
which had been indicated as entered upon in 
the earlier work, the musical world was nat- 
urally deeply interested in learning whether 
he had continued to work upon the

In the pres- 
ence of the Venetian ambassadors Otello;

Otello, left alone 
with Iago, gives free rein to his demoniac 
anger until at last be swoons and falls to the 
floor. Here one of the most brutal incidents 
of the opera occurs. Iago places his 
foot upon the inert body of his vic- 
tim, and, while the chorus without praises 
Otelio’s virtue and valor, singing ‘Long 
Live Otello, Glory to the Lion of Venice,”’ etc., 
he cries with accents of contempt and 
malignity **Ecco il Leone” (Behoid the 
Lion.) The scene is worked up with a 
master hand to this climax, which, however, 
is so brutal in its nature that it is more likely 
to create a feeling of disgust than of admi- 
ration of the dramatic power with which it 
is set forth. 

The fourth and last act contains someof 
the most beautiful music of the entire work. 
It is introduced by a charming orchestral 
prelude of a most pathetic nature, which 
fittingly prepares for the tragedy which is 
soon to follow, the prelude being developed 
largely troma phrase of Emilia’s song De- 
ginning, **The poor sow sat pining and 
lonely,’ which occurs earlyin the act, The 
scene isin Desdemona’s bedchamber.

In 
the main V erdi has used similar means for 
the production of the dramatic impression, 
though of course his instrumentation differs in 
& marked degree from that of Wagner, being 
far less rich and wassive, and the opera bears 
throughout the stamp of the Italian mind. 


THE VARIOUS USES OF ELECTRICITY. 


Some New and Novel Applications of 
Man's Usefal Servitor. « 

The electric lignt is to supersede gas in 
Rome. The motive power will be derived 
from the waterfalls at Tivoli, and the station 
tor the distribution of power will be near 
Porta Pia. Rome-does not in this case lose in 
picturesqueness what itgains in moderniza- 
tion, for une few electric lights already estab- 
lished—as, for instance, on the Quirinal Hill 
and in the Piazza Colonna—lend a singulariv 
new and beautiful aspect to the Eternal City 
aS seen in“the evening from the neighbor- 
ing hills of Frascati and the other ‘Cas- 
telli.”” The spectacle of Rome with its mighty 
overhanging cupola, iliumined by the electric 
light, as seen across tne wide Campagna, 
will be remarkable. 

A successful trial was recently made of 
electrically opening gates on the Western 
Maryland raiiroad. A special train, which 
conveyed the party to the station, ran over 
the plates which are some distance from the 
gates. The gates were closed or opened as 
the train approached or departed from the 
crossing. 

Perhaps no more significant evidence of 
the onward march of civilization could be 
afforded than the lighting by electricity of 
the palace of the Guikwar of Baroda in In- 
dia, and that, too, on a scale of unstinting 
splendor. ‘ne interior is lit with 215 sixteen- 
candle power incandescent lignts. The large 
hall is illuminated with two large twelve- 
light electroliers, made in bronze and lac- 
quered work, while the light is softened and 
diffused by dioptric shades. Singie lights 
are also pendent from the ends of the col- 
umns of the gallery. In the numerous rooms 
are three and four-light electroliers, made in 
&@ variety of designs to suit the surround- 
ings. In the bearooms the mirrors have 
been. specially fitted with brackets, which 
will admit of their being shifted from one 
room to another; and an electric hand lamp 
is also provided, Which can be moved about 
at pleasure. An imporiant feature of the in- 
Stallation is the complete arrangement of 
Switches and safety fuses; thus the over- 
heating of wires and consequent danger 
from fire are rendered impossible. 

A most ingenious electric cash register has 
been brought out. When tne cash drawer is 
pusbed in alter the requisite amount is de- 
posited it must be wBolly shut and loc«ed ; oth- 
erwisea bell will ring until this is done. Be- 
sides, the drawer cannot be pulied out after 
attempting to close it until itis fully closed 
and locked; thus carelessness in closing the 
drawer is at once detected. At tne close of 
business the door in front of the register is 
dropped, ang on the dials is noted the total 
cash of the day in dollars, dimes, and cents, 
so that the total amount of the day’s busi- 
ness can be seenatagiance. The amount 
which this machine will register can be ex- 
tended at a slight expense to any limit. 

Electricity is being adopted to a large ex- 
tentin Sweden. In Christiania the question 
of an electric tramway is being discussed. 
A committee appointed to inspect the electric 
roads of various countries’ has reported that 
electric tramways are both the safest and 
the cheapest, and the result is that extensive 
schemes for electrical tramway installations 
are being developed. 

Itis said that Mr. Edison has perfected a 
new cell for telegraphic use, which possesses 
some remarkable points. A cylinder of zinc, 
and inside this a thick stick of caustic soda, 
constitute the cell, which, amorg other rec- 
ommendations, is said to be free from polar- 
ization, and not to need cleaning. These 
ure wide ciaims, and, if they are substan- 
tiated in practice, tne’ cell will Bave an ex- 
tensive field of usefulness. 

A prominent naval officer was speaking re- 
cently of the new war-ships and he said that, 
in the opinion ofthe foremost naval officers 
of the country, ten or fifteen years hence a 
warship will have no steam engines outside 
of her boiler-room. The Boston has twenty- 
two steam engines of various sizes on board 
her, -ut electrical appliances are rapidly su- 
perseding steam on board naval vessels. 

The electric light has found a curious use 
in Russia—viz: for illuminating saintly im- 
ages in cathedrals. ‘Lhus a magnificent figure 
of the Madonna, just placed in the Alexancer 
Newsky Monastery, loadea with precious 
metals and gems of immense value, stands 
glitteringly in the focus of an electric beam, 
which is also the cuse with the * Kasan ”’ 
Madonna in St. Petersburg. From. near and 
afar thousands make pilgrimages to these 
shrines. It has been decided to so illuminate 
the ancient monastery of St. Ursula at Ol- 
mutz, the first instance on record olf its exciu- 
sive us€ 11 &@ monastery.

This is the construction and 
operation of an electric railway ‘between 
Atianta and Savannah, a distance of over 
250 miles. The water power of the Ocmuigee 
and other rivers along the route is tu gener- 
ate the electricity t9 move the trains, and it 
is estimated that 65,000 horse power wili be 
within the reach of the road. 
The electric piano 1s now being used for 
concert. purposes inthis country. It is an or- 
dinary piano fitted with an electrical attach- 
ment by means of which the keys are op- 
erated just as if moved by the fingers of a 
performer, and the most brilliant perform- 
ance of the virtuoso is tous reproduced w.th 
perfect accuracy.. No partof the electricai 
attachment 1s Cxposed to view, and the keys 
thus invisibly operated appear to be worked 
by some magical means. fhe time is reg- 
ulated by a siidetop.ana is under control.

“The People’ Orowd It to the Doors to 
Listen to the Wageworkers’ Concert by 
the Apollo Club—** The Messiah” for a 
Dime—Startling Contrasts Between Two 
Nights in the Building’s History—An 
Intelligent and Discriminating Audi- 


ence. 

From its broad human significance last 
night’s entertainment at the Auditorium was 
the most notable the great hall has yet 
witnessed. The opening night was a tribute 
to “veople of place and power. At the 
Patti opera the following night incense was 
burned at the altar of society and the nighis 
since have been devotea to keeping it aglow. 
Rut last‘night the triumphs of public spirit, 
architecture, art, and Music represented by 
the Auditorium were uedicated anew to the 


people. 

The first of the Apollo’ Club’s projected 
series of popular concerts Was given. 

It was popular. Tne people were there, 
Not the ragamuttin, hooting, tough rabble, 
but the people. bey Were Wwage-earners, 
working by the day or piece or else drawing 
a salary not exceeding $15 a week. 

“Our aim has been to reach the workers of 
Chicago who vannot afford to pay the prices 
usually charged for the best music,” 
said John’ Lundie, Secretary of the 
club. *To this end it Was necessary to 
draw a sharp line somewhere and we arew 
it. Then, to insure our object, we soid the 
tickets in the workshops and stores directly 
to the people we wanted.” 

Think of it! A quarter of a dollar ad- 
mitted one last night tothe lower floor and 
main baleony. Fifteen cents took one into 
the second baicony. A dime, the price 
of two beers, was the open sesame 
to the gailery. And Mme. Nordica ana 
Myron W. Whitney, Miss Gertrude Ed- 
monds and Charles A. Knorr, supported 
by a chorusof neariy 400 voices anda full 
orchéstra, with Clarence H. Eddy at the 
organ and William B. Tomlins swinging the 
director’s wand, rendered Handel’s ** Mes- 
siah.’’ 

‘* Still this is no charity,” said Rollin A. 
Keyes, the club’s President. ‘“‘We shail 
make no money, but the people may feel that 
they are paying for what they get.” 

A TRIFLE DIFFERENT. 

In point of numbers the crowd was like 
that at the first opera. But injevery other 
respect it presented the most striking con- 
trasts. In Juhn W. Doane’s box, which had 
been resplendent with imported toilets, sat 
Tommy Morgan, with his wife and Mrs. 
Woodman. Mr. Doane paid $1,500 or some 
such sum. Tommy paid 82. 

No less @ contrast was presented by the 
other boxes. Where décolleté dresses of 
Parisian design and make, bold and beauti- 
ful in their colors, had been, were high- 
necked gray and black gowns designed and 
made on Milwaukee avenue. Old-fashioned 
shawls were throwa over the backs of chairs 
which had known only tne touch of swan’s- 
down wraps.

A thousand Opera-glusaes 
were not leveled on her. There were only 
six in the house. But -her voice was appre- 
ciated, and after the_recrtative, ** Rejoice 
Greatiy, O Daugnter-of Zion!’’ the applause 
brought her to ber feet again and again. 
Miss Edmonds’ version of * Arise! Shine! 
For Thy Light Has Come” cailea forth 
another storm of hand-clapying. Mr. Whit- 
ney, Mr. Knorr, Mr. Eday, Mr. Tomlins, the 
chorus, the orchestra, the bass violin, and 
the trombone were no less successful in pro- 
voking enthusiasm. 

Butit must not be imagined that the ap- 
plause was indiscriminate. On the contrary, 
it was often technically pointed. 

‘*‘lsee Germans and Scandinavians here 
who are as familiar with this music as with 
their toois,’’ said Albert Dow. ” 

THREE EXCEPTIONS. 

Mr. Dow was not one of the three men in 
full-dress. At the same time he could not 
bave been admitted as a day-laborer, a work- 
er by the piece, or a clerk on salary not ex- 
ceeding 315. His presence demanded an ex- 
planation. 

* We made an exception to the rule of ad- 
mission in three instances and three only,’’ 
said Frank E. Brown of the club’s Committee 
on Regulations. ‘“‘ We invited Mr. Dow, 8.

The important thing is not how the body but 
how the mind is clothed. When a high-cut mind 
goes outin company with a low-cut dress the 
world does not concern itseif with the robe. But 
a décolleté spirit will permeate an. assembDly, 
though its neck band tickles its ears and its wrist 
frills mask the hand.— Wwasiington Post, 


A King Burns Hig Sivtersa and Brothers. 

The Charch Missionary Sasciety has received 
news ftom the Uganda. Mission up to Sept. 2. 
Mr. Mackay states in his letter that the revoiu- 
tionin Uganda of October, 1588, which drove 
Mwanga from the throne and the missionaries 
from the country, had continued intermittently, 
and that disaffection was increasing among we 
people as the result of Arab infiuence at tHe 
court of Uganda. After his expulsion Mwanga 
had taken up his quarters at Ukumbi, where tne 
French priests had settied, at the south end of 
tune lake. After a time he was induced to 
remove to the northwest corner of the lake, 
where, at a place called Dumo, he was 
joined by several thousand of his adherents, 
many of them native Christians, and others from 
the disaffected Waganda. Embolcened Dy tne 
poasession of this force, he attacked Kilema, the 
reigning King of Uganda, and defeated the Kine’s 
troops; but in a second attack Mwaaoga was bhim- 
self defeated and retreated to one of the Sesse 
islands. Kilema was so enraged at his defeat, 
and fearful that the Christians with Mwanga 
would follow up their victory and secure one of 
the princes. with a view to placing bim on the 
throne, that he had every one of both princes and 
princesses (his own brothers and sisters), as well 
as his own and Mwanga’s childrens, burned to 
death inthe huts where they were confined as 

risoners. Mwanga had atterward estebdlissed 
pimself on an island near the mBiniand, and was 
awaiting o chance to renew bis attack on Kilema,

AN ALASKA INDIAN WEDDING. 


The Unique Ceremony of the Greek Church, 
Followed by a Chariyari. 

Sitaa Letter in the Washington Post: The 
details of the imposing nuptial ceremony of 
the Greek Church in the case of Constantine 
and Sophie have just reached here, jnclud- 
ing the unique feature of holding the two 
golden crowns immediately above the heads 
of the bride and groom during the nuptials. 
Last night the people of Sitka witnessed a 
Ute ceremony in the Cathedral of St. 
Michael’s fully as interesting as the 
marriage of the Duke of Sparta and 
the Princess of Germany. The bride 
and groom were pure-blpoded Alas 
kan Indians of the adjoining yillage. It is 
interesting to know that while the influence 
of civilization has wiped out the practice of 
buying and seiling young girls as wives 
among these people, in common with the 
practice among the North American Indians, 
whom these people resemble in only a few 
respects, still a vaiuable consideration enters 
into the transaction in all cases now, which 
shows the origin of the latter. Tne Alaskan 
Indian has no ponies for gifts to the parents 
of the bride, but,as biankets hére are badges 


of wealth as ponies are among the plains 
Indians, he bears gifts of. blankets as the 
consideration for the bride. 

The present Russian priest is, Father Don- 
skoi, a well-educated Siberian, who is bring- 
ing all possible influence to bear not ‘only to 
better the condition of the Russian péople in 
this partof Alaska but to educate and aa- 
vance the Indians in civilization. Phe Cathe- 
dral of St. Michael’s, though a wooden 
structure erected over fifty years ago, is in 
an excellent state of preservation, and its. in- 
terior is arranged and embeilished with all 
the gorgeous appurtenances which belong to 
the churches'of that communion. The wed- 
ding took place at 6 o’clockf nearly three 
hours afterdark. ‘The church was bfilliant- 
ly lighted by nearly 1.000 cand@les, the win- 
dows and the lantern of the cupola being 
studded with them. 

According to universal custom the bride 
must be given away by some relative. The 
groom, @rawer good-looking young Indian, 
plainly and decently dressed, entered the 
west door of the chureh and took a position 
ip the center of the tioor, about ten feet. from 
the door. In about half an hour afterward.a 
knock was heard at the same door, when it 
was opened by an usher and the bride en- 
tered, dressed in pure white, with a wreath 
of artificial flowers as a sort of chaplet. Tne 
complexions of both are as browaas a chest- 
nut. The person who gave tie bride away 
placed her on the left of the groom. 

In the meantime the gorgeous altar screens 
were thrown open and the priest, in heavy 
robes, incrusted with gold and siiver lace, 
was observed celebratung that partof the 
mass pertaining to that part of the cere- 
mony. Large lighted candie&S were then 
piaced in the hands of tné@ bride and 
groom, and the priest, bearing a lehted 
taper and the missai, came from behind the 
aitar and from the brilliantly lighted sanc- 
tuary, which no woman is ever allowed to en- 
ter, approached a small desk ig front@f the 
altar screen and read a portion of the 
ritual in Russian and again reoeating it 
in English and Thinklet. This portion 
conciuded, in which the choiroverhead joined 
in singing, he proceeded to the spot where 
the expectant couple stood, and, crossing 
his hands with theirs and each holding tncir- 
tavers so as to form a cross, he continued 
his recital of the ritual, the choir‘making re- 
sponses. 

At this point the bride and groom placed 
their ringsin his hands, and, keeping the 
hands of all threein the form of a cross, he 
led them forward to a small dais in front of 
the desk. The bride was attended by two 
women dressed in white, and the-greom by a 
like number of young men of his own race. 
While the procession thus advanced: to the 
dais the ritual was chanted by the priest, 
the responses being made in the choir. The 
priest took his place behind the desk, and for 
half an hour intoned the words of the ritual, 
first in Russian and tnen from an English 
transiation made by Bishop Vladimar of San 
Franciscn, 

Two heavy gold crowns were then placed 
upon the heads of the Dride and the groom 
and the ritigs which had received the biess- 
ings of the priest before the bride and groom 
were conducted to the dais were restored to 
the latter, the ring worn by the bride when 
she entered the church being piaced on one 
of the fingers of the groom and the one worn 
by the groom placed on the appropriate finger 
of the bride. The intonauon of: the ritual 
proceeded for another half-iLour, the massive 
and beaujiful golden crowns being held 
above tne heads of the briae and groom by 
the attendants, each takinv turns. 

At last the bride and groom passed around 
the outer altar three times and balted again 
in front of the reading desk. Now the groom 
saluted the bride and the ceremony Was at 
an end, and the parties were so inseparably 
united for life that no divorce recognized by 
the church can sever them. The church was 
filed with peopie. There are no séats or 
pews in the cathedral, and all stood during 
the entire ceremony. About a dozen white 
gentlemen and ladies were spectators, and 
the rest, about 200, were native men, 
women, and children. This dark back- 
ground of faces with the brilliant light of 
the many tapers made a strange, weird 
picture. The indian woman and children 
wore neither hats nor bonnets. As in their 
every-day life, they all wore either red, vel- 
low, green, or brilliant parti-colored hand- 
kerchiefs as scarfs about their heads, which 
with their brown skins, their coai-biack hair, 
their glittering. black eyes, and broad, fat 
countenances, made a picture not soon for- 
gotten. 

After the wedding party retired to tbe 
village they were followed by a host of 
yeung men, who set up around the house a 
terrific noise and yellmg, accompanied by 
the firing of guns, and large Chinese bombs. 
This hideous racket was kept up néariy ail 
nignt, and abundance of crackers, canned 
fruits, and other traders’ luxuries helped 
make a liberal potiatch and feast as part of 
the festivities. Nota drop of any kind of 
intoxicating liquor was indulged in by either 
the immediate friends of the nuptial pair or 
by the party indulging m the Dervish howls 
and yells on the outside. First hearing tne 
hideous noise and racket in the village and 
the reports of firearms, the whites of Sitka 
almost concluded that there was an outbreak 
among the Indians, but its true intent and 
purpose soon became manifest.

freight to New York on their return vogage at 
minimum rates. Coffee goes to, New York from 
Santos and Rio de Janeiro for 25 cents a bag. 
The lowest rates from New York to Rio are v7 
cents per cubic foot of space occupied. The 
American merchant has a direct mail once a 
month, the European merchant has a. weekly 
ana often a semi-weekly mail. fith the fast 
muiljust inaugurated from London to Lisbon, 
and thence by express steamers direct to Rio, 
a letter is fiffeen days from London to Brazil. 
The quickest time from Newport News to Rio is 
twenty-five days. We buy %2,000.000 of Brazil 
ian products a year and sell to Brazilians less 
than $9,000,000.— Rio Janeiro Letter.

An ultimate 
friendly settiement of the dispute is quite 
certain, and allrumors to the contrary are 
without any basis in truth or probability. 
Consul Johnstone is now making a tour of 
the country between Nyassa and Tanganyika,

The true explanation of .the continued ap- 
parent misunderstanding about Central 
Africa is that the Cabinet at Lisbon 1s in a 
peculiar posiwon owing to the necessities of 
its position in the face ofan aggreg$sive re- 
publican agitation.

ABONIN JURORS EXPLAIN. 


INCIDENTS OF THEIK LONG ATTEMPT 
TO ARRIVE AT A VERDICT, 


How the Thirty-two Ballots Were Taken— 
Culver’s Obstinacy—-It Kept the Eleven 
Other Men in a State of Exasperation— 
Efforts Made to Get the Eyauston Man 
to Agree with Hig Fellows—His An- 
swers to Arguments—Indignation That 
Promised Violence. 


When the Cronin jury delivered its ver- 
dict public opinion was not slow to ex- 
press itself. That there was ‘“a screw 
loose somewhere’”’ was universally believed. 
Before the jury had been ‘in deliberation 
twenty-four hours the secret had leaked out, 
and the name of Juror Culver was on every 
lip. Subsequent interviews with individual 
jurors contirmed the truth of this report. 

Jurefs who were employés 
were advised by their employers to take 
whatever time was necessary to formulate a 
statement for publication. Other jurors 
whose business had suffered by their en- 
forced absence on jury service did not hesi- 
tate to sacritice more time to the same pur- 
pose. In a few days a statement was ready 
for publication. 

Then the State’s Attorney, believing danger 
might ensue in the event ofa publication of 
the statements, counseled delay, if not abso- 
lute silence. His advice was accepted. The 
statement was given to Mr. Longenecker to 
be used as he saw fit. 

In its present form itis doubtful if it will 
ever see daylight, or at least until the motion 
for a new trial and subsequent appeal to the 
higher court has been disposed of. 

WHAT THE STATEMENT SETS FORTH. 

The contents of the document are, how- 
ever, fairly public property, and are briefly 
as tollows: 

Throughout the trial, and even before any 
evidence had been introduced, the conduct of 
Juror Culver had made an impression on 
several ot his fellows. To one he had con- 
tessed that be expected a disagreement; to 
another that the evidence of the State, 
even befcre it was introduced, would 
prove worthless; to a third he declared 
that Mrs. Conkiin was an unworthy witness; 
to another that be, Culver, was a poor juror 
for the State, ana so on, taking first one, 
then another juror into his confidence and 
disclosing a state of mind antagonistic to the 
prosecution. 

A remark made by Culver to Juror Pierson 
when the latter had expressed a doubt as to 
some trivial pointin the gase of the State, 
was: “I’m giad there’ll Be two of us,.and 
that the jury will stand ten to two, instead 
of eleven to one.”’ i 

JUROR CULVER THREATENED. 

To Foreman Clarke is ‘due the credit of 
averiing an open rupture between Culver 
and his fellows, Clarke’s advice being: to 
humor the religious crank if they wished to 
get out of the jury-room before doomsday. 

Such was the state of feeling of the eleven 
jurors toward their companion when Judgé 
McConnell handed in his instructions. While 
Juror Culver was stopping to put on his 
overcoat in court and was being round- 
ly rated for what Bailiff Santa cailed 
an attempt to separate the jury, Foreman 
Clarke suggested to Juror Bontecou that it 
would be wise to begin deliberations by pro- 
pitiating Juror Culver and asking him to 
open proceedings with prayer. This was 
done. Then again before a foreman was 
eiected Juror Culver asked Divine guidance. 

After some desultory conversation on the 
case, in which every speaker seemed to be in 
harmony, @ ballot was taken on the general 
question, “‘Are any of the defendants 
guilty?” 

The result wasa great surprise to every 
one except Culver. For tne first time he de- 
clarea himself under oath as convinced of 
the innocence of all five prisoners, notwith- 
standing that his eleven peers declared them- 
seives satisfied of the prisoners’ guilt. 

Te find out how far Culver was prepared to 
go in his support of the defensea second 
ballot was taken as to *‘ Whether Dr. Cronin 
was killed in the Carlson cottage,’ and 
again Culver’s ballotywas the only negative. 


HE WANTED TO SLEEP. 


Previous experience while attempting to ‘ 


argue with the Evanston man had sonvinced 
the jury of one fact—that the only way to get 
him to listen to reason was to give in to him 
as long as possible and then extract from him 
an assent to some proposition akin to 
that at first intendea for his adop- 
tion. But the continued state of af- 
fairs. drove counsel to the winds, 


then proceeded to keep up an incessant fire 


at the Evanston man, the consequence being 
that toward midnight Saturday he began to 
show signs of wavering and begged to be 
allowed to rest. His request was granted 
and all twelve took a rest on the chairs and 
tables, 

Sunday morning Foreman Clarke had the 
men up early. Before 7 o’clock the first 
baliot which ‘ showed any degree of 
unanimity was taken. The result was that 
twelve voted guilty on Coughlin} O'Sullivan, 
atid Burke, seven were for convicting Beggs, 
and eight for Kunze. The seventh bailot 
was then taken on Beggs alone, and showed 
teh to two in favor of acquittal, and the next 
ballot was unanimous for his discharge. 

From the ninth to the fourteenth ballots 
Kunze’s case was the only one under 
consideration. Word having been re- 
ceived from Judge McConnell that the prison- 
er could be found guilty of manslaughter, 
that was made the verdict and the penalty 
fixed at three years. 

REACHING THE VERDICT. 

On the question of fixing the death penalty 
in the cases of Coughlin, Burke, and O’Sul- 
livan the old status of the jury, eleven to 
one, was resumed, except in O’Sullivan’s 
case, when a second juror declared him- 
self in favor of a hfe sen- 
tence, Six ballots were taken on this 
proposition, On the eighteenth ballot six 
votes were cast in favor of life imprison- 
ment. With these two exceptions every bal- 
lot showed 11 to 1 in favor of hanging. 

Content with the partial victory a recess 
was taken late Sunday night, as Jurors Pier- 
son and Walker were showing uamistakabie 
signs of physical collapse. 

The twenty-first ballot was taken Monday 
morning, by which time Culver had agreed 
to a penalty of twenty-five vears for the three 
chief prisoners, but his vote was tke only 
one in favor of such a proposition when the 
ballot was counted. Nine more ballots were 
taken Monday morning, all showing the 
same result. when Culver began to show 
signs of yielding. 

The thirty-first ballot was taken shortly 
after noon and showed seven in favorof a 
life sentence and five against it. It required 
but little argument to convince Messrs. Mar- 
lor, Hall, Bryan, Pierson and Bontecou that 
the hest way out of the difficulty was to agree 
to a life sentence, and on the thirty-second 
baliot the verdict was arrived at. 

“ Was and is this your verdict?’’ was the 
question put by Cierk Lee to Juror Culver 
haif an hour afterwards in the presence of 
the Judge, prisoners, and lawyers. 

‘*]t »s,”’ answered the man from Evanston. 

* And while that verdict was being written 
Culver deciared his belief that all five men 
were innocent,”’ was the comment of a worn 
out juror.

Courtess Perponcher, the First Lady 
of Honor, attended the Empress, and Count 
Nesselrode, assisted by Baron von Eude, 
made the presentation. The Empress in the 
course of a cordial conversation with Mr. 
Phelps. expressed her life-long interest in 
American affairs and her great desire that 
the people’of the United States should use 
their immense resources always in the inter- 
est of the peace of the world,

How to Be a Lady and a Gentleman Sun- 
day. 

The Rev. Dr. Deems: If your pew be 
rented and some stranger be in it never 
show him out, nor allow your countenance 
to exhibit the least regret at his being in 
your seat. In your heart thank God that he 
is there, and no matter in what rags he 
comes keep him there, and have no member 
of your family take his place. Find a seat 
among those who know you. 

If it be a free church put yourself in the 
hands of the usher and say not one word. 
Sit down where he seats you. He has studied 
the church and congregation and knows 
best. If youinsist on seatimmg yourself you 
may enter a pew in which you wiil leave 
only one vacancy; then if a man and his 
wife come in and wish to sit together you 
separate them. 

In dressing for church prepare yourself to 
throw off your wrappings when you enter 
your pew. If yéu have no ciothing to protect 
you agdinst the cold, and then enter 4 church 
warmed with stove or register, you will soon 
become uncomfortable or restiess. Do not 
let any false modesty préyent you from ris- 
ing to pull off your overcoat, or sacque, or 
shawl. 

Take eare how you use fans. Nine-tenths 
of fanning is unnecessary. You would be 
more comfortable if you would sit still ‘and 
keep quiet. I have often heard the remark: 
“*] got little good of the sermon yesterday 
because of the lady next to me, who fanned 
me untill was almost in a shiver.” What 
would vouthink of your minister if he should 
fan himself while preaching? 

Conform to the usages of the congregation: 

stand When they stand; kneel when they 
kneel. If you are a stranger do not make 
haste to change your position. Do not rise, 
nor sit, nor Kneel until you discover what is 
done in the congregation. In your church it 
may hedifferent. You may be accustomed 
to kneel just after the singing of a hymn. 
But some Sunday may find you in a church 
where the congregation might, after the 
singing of the hymn and before the prayer. 
continue standing until they had repeated 
the Creed. 
_ Be attentive to strangers. If youare settled 
in achurch keep a supply of bymn books and 
Bibles and hand them to those who are strang- 
ers. Extend your hand to the stranger at the 
close of thg service. Invite him to come 
again and occupy your pew. Offer to maké 
him acquainted with your pastor. It is no 
excuse for you to say that “you do not know 
him.’’ That is the very reason for speaking 
to him in church. 

Lastly: Do not commence to gather up 
your outer garments until the entire service

TWO FOOLS AND THEIR MONEY 


A $500,000 Mausoleum and a $20,000 
Barial Robe. 

Boston Herald: The eccentricities of the 
late Dr. Henry Hiller and wife of Wiiming- 
ton, Mass., whose fad was magnificently 
carved and. iuxuriously upholstered burial 
caskets, have been described in tne press 
already. The doctor’s funeral took place a 
year ago, and the corpse was carried to its 
last resting-place in a silk-lined, gold-plated, 
elaborately carved casket of solid mahogany. 

Not satisfied with the ghostly magnificence 
ef ayearago the widow has been at work 
on the construction of new caskets, one for 
her husband, the otner for herself. Each 
casket is in two parts, the casket proper and 
the sarcophagus. The material in all four is 
solid mahogany, imported specially from 
South America. The upholstering inside is 
as elaborate as money Could make it. Corded 
silk of the value of $40 a yard is the material 
used. The lids are made of separate panels, 
highly polished, richly carved, and fastened 
by solid gold hinges, wita knobs of solid gold 
for opening them. The doctor’s new casket 
is fastened by aheavy brassdoor of Gothic de- 
sign, having a knob made of six pounds of 
solid gold. On the panels are solid goid tab: 
lets ascribed with the doctor’s favorite pas- 
sage of Scripture. 

Mrs. Hiller has also made for herself a 
burial robe of which it may be truly said that 
it beggars description. The dressmaker com- 
pleted it after four months’ labor and an out- 
lay of $20,000.. The robe is made of white ot- 
toman silk, corded heavily. There is alsoa 
wilderness of white silk lace running in per- 
pendicular panels and tucked and gathered 
and fluted until it stands out to a distance of 
five inches, 

The total outiay by Mrs. Hiller will be not 
far short of $500,000. The mausoleum will be 
of hammered granite. In the four walls will 
be built windows, through which itis planned 
to have rays of colored hght enter, a differ- 
ent light to each window, which, blending, 
will fail upon the caskets resting side by 
side within, 


How Gold Rings Are Made. 

Gold rings. are made from bars nine to fifteen 
inches long. One of these bars, fifteen inches 
long, two inches wide, and three-sixteenths of an 
inch thick, is worth $1,000, and will make 300 
four pennyweight rings. A dozen processes and 
twenty minutes’ time are required to convert 
this bar into merchantable rings. First a pair 
of shea®s cuts the barinto strips; then by the 
turn of a wheel a guillotine-like blade at- 
tached to the machine cuts the bar into 
slices, one, two, or three-sixteenths of an 
inch wide. A rolling machine next presses 
out the slices and makes them either 
fiat or grooved. Each strip is then put undera 
clow pipe and annealed. The oxide of copper 
comes to the surface, and is put into a pickle of 
sulphuric acid, after which the ring 1s stamped 
14k," “16K,” or *18k,"’ according to quality. 
Next it is put through a machine which bends it 
into the shape of a ring of the size desired. The 
ends are then soidered with an alloy of inferior 
fineness to the quality of the ring. Many people 
think thatrings are molded because they can’t 
see where they are soldered. The ring spin 
through the turning lathe, is rounded, pared, an 
polished, first with steel filings, then with 
and rouge.—St, Louis Hep

THE SOCIALIST BILL 

This inciaent will confirm the National 
Liberals in their inclination to refuse to vote 
as it stands the expuision clause of the So- 
cialist bill This party now proposes as a 
compromise that it will vote for the ex- 
pulsion clause if the apphcation of that 
clause is limited to Socialists proved to be 
engaged in a conspiracy against the State, 
and if it shall not apply to mere advocacy of 
socialism in the press oron the rostrum. It 
is improbable that Prince Bismarck will ac- 
cept this compromise and the immediate 
political future will take shape from this as a 
starting point. The Liberal spirit of the Na- 
tional Liberal party, quickened by the Bach- 
ler incident, will make it impossible for that 
party to yield on this expulsion clause. With- 
out this party it cannot be carried. Prince 
Bismarck wiil therefore withdraw the bill 
and dissolve the Reichstag. 

BRAZILIAN MATIERS. 

An exchange of views with the English 
Government regarding the decree of the 
Provisional Government in Brazil concern- 
ing naturalization has caused Prince Bis- 
marck to abandon the intention of taking any 
immediate action. The Chancellor favored 
from the first absolute non-interference and 
a refusal.to recognize the change in Brazil as 
valid until it should be ratified by an election 
of the people, but he was wiilitg to act in 
concert with England and Italy in any meas- 
ures necessary to protect the financial 
and commercial interests and personal 
rights of _the subjects of each power. 
Recent dispatches from. Rio Janeiro 
have influenced the three powers to 
agree inignoring the naturalization decree 
and other irregular acts of the revolutionary 
leaders. The general conviction grows here 
that the new government is merely a mili- 
tary junto, which is unstable,gand will be 
swept away even before the date to which it 
has postponed tne elections. The semi-ofificial 
press treats the revolution as the work of a 
group of ambitious puliticiansimposing them- 
selves upon the country by sheer audacity, 
and regard it as impossibie that any -con- | 
stituted power can hold relations with a 
handful of adventurers calling themselves a 
government. 

REPUBLICANS IN PORTUGAL, 

The fear of a republican uprising in Portu- 
gal, consequent upon an extension there of 
the ferment originating in Brazil,is much 
less since the character of the movement in 
Rio Janeiro has been revealed. Advices re- 
ceived here from Lisbon indicate, in fact, 
that the republican propaganda there has 
been paralyzed by the despotic doings in Rio 
Janeiro ana that there is a strong popular 
reaction in favor of the monarchy.

AS TO SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 


Substances That Are Liable to Cause Fire 
in Buildings. 

Toronto Monetary Times: All substances 
that are liable to take fire spontaneously do 
S0 more readily when covered up so as to 
confine the heat generated or when subjected 
to artificial heat, either from ‘steam or hot- 
air fiues or that of the sun. Oily rags are 
hable to burn spontaneously, and are doubt- 
less often the cause of fires in factories, junk 
shops, or paper miils which are supposed to 
be of incendiary origin. Canvas when paint- 
ed with oil paint and rolled upor packed elos- 
ly ina contined place is pretty sure to burn. 
Ordinary oiled clothing, such as is worn by 
sailors, when piled in heaps on shelves or eise- 
where, is very subject to spontaneous ig- 
nition. Such goods should always be hung 
up, so as to admit of a free circulation of 


air around them. Spent tan-bark will ig- 
nite spontaneously ‘when stacked up in 
heaps. It is for this reason often used in 


white lead works to generate carbon dioxide 
by its fermenting in the corroding beds. 

The moistening of such fibrous substances 
as cotton, hair, or wool is ulwavs attended 
with slight heat. Wet iron filings generate 
heat rapidly, as does alsorusting iron. Very 
fine fragments of iron and steel, by their 
rapid oxidation, will become red-hot, and 
some English scientists declare that the 
fires known i be caused by steam pipes con- 
stantly in co t with wood originate from 
the rust of the iron. An English authority 
says: 

* When oxide of iron is placed in contact 
with wood exciuded from the aimosphere, 
and aided bya siightly increased tempera- 
ture, the oxide parts with its oxygen, and is 
converted into finely divided particles of 
metallic iron having such an affinity for 
oxygen that, when afterward exposed to the 
action of the atmosphere from any cause, 
oxygen is absorbed so rapidly that these par- 
ticles become red-hot, and if in sufficient 
quantity will produce a temperature far be- 
yond the ignitable point of dry timber. 
Wherever iron pipes are employed for the 
circulation of any heated medium (whether 
hot water, hot air, or steam), and wherever 
the pipes are allowed to become rusty and 
are also 1n close contact with wood, it is only 
necessary to Suppose that under these cir- 
cumstances the finely divided’ particles of 
metaliic iron become exposed to the action of 
tne atmosphere (and this may occur from 
the mere expansion or contraction of the 
pipes) in order to account for many of the 
fires which periodically take place at the com- 
mencement of the winter season.”’ 

It is difficult to get rsons to believe that 
there is any danger from fire arising from 
the contact of steam pipes with wood, not- 
withstanding that there have been well-at- 
testea cases of fires originating from this 
cause. 

Iron scraps or filings, or little chips, al- 
wavs found on the floors of machine shops, 
and usually more or less oily, are liable to 
heat if they become rusty, and particularly 
so whea sawdust is used, as is often the case 
in bolt works. Thereis an instauce on rec- 
ord where a large machine shop was flooded 
by asudden freshet, wetting the heaps of 
iron filings on the floor, which became heated 
immediately after the water had subsided. — 


Origin of the Dollar Mark. 

One of Prof. Rarebit’s brotners says again, and 
has long enjoyed immunity in saying, that the 
dollar mark %is a contraction of U. S. Well, he 
has enjoyed his fun long enough. Our American 
dollar. whether it is or is not so called because a 
coin something like it was made in Joachimsthal 
in Germany (whence Jorchimsthaler, next 
thaler, then daler, and finally dollar) in 
1516, was borrowed by us in 1792 directly and 
avowedly from Spain. Jefferson recommended 
it as the unit of the decimal coinage and Con-. 
gress expressly enacted thatit should be of the 
weight and fineness of the Spanish milled dollar, 
as then current. Well, the Spanish milled dol- 
lar.was called by the Spaniards a piastra, or peso, 
being, in fact, the * piece of eight’ (that is, of 
eight reals) that has delighted us ail in every 
tale of adventure on the Spanish main from 
Raleigh to Stevenson, inclusive, via Capt. Kidd 
and Charles Kingsley. And the Spanish mer- 
chant and accountant wrote its name $ before 
we did, perhaps meaning to cross a P, and per- 
haps to cross an 8, just as the Briton crosses 
his £ And so, Gear Professor. $no more means 
U. S. than £ means British Lion.—New York 
Tribune, 


No News Was Brought from Ghent to Aix. 
Apropos of the late Robert Browning, one of 
the last letters he wrote to this country was to 
Allan Forman of the New York /ournalis(, in 
response to a query as to what was the news 
referred to in his poem entitled, “How the 
Good News Was Brought from Ghent to Aix.” 
The query started from & discussion in one 
of the leading clubs of the city, in which 
histery and fiction were ransacked to supply 
the answer, and over six plausible explanations 
were offered. Browning put an extinguisher 
upon the party by writing that the poem was not 
based upon any fact, but was merely a matter of 
imagination, in which he had used the names of 
the towns and the riders or account of the roman- 
tic atmosphere of that part of the low countries. 
As the question comes up every now and then in 
literary circles the facts of the case will be well 
worth remembering.— New York star. 


Taxing Immigrants. 
The Russian Minister of the Interior has for- 
mulated a plan for the taxation of all foreign im- 
migrants to South Russia. His prime object is 
to keep out the German peasants, with their 
liberatizing influences. A somewhat similar

PLAYERS’ LEAGUE PLANS. 


THE BROTHERHOOD I8 CONFIDENT 
THAT ITS SCHEME WILL CARRY. 
Doubts as to the Weakening of the New 
Or ganization Effectually Set at Rest by 
the Leaders of the Movement—Men Who 
Will Not Join the Pilayers—Pugilistic 
News from the Pacific Coast—Racing 
Results—General Sporting News. 


“Is the, brotherhood weakening?’ is a ques- 
tion that has frequently been asked during the 
last week in base-ball circles. ‘The desertions of 


Tiernan, Zimmer, Thompson, and Myers, 
the application fer an injunction to 
restrain John Ward from playing with 
the brotherhood, acd the failure of the 


Chicago Players’ League Club to hold the ground 
they bad engaged on the North Side created an 
impression that the brotherhcod was getting 
shaky. This impression was refiected by the 
question referred to, While friends of the old 
league were inclined to rejoice, the friends of the 
players’ organization were doubtful ana anx- 
ious. 

President Weidenfeller, who has been sick for 
& few days, was out yesterasy, smiling and 
cheerful. Fred Pfeffer was happy and confident 
and Secretary Brunell was enthusiastic and san- 
guine. Nothing definite with respect to grounds 
was known, but available sites were said to be 
numerous and the affairs of the club were ia the 
most encouraging condition. Weidenfeller said 
he would not attempt to ao anything for a few 
days, He would be quiet until recuperated and 
then active work would begin. Pteffer's opin- 
ion of his pet project is that it is “away up—out 
of sight.” Brunell remarked that the men who 
were furnishing the financial backing for the 
Players’ League were not weakening. “ Since 
my return from New York,” said he, “I have 
drawn on the uifferent clubs for funds and every 
club has promptly honored its assessment. That 
speaks for itself and is the best answer I can 
give to people who want to know if the Players’ 
League is weakening.” 

ONLY TWENTY-FIVE DESERTIONS. 

To date the deserters of all classes number 
twenty-five. The list, however, includes men who 
heither signed the brotherhood agreement nor’a 
contract with a Players’ club. The Philadelphia 
Ciub has suffered most from desertions, seven of 
its piayers having been * persuaced”’ to. sign 
National Leage contracts. The list is comprised 
of Clements, Delehanty, Myers, Thompson, and 
Mulvey. who signed two contracts, and Gleason 
and Schriver, who were parties to thé onginal 
agreement of the players but aid not sign Play- 
ers’ contracts. The Brooklyn Club, whose team 
was to have been made up of the Indianapolis 
team of this season, fuiled to sign Glasscock, 
Denny, Buckley, Sommer, Boyle, and Russie, 
ail of whom were signers of the Players’ agree- 
ment. President Brush of Indianapolis was the 
man who secured their contracts. His “ per- 
Suasiveness "’ captivated the susceptible creat- 
ures. Pittsburg ranks next in the matter of 
backsliders. Miller and Beckley signea the 
brotherhood agreement and Players’ League 
contracts and then signed National League con- 
tracts. Sowders signed the agreement and de- 
clined a Piayers’ League contract.

ONE HUNDRED PLAYERS SIGNED. 

After deducting backsliders of ail classes the 
Players’ League claims to have nearly 100 men 
under contract, end is still doing business in the 
contract line.

Ohio and Illinois have much in commen and 
are much alike, Both are great in territory, 
population, intelligence, wealth, and in fact all 
that in this age cortributes to the happiess and 
comfort of the people. It was but natural, 
therefore, that our citizens should take a 
lively. interest in the recent political con- 
test which placed you in the position of 
Chief. Magistrate of the Buckeye State. All 
the more were we pleased and gratified because 
of the fact that we felt that the honor was

Farther Interesting Statistics of Their De- 


“ The curious fact is brought out in the re- 
port of the Registrar General of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages in England,” says the 
London Daily News, “that the marriages of 
1888 bore precisely the same proportion to 
the population as they did in 1887, In both 
years 14.2 persons were married to every 
thousand living. The same peculiarity has 
not been observed since 1866, when the mar- 
riage rate was 17.5 per 1,000, exactly the same 
It will be seeu that the marriage 
rate has gone down considerably in these 
twenty-two years. It was a fraction lower— 
namely: 14.1—in’ 1886, but since tne rate be- 
gan to be recorded it bas never been so iow 
as in the three years 1886, 1887, and 1588.

Whilst tne method of getting to these rooms: 
is open to criticism, the idea of emall rooms 
devoted to the storage of special subjects is 
beyond wll praise. It accomplishes the ut- 
most good at the least possible expendituro, 
Dr. Poole places no book out of tlie reach of 
an attendant or reader. All are to be ar- 
ranged in cases along the wali orin double 
bookcases upon the floor of the room, and 
these are to be less than six feet in height. 
There is to be but one attendant in each 
room‘as its curator, and the readers, instead 
of filling out blanks and handing them to an 
official, wili go to the shelves, find what they 
want, and then seat themseives at the tabies 
provided for them in the full light of the 
windows facing on the area. Nothing could 
be devised more caiculated to get from 
a library all that itcan give. But if the cor- 
ridor idea 1s insisted upon all the good under- 
lying the Poole system will be nullified, as 
has oeen tae case heretofore in vther libra- 
ries, by inherent fauits of construction. The 
fault seems tolie in Dr. Poole’s anxiety to 
provide against fire. If the building is made 
thorougnhiy fire-proof and the dwelling part 
isolated from the rest of the structure it 
seems unnecessary to isolate the readiug- 
rooms. They might be arranged en suite, con- 
necting with each other by large arched 
openingsin the center of the side wails, 
which would ‘add materially to wteir 
beauty. By leaving in the center of 
the floor an open space of ten feet 
there would be ample accommodation for 
coming and going, and the studious readers 
at the tables would, see and hear nothing, 
being séparated from the widdie of the room 
by row after row of double bookshelves. 

hereas if the corridor were practicable, 
which, fortunately, is not the case, every 
passer-by would obstruct the light and 
throw his shadow upon the books and papers 
on the reading tables, and this would be in 
practice an interruption so annoying that no 
one could study. No space would be lost by 
the change, for the corridors are to be sevea 
feet, and it would be necessary under ali cir- 
cumstances to leave a space of three feet in 
the center of the floor, thus giving the re- 
quired ten feet. 

FOUR STAIRWAYS NECESSARY. 

The stairways ought to be at least four in 
number. Two should be placed nearly at 
the ends of the square, furthest away from 
the dwelling part and working poruon, but 
not absolutely in the corner, for that would 
be to waste the precious doubie light of the 
angles, which 1s the more necessary - since 
the area light would be reduced there to a 
minimum. In practice it will be found nec- 
essury to treat the internal angles in an orie- 
inal way, making them concave, 80 as to ad- 
mit of large light-giving windows. The 
other stairways should bein the immediate 
vicinity of the dwelling part, one on each 
side of it. There should be large open spaces 
around these stairways, for there can 
be no better way of isolating 
this part of the building than 
by leaving great openings between it and 
the suites of reading-rooms. Where the ma- 
teriai of a building is fire-proof an open 
space, giving that which is in combustion 
nothing to feed upon checks it. Dr. Foole 
in his diagram was unconsciously to himseif 
working out the needs of the Chicago Public 
Library, of which he was at that time the 
admirable head. The probiem that con- 
stantly confronted him then was the neces- 
sity of packing away an enormous number 
of books in a contracted space. But there 
is no such necessity in the Newberry Library, 
and hs wish to pack 1,000,000 volumes on 
each floor, though no doubt a lauda- 
ble ambition, ought not to be permitted to 
dominate the construction to the extentshown 
in tne plan. At such opening it would be 
possibie to introduce Dulconies of a highly 
ornate character looking over the area and 
givine toit somearcbitectural features which 
it sadly lacks in Dr. Poole’s pian. 

The Poole system arranges tne folios and 
imperial quartos in the cases around the 
wails, and therefore the. windows facing 
upon the street will require a new arrange- 
ment. The caseson the walls will pe, with 
‘their tops, about six feet six inches, and as 
the windows would be about eight- 
een inchs above them, this would 
give to a room. sixteen feet high 
windows only six feet high. As the room is 
to be fifty feet wide, including wall spacings, 
there ought to be three windows twelve teet 
long as the minimum, conceding something 
to the architect’s natural desire to have as 
much space as possible between his win- 
dows.’ Obviously a window six feet high and 
tweive feet longisa kind of transom, and 
the architect wiil havp extreme difficulty in 
making @ handsome facade with such queer 
windows. There will be no proportion 
between his wall spaces and his winh- 
dow spaces, and he will have 
to devise some plan by which te 
requirements of the new system can be pre- 
semjed without deformity and with some ap- 
proach to beauty. The windows facing on 
the area need not be full length when the 
abominable corridor is removed, but can be 
arranged precisely of the best height and size 
for lighting the tables of the readers. 

Tosum up, Dr. Pooie’s system: is admirable 
and must be carried out, but notin the way 
he devised, for that would canéel all its go 
features. ,

The Abnormal Appetite Developed in a 

Young Texas Girl.

A malady of a most remarkable and dis- 
tressing nature has recently attacked the 
young daughter of Winthrop Davis, who 
owns one of the lurgest sawmuilis in this 
vicinity. The young lady is in ner 16th year, 


and, when in normai health, of an amiable, 


rather shrinking, disposition, and possessed 
of no smali ciaim to beauty, and besides 
being intelligent and well advanced in her 
studies. About three months ago she fell 
into a low, melancholy state, and dispiayed a 
singular aversion to society, refusing entirely 
to converse at times, and exhibiting a sullen, 
angry disposition when questioned or re- 
monstrated with. 

All food was rejected for seyeral days, un- 
til a piece of freshly-killed beef was acci- 
dentally brought into her presence, when she 
threw herself upon it with all the savage 
greediness of a famished animal and began 
to tear and read it with her teeth, sucking 
the biood with a shocking relish for the yet 
warm fluid. 

Since then, at periods varying from three 
to seven davs, sheis seized with the same 
thirst for blood, and when brought ih sight 
of it wilidrink it with avidity in spite of ail 
efforts made to restrain her. Such efforts 
are attended with much danger, for during 
these attacks she faiis to recognize even the 
members of her family and will snap and 
—_ savagely at any one attempting to molest 

er. 

Her entire appearance undergoes a change, 
her usually gentle expression beconring ip- 
humaniy ferocious, her eyes bloodshot and 
glaring; while her jaws snap furiously, and 
she keeps up a hideous snariing and egrowl- 
ing. Her face becomes suffused with blood, 
and her hair bristles on her head likeghat of 
an angry auimal. Once satiated will blood 
she fails into a deep'sieep, asif from intoxi- 
cation, and in awakeuing seems to have no 
remembrance whatever of her singular at- 
tack, and is .once more her quiet, iady-like 
seif, only complaining of severe headache, 
which frequently lasts until her nex seizure. 
Physicians who have seen her are at a loss 
to account for the cause of her malady and 
have up to the present failed entirely to re- 
heve her. By the advice of several. attempts 
have been made to keep her from the sight 
of blood, but the resuit is so distressing that 
itis now thought best to allow her to gratify 
her unnatural thirst. Unable to do so other- 
wise, she attacked her own flesh, tearing it 
without any apparent pain and sucking the 
blood with avidity.

ATTACKING THE BENNETT LAW. 


Wisconsin Germans Organizing Against 
the Compulsory Education Bill. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 28.—[Special. |— 
The sorcalled Bennett law, passed at the last 
session of the Wisconsin Legislature, prom- 
.lses to be made an issue in the next cam- 
paign. The law provides that every child in 
the State between the ages of 7 and 14 years 
shail have not less than twelve’ weeks’ 
schooling in each vear of that intermediate 
age in certain English -branches. The 
German press and certain of the clergy 
throughout the State have looked upon the 
law as adverse to German schools. As a 
result of the agitation which has been 
going oh for some time a secret gatber- 
ing of the representatives of the German 
‘congregations of every denomination ex- 
cepting the Baptists and Methodists was 
held here last night.

After a great 
deal of discussion a resolution’ demanding 
the repeal of the Bennett law was passed.

He threatened 
and urged the General to surrender, but not 
a word could he get inreply. Riding close 
to the fugitive’s side the trooper reached out 
and tore a roll of clothing from the crupper 
of- nis saddie. With a mighty effort the Con- 
federate dashed ahead, and a roll of papers 
slipped through. an insecure pocket 
and dropped on the ground. Perhaps 
the documents were of the highest 
importance. This thought struck pri- 
vate Sutherland, and he at once dismounted, 
Only a package of business jetters. The sol- 
dier looked up. The General was no longer 
in view—he had disappeared around a bend 
in the road. in a momentSutherland was in 
hot pursuit. The road forked. Which way 
had the General gone—to the right or to the 
left? To save his life the yvouog fellow could 
not tell, but the honest-looking darky who 
met him at that moment could not fail to 
know: 

“IT have some letters for Gen. Toombs— 
which way did he go?” 

“De Ginrul, suh, be tuk de right han’ 
road.”’ 

‘Sure? 

*“*Sho’ an’ sartin, marse boss.”’ 

That settled it. The lowan spurred his 
a horse, and shot forward like a cannon- 

ail. 

Late that afternoon Private Sutherland 
and his jaded steed crawled into Washington 
to face the jeers of a laughing crowd of Fed- 
erais and citizens. Sutherland saw an old 
negro watching him, and, riding up to him, 
he said: 

‘Will you tell me now which way the Gen- 
eral went?” 

“Yas, suh,’? was the glibreply. ‘* He tuk 
de road ter de lef’ !”’ 

When the captai heard the trooper’s re- 
port he gave a mournful whistle. 

‘*D—n these Confederate niggers—they are 
as bad as their masters !’’ 

That was all he saia. Everybody knows 
the remainder of the story. The general 
made his escape Irom the country. In later 
years Private John Sutherland frequently 
toid his neighbors all about his adveriture. 
Possibly he exaggerated it—perhaps he in- 
vented it. The writer of this reminiscence 
cannot vouch for everything.

Oliver Wendell Holmes. in the Atlantic 
Monthly: Lam afraid that old people found 
life rather aduil business in the time of 
King David and his rich old subject and 
friend, Barzillai, who, poor .man, could not 
have told a teal duck from a canvas-back, 
nor enjoyed a symphony concert, if they had 
those luxuriesin his day. There were no 
pleasant firesides, for chere were no chim- 
neys. There were no daily newspapers for 
the old man toread, and he could not read 
them if there were, with his dim eyes, nor 
hear them read, probably, with his dulied 
ears. There was no tobacco, a soothing 
drug, which in its various forms is a great 
solace to many old men 
womea—Carivle and his mother used to 
smoke their pipes together, you remember. 

Old age is infinitely more cheerful, for in- 
telligent people at least, than it was 2,000 or 
3,000 years ago. Itis our duty, so far as we 
can, to keep it so. Tnere will aiways be 
enough about at that is solemn, and more 
than enough, alas! that is saddening. But 
how much there is in our times to lighten its 
burdens! If they that look out at the win- 
dows be darkened, the opticianis happy to 
supply them with eye-glasses for use before 
the public, and spectacles for their hours of 
privacy. If the grinders cease because they 
are few, they can be made many again by a 
third dentition, which brings no toothache in 
its train. By temperance and good habits of 
lifes proper clothing, weil-warmed,  well- 
drained, and well-ventilated dwellings, and 
sufficient, not too much exercise, the old man 
of our time may keep his muscular strength 
in very good condition. Idoubtif Mr. Giad- 
stone, who is fast nearing his 8Uth birthday, 
would boast, in the style of Caleb, that he 
was as good :aman with bis ax as he was 
when he was forty, but I would back him— 
if the match were possible—for a nundred 
shekels against that overconfident old 
Israelite to eut down and chop up a 
cedar of Lebanon. I know a most 
excellent clergyman not far from my 
own time of life whom I would pit against

of his vears and weight, if they could returu 
to the flesh, to run a-guarter of a mile on 
a good level track. 

We must not make too much of such ex- 
ceptional cases of prolonged activity. 
1 often reproached my dear'triend and 
classmate, James Freeman Clarke, that bis 
ceaseless labors made it impossible 
for his coevals to enjoy the lurury 
of that repose which their years demanded, 
A wise old man, the late Dr. James Walker, 
President of Harvard University, said that 
the great privilege of old age was the getting 
rid of responsibilities. These hard-working 
veterans will not let one get rid of them un- 
til fe drops in his harness, and so gets rid 
of them and his life together. How often 
has many a tired old man envied the super- 
annuated family cat, stretched upon the rug 
before the fire, lettimg the genial warmth 
tranguiliv diffuse itself througn ali her in- 
ternal arrangements! No more watching 
for mice in dark, damp cellars, no more 
awaiting the savage gray rat at the mouth 
of his den, no more scurrying up trees and 
lamp-posts to avoid the neighbDor’s cur, who 
wishes to make her acquaintance! lt is 
grand to “die in harness,”’ but itis pieasant 
to have the tight straps unbuckled and the 
heavy collar liited from the neck and shoul- 
aers.

them. The Democrats on the committee wiil 
all support free wool. The outlook fora cut 
on sugar is pretty good, notwithstanding the 
care shown by the Speaker in placing sugar 
men on the committee. The sugar refiners 
were scheduled for a heariag today, but 
they were kept in New York by an attack of 
influenza. 

Mr. Flower stated that he was in receipt of 
a telegram from J. E. Searles Jr., Treasurer 
of the Sugar Trust, informing him that _the 
gentlemen who intended to appear were sul- 
fering from “the grip” and asking that the 
hearing be postponed. The committee ac- 
ceded to this request and wiil accord a hear- 
ing tothe sugar refiners Jan. 4, after the 
hearings on fiax, hemp, jute, and cotton 
goods, already set down for that day, shall 
have been completed. 


The sixth annual meeting of the American 
Historical Association was begun in the 
lecture-room of the National Museum this 
morning. President Adams called the meet- 
ing to order and introduced the first speaker, 
Prof. George L. Burr of, Cornell University, 
who delivered an address on tne hterature of 
witchcraft. Ex-President Andrew D. White 
of Cornell followed in a paper entitied “A 
Catechism of Revolutionary Reaction.’’ The 
next number on the program was a paper on 
the ‘*French Revolution in San Domingo,”’ 
by Herbert Elmer Millis, Instructor in His- 
tory, Cornell University, but, in the absence 
of the author, it was read by Prof. Burr. 
Clarence Winthrop Bowen closed the morn- 
ing session by reading a paper entitied “A 
New Discovered Manuscript; Reminiscences 
of the American War of Independence, 
by Ludwig, Baron von Closen, Aide to 
Count de Rochambeau.” This contained 
a description of the movements of the allied 
armnies in the neighborhood of Manhattan 
lIsiand in the sumer of 1781; of the meet 
ing of Washington and Rochambeau and the 
scenes following Cornwallis’ surrender. 
The writer gives many interesting personal 
reminiscences of the Washington family and 
of other American society. 


Arrangements were being made today at 
the Navy Department for the fitting of two 
new vessels recently added to the navy, the 
Charleston and the Baltimore, with their 
proper complements of men. There is some 
difficulty about equipping the Charleston, 
which is now at Mare Island, Cal, There 
are not enough men by about 100 on the Pa- 
cific coast to give the ship her full allow- 
ance, and it will probably be necessary to 
send part of the crew overland by rail. This 
is expensive and will be a heavy drain on the 
meager resources of the department for trav- 
eling expenses. It was at first thought that 
arrangements could be made for sending the 
men down to the Isthmus of Panama from 
New York by mail steamer ana then transfer 
“hem across the narrow strip of land to the 
Charleston. This would be a much cheaper 
process, but it was found that the mai! steam- 
er company would not take the men until late 
in January, and so the scheme was abandoned. 
The Baltimore will receive her complement 
in about téh days, and will then steam down 
from Philadelphia to Norfolk to receive her 
last touches,

Notwithstanding denials the issue between 
the United States and Portugal in the matter 
of the Delagoa Bay railway has been clearly 
raised. Thereisno danger of war, Portu- 
gal’s disrosition being towards arbitration, 
which will be acceptable no doubt to this 
Government, and the American mén-of-war 
have uot gone to Lisbon for aay hostile pur- 
pose, but they are, nevertheless, there be- 
cause itis thought advisable in view of the 
emergency to make Portugal aware in a 
friendly way that we have a navy. It is 
known in London and Lisbon, as weil as by 
the diplomatic corps here, that the commun 
cation to Minister Loring was but the be 
ginning of a correspondence still going on. 
Only a few days ago the Foreign Minister of 
Portugal, in an interview cabled to a New 
York paper, referred to the urgent represent- 
ations made to his Governmeat by Secre- 
tary Blaine and admitted the substantial 
justice of the claim, the only question being, 
in his opinion, the amount of indemnity to 
be paid Mrs. McMurdo. 


The House Committee on Territories held 
a meeting this afternoon to consider legisla- 
tion for Okiahoma. The Springer and Baker 
bills were discussed. A sub-committee was 
tinally appointed to take these measures and 
draft a new bill to be reported to the House 
earlyin January. The members of the sub- 
committee are Messrs. Struble of lowa, Per- 
kins of Kansas, Smith of Liinmois, Springer 
ot Llinois, and Mansur of Missouri. 


The Treasurer today mailed 34,069 checks, 
aggregating $7,436,961, in payments of inter- 
est due Jan. 1 on registered 4 per cent bonds 
and Pacitic railway bonds... All these checks 
are punched with figures representing the 
amount for which they are drawn, and are 
the first checks so marked ever issued by 
the Treasury Department. The idea of 
punching the checks originated with Treas- 
urer Huston,and 1s intended as an additional 
protection of the interesta of the Govern- 
ment in preventing #-< raising of checks. In 
view of the fact that Jan. 1 is a legal holi- 
day it is more than probable that Secretary 
Windom will authorize the payment of tnese 
interest checks Monday or ‘Tuesday next. It 
is explained that the Secretary favors this 
prepayment of interest merely as a matter of 
convenience to the public and not because of 
any alarm over rumors of a stringency in the 
money market. 


White Owls and Bad Weather 

There have been many predicnons to the effect 
that the coming winter will bea cold one. The 
latest is based on the fact that four sflowy owls, 
the white owl which occasionally comes down to 
this region from the Far North, have already 
been sent to Capt. S. S. Douglass to be mounted. 
Three were killed down about Cape Hancock and 
the other was sent down from near Wallula. As 
this is early for tne Arctic-visitors to arrive, it is 
Supposed that the cold has set in early and 
“*bad”’ up North, and it may be expected that 
we shall get something of the same in Oregon. 
However, one swallow does not make a summer, 
and three snowy owls cannot revolutionize the 
climate of the web-foot elysium. Snow birds 
have arrived and are flying to the windows for 
crumbs, and the thermometer has a downward 
tendency nights. It will do no harm for any one 
to prepare for a cold snap anybow.—Poriiand 


THE TOMATO PACK FOR '80, 


A Reduction of Nearly Eleven Per Cent— 
The Indastry in the West. 

American Grocer: The twelfth annual esti- 
mate of the tomato packing of the United 
States during the season of 1889 made by the 
American Grocer resuits in a total of 2,976,765 
cases of two dozen cans each, a shortage as 
compared with the season of 1888 of 366,372 
cases, or a reduction'sf nearly 11 per cent. 
The deficiency 1s attributed to the ‘unusual 
amount of rain which fell on tne Atlantic 
seaboard during the summer, and. particu- 
larly to the heavy storms in September. Had 
it not been for an extension of the industry 
and a good season in the Western and South- 
western States and on the Pacific coast the 
supply would have been unusually light. 

The result, based upon ‘returns from over 
400 factories, compares with that for the

The average character of | the supply has 
not been what it should. Although the pack- 
ing season has been closed less than three 
months, there isa pronounced demand for 
tine goods. The lack of high grade goods is 


probably due to the large quantity of coun-*‘ 


try-packed goods put up by inexperienced 
canners. The result of this is that a differ- 
ence exists in quotations between stanaards 
and extra-hand packed goods of from 25 to 40 
cents per dozen. Such a disparity should put 
apremium upon the packing of superior 
grades, and induce canners to make special 
efforts and incur extra expense to estabiish 
a market and reputation tor their brands. 

The West and Southwest together can 
now, in a fair season, be safely counted upon 
to furnish one-third of the total supply. It 
seems to be the rule that if we have a bad 
season in one section of the country it will 
be good in another, so that the shortage in 
one direction is compensated for by a large 
supply from other directions. 

Tomatoes during the last year have been 
sold in the market from 70 cents to $1.15 per 
dozen. Throughout the season fine goods 
have been in demand at full figures, In fact, 
we might say that at no time has the supply 
of really choice tomatoes been equal to re- 
quirements. This emphasizes the position 
taken by the American Grocer in January last 
when it calied attentson to the light steck of 
high grade canned goods, taking the position 
that the solution for overproduction was for 
canners to pay more attention to quality and 
less to quantity; that their aim should be to 
improve the quality of their putput, because 
the cost of extra goods was so much above 
the price of standards that more money was 
to be made on a small output at high prices 
than on a large output sold at about the cost 
of production and oftentimes for less. 

For those packers who aim to put up goods 
above the average standard of quality we 
believe that the future is full of promise. 
The year closes upon a market scantily sup- 
plied with choice tomatoes) and peas, and 
only fairly stocked with high grade corn. 


WHERE PASSPORTS MEAN A GOOD DEAL. 


In Russia the Police Must Open the Trap 
Before You Can Get In or Ont. 

George Martin in- the Philadelphia Press; 
In Russia the passport becomes more need- 
ful than money. Not because people are 
halted on the street to show their passpor*, 
asis currently supposed, nor because the 
police line the streets and are waiting for 
strangers at every corner, but because itis 
impvussible to get either in or out of Russia, 
or to get food and lodging, when one is there, 
without it. The police- on the streets know 
well that strangers have their passports or 
they would not be there. First of ail, itis 
difficult to buy tickets to Russia without 
showing a passport viséed) by the Rus- 
sian Consul at the starting point. By 
the steamship lines, no passenger comes 
on board the boat without the Russian con- 
sul’s written permission, and by the rail- 
ways, while the greater hurry at the ticket 
offices make it possible to buy tickets with- 
out showing any documents, no visitor ar- 
rives at tne frontier without earnestly wish- 
ing he had one. At the frontier stations on 
the lines from Berlin and Vienna’ the care 
and zeal of the poiice are extraordinary. The 
German trains are turned round, beld in 
waiting until the examination is through, 
and then steam back to Germany again with 


people on whom the Russian | doors are shut. 
Some of these unfortuvates are Jews, some 
persons whose appearance does not please , 
the police, some have suspicious baggage, but 
the large majority have forgotten to have 
their passports viséd or forgatien them alto- 
gether. On the steamers, of course, there is 
no frontier station, and it is to save ttié trou- 
bie and expense of keeping suspécts a few 
days at St. Petersburg and carrying them 
back again that the companies enforce. the 
law at the other end of tne line. They see 
that everything is all right before the boat 
gets under way. ‘The traveler visits the 
Russian Consul first, then the ticket of- 
fice; then, as he goes on board, gives his 
passport to the Captain, who holds it until 
the Russian official takes his preliminary look 
at the passengers at Cronstadt. At the pier in 
St. Petersburg the passports are tuken to the 
police bureau, which seeems to be part of 
every pier. The baggage is examined and 
then the passengers pass through the bu- 
reau and get their passports again, At the 
hotel there is another passport bureau; pass- 
ports are given up te the police and then 
Lhe hoxvel proprietor, who seems to be in some 
measure responsible lor his guests, permits 
them to register. The passports go to the 
police headquarters and are returned in a 
day or two in case the police are satistied: 
if not, they send for the visitor, put him 
through a cross-examination, and permit him 
to stay Or not as tuey are impressed with 
his story and appearances. At any town in 
Russia the same formalities with regard to 
the hotels must be ooserved, and to get 
out of the coustry again permission must 
be obtained from the polite at the town 
where the passports are last handed in. Then 
the steamboats and railroads repeat their 
precautions, the police go With the boat as 
far as Cronstadt or Helsingford, to take back 
any one who has not been permitted to leave, 
and the officers wait at the frontier to derain 
any one who has negtected the same formal- 
ities. ‘The police must opea the trap before 
the victim can get out. 

Just bearing on a subject of the shrewd- 
ness and igtelligence of the Russian police, 
this persona! experience struck me forcibly. 
My passports this summer were not returned 
to the hotel by the police, and ’ instead there 
came the usual polite notice that they Wanted 
to see me at headquarters. I asked the 
man who brought me the notice what was 
the matter. 

“Q, nothing serious,” he said. “ They 
don’t aliow Jews here and they think you are 
a Jew.” 

‘A Jew,” said I, in some surprise. “ Why, 
they would not think so if they saw me; and 
as for my name—weil, it 1s deriainly not dis- 
tinctiveiy Jewish.” ; 

“No,” said’the man slowly. “TF don’t 
think you will have any troubie, but still they 
think Martinis a Jewish name. It is in the 
Bible, you know.” 

1 said I didn’t know and he looked at me 
with the compassion that polite intelligence 
always bestows on well-meaning.

HAD A STORMY PASSAGE, 


ATLANTIC LINERS ARRIVING AT NEW 
YORK KHADLY USED UP, 


Heavy Gales Encountered for Several Days 
in Succession, Washing Away Every- 
thing Movable on Deck—Similar Re. 
ports from the Other Side— Alarm Caused 
by Anarchists Drilling with Maskets— 
Senator Vest’s Committee Expected in 
Gotham—General Metropolitan Néwes, 


New York, Dec. 28.—[Special.j—Hait o 
dozen overdue Ocean steamers were anchored 
at qu@antine at daylight. Among these 
was the State of Alabama, over which there 
had been considerable anxiety. The others 
were the French steamer Panama, from Ror. 
deaux; the Dutch steamer Veedam, the Oid 
White Star Liner Baltic. from Rotterdam: 
the British steamer Trinidad, from Bermuda; 
the Anchor Liner Devonia, from Glasgow; 
and the Maliory boat San Marcos, from Ga}, 
vyeston. At 9:10 o’clock the Guion Liner Wis. 
consin, from Liverpool, was sighted off Fire 
Island, and the North German Lioyd Aller, 
from Bremen, ‘was off the same poiht at 
10:10. ' 

All these vessels had more or less to re. 
port about the rough weather at sea. The 
Stave of Alabama received the worst usage 
and came.in with broken deck fixtures and 
battered frame. It was storm after storm 
from the 9th inst. The 12th the gale was 
particularly strong, and during three hours 
of the afternoon of that day a dozen or more 
huge waves came on board. The decks were 
constantly flooded, and in the pound:nge of 
the seas against the iron sides and the nitch- 
ing and lurching that rollowed a portion of 
the cargo of merchandise in the hold shifted 
to the port side, giving the vessel a consid 
erable list, which she retained on arrival. 

The Veedam, Capt. Potjer. ieft Rotteraam 
the 14th and was due here Christmas morn- 
ing. She bronght 38 cabin and 187 steerage 
passengers. She has a similar report to that 
of the Alabama, with the exception that no 
great damage was done tne vessel or her 
crew.

AFRAID OF THE ANARCHISTS, 


A Movemept to Prevent Certain Societies 
from PDrilling with Muskets. 

New York, Dec. 28.—[Special.|—It is pro- 
posed to ask Congress to pass a bill nrohibit- 
ing socialistic and anarchical societies 
throughout the country from drilling with 
muskets or side arms. To this end promi- 
nent business men in the lower portion of 
the city have been waited upon and asked to 
affix their signatures to petitions to the law- 
makers at Washington which, it is intended, 
shall accompany.a bill that has been pre- 
pared for this purpose. The éustodians of 
the petitions have waited upon, the officials 
of bands, insurance companiés, and other 
leading institutions, and have succeeded in 
obtaining a number of heavyweight names. 

It is estimated that in this city alone 2,500 
men, members of different societies; with 
harmless sounding names, are drilling ‘recu- 
larly in the manual of arms. Th@ promoters 
of the petitions aver that these societies are 
the hot beds of socialism and anarchism in 
their most rabid form, and that their drill- 
ing torevodes evil. Of course the members of 
the organizations deny the aspersion cast 
upon their various scheutzen ‘corps, which 
they claim are maintained to promote good 
fellowship, while tne drilling with guns gives 
to their weekly and monthly meetings an at- 
tractiveness that wouid be lost without this 
feature,

GLEANINGS FROM LOGAL FIELDS, 


The Sheriff’s Semi-Annual Report. 
Sheriff Matgon’s report of the work of his 
office from June 1 to Nov. 30 shows that the re- 
ceipts were $16,222 and the expenses $4.551. The 
reports from the deputies in charge of the civil 
courts show that 1,403 jurors were personally 
served with writs, 727 of them were excused 


from service, 37 were not able to read 
or write English, 119 could hot 
understand the English language, four were 


State militiamen and exempt, six were physi- 
cians or iuwyers, and one was insane. A total 
of 3,618 summonses were issued. The deputies 
of the Circuit, Superior, and County Courts re 
ceived 4.507 writs and actually served 3,630. Their 


mileage in the performance of this Work was. 


45.985 miles and their fees were $3,531. 

In ‘the insane branch of the County Court 260 
arrests were made, 224 of the cases coming to 
trial. Of these 161 were paupers and 99 were 
taken care of by relatives. One hundred and 
sixty-six were sent to Jefferson and 70 to other 
county institutions. 

In the Criminal Court 11,123 writs were gerved, 
with a mileage of 66.738 miles. 
dred and fifty-one jururs were summoned and 
the total distance traveled by deputies was 81,06 
miles. The large amount of business done in the 
Criminal Court service was in part due to the 
Cronin trial, :

The Japanese Minister, with his wife, daughter, 
ana suite, were at the Grand Pacific yesterday. 
Munemitsu Mutsu, the Minister, is a distin- 
guished-lodking man. Among his race he would 
be counted exceptionally tall. He is slim, 
straight, and looks full of energy. He wears a 
thin pointed beard on his chin, which is turn.ng 
gray. In his manner he has none of the reserve 
of representatives of the Celestial Empire, but 
is extremely cordial’ 

“IT left Washington Thursday,” he said, “and 
I am on my way to Japan. The climate here does 
not agree with me. The summer months are 
especially trying. July and August in Washing- 
ton are far from pleasant. I was quite ill last 


summer, and I asked my Government to allow 


the to come home on @ six months’ leave of ab- 
sence. Ihave only just now received permis- 
sion to go. The permission came rather late so 
far as my health is concerned, for I am 
almost entirely well now. Stillitis pleasant to 
get bome for a while, and so I am taking ad- 
vantage of my leave just the same. I shall be 
back in six months, at léast, and it is quite possi- 
ble that I shall be baek sooner. My wife and 
daughter are thoroughly in love with this coun- 
try. and they do not want to be away but a little 
while, 

“ O, no; this rumored trouble abont the treaty 
which is pending between the United States and 
Japan has nothing whatever to do with my re- 
turn home. The objection to this treaty has 
been greatly exaggerated, I think: I have no 
doubt that there is some opposition by the peo- 
ple who do not understand it, but there is noth- 
ing at all serious, The educated peoplein Japan 
have the best of feeling toward the United 
States. Those who have an undefstanding of 
the situation wish todo everything to promote 
friendly relations between the two countries. 
Some of the laboring people, however, fear for- 
eign competition if foreigners are allowed to 
cowe into all paris of the country. At present 
foreigners have the treedom of only certain sea 
port towns, and if they wish to go elsewhere they 
must have a special permit to du so. The new 
treaty allows foreigners to go freely into all 
parts ofthe empire. It also allows foreigners to 
own real estate. No foreigner can own any real 
estate in Japan now. It is against the law for a 
native to hoid real estate in trust for any for- 
éigner. The treaties with the United States, 
Germany, and Russia have been signed by the 
Ministers Plenipotentiary of all the countries in- 
terested, and now need nothing but the signature 
of the Mikado. Treaties are now being nego- 
tiated with England and several of the European 
Powers. 

“The commerce between the United States 
and Japan is steadily inereasing. Our exports 
of raw silk especially are becoming important. 
About half the product is sent to the United 
States. This one item reaches a value of many 
million dollars in the export trade of the coun- 
try. The policy of the Government of Japan is a 
broad one. Every effort is being made to extend 
foreign trade, The export duty has this year 
been taken off of a large number of articles. .

There could be no more admirable place for him 
to make his first appearance. He has a voice 
that would goto every nook and corner without 
the least effort. I know Stanley well, and a 
most wonderful man heis. No amount of lion- 
izing will change him.

all his shrewdness, which is equal to 
the task of mastering a continent of 


savages, he has the least possible amount of 
worldliness so far as money goes. He doesn’t 
seem to have the slightest idea of the worth of 
money. Ido not mean that he throws it away or 
wastes it, but that he is entirely without the 
money-making faculty. Publishers wovld pay 
any price he might name for the book which will 
be made up from his journal during this last 
trip. But it would be wholly useless for publish- 
ers to putin competing bids. The manuscript 
will go to the London publisher who has got out 
al! of Stanley’s books. There will be no con- 
tract made a >out price. Stanley will simply 
take for his share what his publisher gives him. 
‘It is jugt the same with his lectures, I don’t 
know but he fares just as wellin the long run, 
but it would hardly be.a good pian for every one 
to adopt. 

“Stanley has a most admirable faculty of 
story-telling. He is at his best when teliing his 
adventures to a party of friends. No Othello 
ever narrated the story of his life with a greater 
charm nor carried his hearers along with a more 
intense interest. Heisftond of talking of his 
travels, but he tells itallso modestly that one 
never tires.” 

*Oalifornia is becoming pretty tired of the In- 
ter-State Commerce law," said E. F. Craver, a 
San Francisco business-man who was at the 
Sherman.

There are more breakers abead for unh 
Hayti, complications as serious as those from 
which she has just passed and which may in- 
volve the United States and the French Repub- 
he. From the highest authority from which 
such information could emenate I have been pos- 
itively informed that Count Sesmaisons is to re- 
turn here in the official capacity of Minister from 
France. Persons best informed on this subject 
do not hesitate to say that his presence in Hayti 
means nothing short of another revolu- 

tion. But the full import of his return, 
as affects the United States, will be more fully 
appreciated whenwt is remembered that this is 
the personage who at the time of the illegal 
capture and detention of the Américan steamer 
Haytian Republictsed his utmost exertions with 
the Haytians to prevent that vessel's release, 
even going so far as to have produced in evidence 
hs dere the steamer a private letser addressed to 

This Was commented on at the time as being a 
highly irregular proceeding, and an inquiry on 
the part of the United States Government was 
said to have been instituted regarding it. But 
his subsequent acts made it scarcely worth while 
to ask the es of this, for with the most auda- 
cious effruntefy he used his official office as a 
representative of what purported to be a neutral 
Power to aid in every conceivable way the cause 
of the Legitime faction, and with so little pre- 
tense of concealment that the protesting depart 
ments under Hippolyte, after miany fruitless de- 
inands for his recall, were at last compelled to 
see in these officious acts only a simple compli- 
ance with his instructions. | 

I have the right to say that if Hayti receives 
the assurance of the moral support of the United 
States, Minister Sesmaisons will never be al- 
lowed to set his foot on Haytian soil as repre- 
sentative of the French Government, and that if 
such assurance is sot given Hippolyte will not 
dare object. Consiaering the former acts of this 
Minister. which were in direct conflict with the 
expressed policy of the United States, his being 
foisted on Hayti against the popular will is re- 
pie by Haytians here as much a snub to the 

hited Stutes as it isa menace to the tran- 
quillity of this Republic. The Haytians fear, 
and with good reason, that if they are compelled 
to receive him, the French legation, in place of 
being a bond ofamity between ihe-+wo countriés, 
Will be instead a medium of offense, the ren- 
dezvous and headquarters of every malcontent 
and revolutuuonist. ‘They still remember with ap- 
prehension his boast, made when first landing fn 
Hayti: ‘‘HadI been French Minister in Hayti 
in 1883 Hayti would now be under the protection 
of France.” 

The Haytians are not easily jostled out of their 
habitual stolidity, but this news of the Count 
Sesmaisons’ return and the close proximity of 

is tool, tne deposed President Legitime, in 
Jamaica, has done it most effectually. They see 
in it nothing less than a return of French ascend- 
éncy and its logical conseguence—another revo- 
lution. It is significant thatas soon as the in- 
teiligence of the Count’s departure from Paris 
for Port au Prince was received here a decree 
was vrojectea warning foreign merchants not to 
look to the Government of Hayti for redress or 
indemnity for loss ineurred during revolution. 
This Repu lic is small, and, against a foreign na- 
tion, powerless. Ivs acquisition by France is de- 
sirable, because of its geographical position, 
commanding as it does the gateway to the Car- 
ribean Sea and the isthmian high road of com- 
merce. 

lt is violating no confidence to state that the 
United States has during the last year made 
earnest efforts to draw closer the. friendly reia- 
tions with the Black Republic, and itis the un- 
disguised opinion here that if this French Min- 
ister is permitted to return to Hayti its endeavors 
can be relegated tothe list of things unueccom- 
plished. Hippolyte and his party bave professed- 
ly beenin favorof close relationship with the 
sister Republic, and having by the aid of Amenri- 
can war vessels, Which compelled Legitime to 
adhere to the rules of blockade, gained the Presi- 
dency, have given since no hint of applying to the 
United States the old prejudice, against for- 
eigners and foreign capital. On all sides it is ap- 
= that the growing influence he United 
itates.in Hayti is regarded with ext é jealousy 
by France, and the most prominent personages 
in Port au Prince do not hesitate to say sv. The 
sending of Minister Sesmaisons to Hayti is re- 
garded here as a iong stride made by France to- 
ward the curti.lment of this American iffiu- 
ence. 


‘THREE WOMEN BURNED TO DEATH, 


Fatal Fire at San Francisco—A Destructive 
Biaze in New York.

After the flames were extinguished it was 
found that two persons, in addition to Miss Cope- 
land, bad perished. The body of Mrs. Crowell. a 
roomer in thé attic of the building, was found ly- 
ing across the threshold of her door. where she 
had been overcome by suffocation. The body of 
a@ washerwoman who was known as ida, and who 
used to room with Mrs. Crowell. was aiso found 
near that of Miss Copeland. Both were burned 
beyond recognition, and Mrs. Elizabeth Evans, 
who went to the rescue of Miss Copeland, was 
overcome by smoke and feii fainting to the floor. 
Capt. Lees, however, rushed into the building 
and carried her out in an unconsciaus condition. 
She will recover. Fireman Logan and Police- 
man Williams went to the rescue of Mrs. Crowell 
and her son, who were in the attic. ‘ Logan was 
overcome by smoke and fell unconscious to the 
floor. Officer Williams took young Crowell out 
and then returned for Logan, who he carried 
into aplace of safety. He then returned for 
Mrs. Crowell, but was a]must suffocated and was 
obliged to retreat to save himself. Logan soon 
recovered and went to work. The financial loss 
is $40,000, which is covered by insurance. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—[Special.]—The oil-cloth 
factory of F. D. Frazer & Co. at Twentieth street 
and Ninth avenue, Brooklyn, was destroved by 
fire this morning. There were some 20 in the 
factory when the fire broke out.

CHARGING THE FURNACE, 

Aman standing by the wheel that regu- 
lated the lever turned 11 a little, and in an in- 
stant there was such a rush of flame up 
through the chimney and out of tbe open- 
ings in it that the newspaper men hastened 
to back down the corridora way. The heat 
was intense ana the draft must have been 
something awful. : 

*That’s from the force of the hot air that’s 
forced into the furnace from below,” con- 
tinued Mr. Smith. ‘“ We putin about 59 per 
cent of ore, 31 per cent of coke, and 10 per 
cent of limestone up here and then force in 
bot air trom below. Tnat makes tne fusion 
and 1% ail meits, becoming iron. Come down 
with me now and Illi show you how we get 
our hot air.”’ 

Reaching the main floor again, he led the 
way into another building~tilied with great 
bouers. 

“ There are seventy-two of them,” he said, 
“‘and they runs the engines in the next build- 
ing that force the air into the oven? and 
from theminto the furnaces. Now, I want 
you to notice wbat runs these boilers. They 
force the air into the biast furnaces, and are 
run by the cas that comes from the furnaces.

use fuel oil. The gas from the furnaces is 
also used to heat the air in the ovens.” 

The ovens were huge affairs located just 
back of the biast furnaces in the cast house. 
Air and gas are both forced into them and 
the latter ignitéd. So great is the heat thus 
produced that the air, going into them ata 
temperature of 100° to 125°, comes out with a 
temperature of 1,400°. 

“Now.’’ said Mr. Smith, “having shown 
you what goes into the furnaces, iet’s see 
what comes out.”’ 

At the front of one of the furnaces a num- 
ber of men were trying to force an opening 
into the base with a long iron rod. There 
are mo doors to the blast furnaces. Tae 
openings at the bottom are simply banked 
up. Each furnace is opened once cvery four 
hours, Making, as they run ali night, six 
times in twenty-four hours. 

OPENING THE FURNACES. 

Behind the men at the furnace were a 
number of others putting the finishing 
touches to a trough made of sand, through 
which the iron was torun. Suddenly sparks 
of molten metal began to flv, and a moment 
later ared stream was flowing down the 
trough to a window, from which it fell into a 
bie sort of Kettle standing on a small rail- 
road truck. Four of these were filled, some 
powdered coke thrown on top of them ‘to 
keep them from cooiing too quickly, an en- 
gine backed down and took them away tothe 
weigh-house, and the furnace was banked up 
again. 

‘‘And that is the last I have goto do with 
it,” said Mr. Smith. ‘I have ‘brought vou 
up to the point where the ore becomes iron 
and the next piace is the converting house. 
We send ali they can take there ana what 
they can't we mold into pig-iron in the sand 
you saw.” 

As aspectacie the converting bouse was 
one of ihe most interesting of all the depart- 
ments. At.times when a converter was be- 
ing shifted the entire building was almost 
completely filled with fire, ana the quickness 
and ease with which red-hot steei ingots 
were handied filled one with amazement. 
There were three converters ana five big 
cranes, and all were moved by hydraulic 
power, the boilers and engines making the 
power being ia acouple of buildings. some 
distance away. The levers by which all is 
controlled were on a balcony in the building. 

IN THE CONVERTING-ROOM. 

“The moiten iron,” said Mr. Thomas 
Moore, who is at the head of this depart- 
ment, “is brought from the weighing house 
up an inclined railway to the balcony oa 
which the converters are, dumped into one 
of them, and there biown.” 

The blowmg process was an interesting 
one. When ali was in readiness the man at 
the lever on tbe opposite balcony would give 
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would move slowly wu 


pointing in, and 
throwing tire the whole length of the bvild- 
ing. When it had turned clear over, so that 
it was pointing atan angle of about 45° out 
of alarge window, the full pressure of the 
air would be put on, and then how it 
would roar and spout fire. So intense- 
ly bright was the flame that it 
pained the eyes to look at it. Yet the 
man at the lever never tock his eyes off it. 
It wus by the color of the flame that he told 
when the metal had been sufficiently purified. 
When it was the converter was turned back 
again, an engine steamed on tothe platform 
again drawing a “lacle” of spiegel, which 
was dumped in, and the whole mess emptied 
into a vessel ready to receive it. Spiegel, by 
the way, 18 molten iron of adifferent quality 
from that secured from the big blast fur- 
naces. Atthese works it is meitea in a 
couple of small furnaces in the converting- 
house. 
HANDLING MOLTEN STEEL 

The vessel containing the molten steel was 
next run onto a crane, by which it was 
swung around to some molds ina big pit in 
the center of the root, and into these the 
metal was allowed to run. 

“One heat,’”’ said Mr. Smith, “will fill 
eicht moids, and each mold makes a steel 
ingot weighing 3.300 pounds, and one ingot 
wiil make five sixty-pound steel rails.”’ 

The other cranes are used to lift the molds 
from the steel and also to lift the ingots out 
of the pit and place them on cars, which 
stand ready to receive them and carry them 
to the rail-mill. 

Immediately adjoining the converting- 
house is the repair shop for the converters

and ladles. They wear out so rapidly that 
they have to be constantly relined. The 
nozzles, too, are quickiv eaten away. Two 
smalifurnaces are near here also, and in 
these iron, that has in any way become cold 
before reaching the converter, is melted 
again. Then there is the stopper-room, 
where a man is kept constantly busy making 
strange looking stoppers, Which control the 
fiow of the molten stee! into the molds. 

‘But it would@ake days to learn all these 
details. My workin rail-making ends when 
the red-hot ingots leave here, and you've 
seen the process.” 

IN THE RAIL-MILL. 

The rail-mill was next in:order, and Mr. 
Smith turned Tugs Trisptne man over to Mr. 
D. R. Mathias, a son of the Superintendent. 
fhe ingots were being broughtin from the 
converting house and put into ovens again, 
or perhaps furnaces would be the ogtter 
term. There were rows of them on all sides, 
each with adoor just about big enough to 
admit an ingot. 

“Gas is used in them,” expiained Mr. 
Mathias, * and the gas is manufactured in a 
building near here. Of course the ingots 
are red-hot when we get them, but they are 
not hotenough for the bdlooming and rail 
mills, so we warm chem up again.”’ 

The mgots were put in and taken out of 
the furnaves by hydraulic. Even the doors 
were opened by a man some distance away.

Vhen a ‘car hoiding four ingots was backed 
in alongside the furnaces_a steel rod witb an 
upright piece about the middle of it to catch 
the outer énd of the ingot was inserted under 
it, the hydratlic power was putin play, and 
the ingot was quickly shoved through the 
furnace door. When iaken out it was put on 
a truck and carried to the blooming mill.

The ingot was dumped on a platform in 
front of the blooming mill and instantiy 
carmed into M. It spluttered a good deal, 
but went through. the groove and emerged 
on the other side a little longer and not quite 
so thick. It came back throutrh another 
groove and went backwards and forwards 
until it had made eleven passes. It was then 
forty feet lopg and had begun to assume 
somewhat the shape of a rail. At the 
éleventh pass it was caught on the rollers 
and rolled down the room to the rail- 
mill. It made seven passes through the 
grooves here and was i120 feet long, and a 
perfect rail in shape when it passed on down 
the room to the saw, where it was cut into 
proper lengths. Next the stamping machine 
took a turn at it, marking the number of the 
‘heat’? im the converting bouse, so that 
track may be kept of the number of rails 
that come from each ‘‘heat,’’ the latter be- 
ing numbered in the converting housa. 

it was then thrown on the “hot bed.’ a 
sortofi a platform on which the railsare 
left to cool.

hydraulic power down this to the straighten- 
ing Machine, for when hot the rails generally 
get bent a littie. After the straightening 
they are chipped and filed and the rough 
edges taken off and then inspected. Next 
they go-tnto a machine that drilis holes in 
them for the splice bars, and are put on cars 
standing right at the door for shinment. It 
ailis done so quickly that it \almost takes 
one’s breath away. Bevinning with the time 
the ingot enters the blooming mil! 1t moves 
as though of :tsown motion through ali the 
various machines, and not until it reaches 
the straightening machine do the workmen 
seem to guide it any way. 

‘“‘And you can’t follow that one any fur- 
ther,’ said Mr. Mathias, “unless you go with 
the train and see where the rails are laid.”

NEEBE’S APPLICATION 


Gov. Fifer Says the Matter Has Not Been 
Presented in Proper Form. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ll, Dec. 28.—[Special.]—

that Oscar W. Neebe, the Anarchist, who is 
serving a sentence of fourteen years at Joliet 
for complicity in the haymarket riot, was to 
be pardoned in order that he might return to 
his friends New Year’s-Day, Gov. Fifer 
stated this evening that nothing would be 
done regarding Neebe’s application for clem- 
ency at present. The case was notin proper 
form for him to pass upon, inasmuch as the 
statute requires the State’s Attorney (re- 
ferring to Judge Grinnell): to file some state- 
ment with the Governor relating to the case, 
which has not yet been done. Another Tfeat- 


| ure of the case is that itis still supposed to 


be pending in the courts, upon a writo! error 
to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
prosecuted by counsel for Neebe, Schwab, 
and Fielden vefore the State Supreme Court 
last fall, for the purpose of amending the 
record to show that the prisoners were not 
present beiore the Supreme Court when the 
judgment of the lower court was affirmed. 


WISCONSIN TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION, 


The Bennett Law and Gov. Hoard Receive 
an Unqualified Indorsement, 

Mapison, Wis., Dec. 28.—[Special.}|—The 
State Teachers’ Association adjourned today. 
A resolution warmly indorsing the Bennett 
law Was unanimously passed. This is the 
law enacted by the last Legislature compel- 
ling the teaching of Engitsh in ail the 
schools of the State, and having other com- 
pulsory features. The opponeats of Gov. 
Hoard have been using this law as a weapon 
to prejudice the foreign element against him, 
The unanimous indorsement of his stand in 
the matter by an association representing 
the educational interests of the State is es- 
pecially significant.

An Attempt to Rid the Connellaville Coke 
Region of That Element. 

CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., Dec. 28.—With the be- 
ginning of 1890 itis quite likely a movement 
will be inaugurated which will rid the Con- 
nelisville coke region of the “Slav’”’ and 
‘“Hun,”’ two undesirable classes of residents 
who have been more than usually unruly dur- 
ing the year just closing.

Wasuinoton, D. C.,° Dec. 28.—[Special. | 
With the coming of the New Year the gayeties 
of the social season in Washington will open 
up with arush. As already announced Mrs. 
Harrison will not be present at the White 
House reception New-Year’s, when she will 
be represented by Mrs. McKee, but after 
that time she will take her place at the side 
of the President for the various official enter- 
tainments at the Executive Mansion. Mrs. 
Morton has wisely concluded to adopt Cabi- 
net Day, Wednesday, for her receptions, 
which, beyond ali doubt, will be the most 
crowded of the season. To the uninitiated 
the prospect of a winter replete with break- 
fasts, luncheons, afternoon teas and recep- 
tions, dinners, balis, and cotillions is com- 
paratively an easy matter. The successful 
accomplishment of that most difficult social 
feat gives no outward and visible sign of the 
inward turmoil and vexation of spirit. But 
to the initiated the prospect is anything but 
an enviable one, for it is astonishing) how 
slight a deviation from the established code 
cf etiquette will, at times, suffice to produce 
an undying feud. 

One of the first things to be mastered by 
the President’s private secretary is this 
question of official. etiquette, for upon him 
far oftener than upon the Secretary of State 
or the officials of his departmeat deyolves 
the settlement of knotty questions. It has 
heretofore been the custom when a state 
dinner was to be given at the White House 
for ithe private secretary to make the selec- 
ion Of guests to be entertained, with, of 
course, such additions as for some personal 
or political reason the President should see 
fitto make.

Not only does this rule hold govud in the 
case of siate dinners but is quite as rigor- 
ously enforced at the luncheons and dioners 
given by the ladies of the Cabinet. 

THE PRIVAT# SECRETARY SUPREME. 

Should there be the slightest doubt in the 
mind of the hostess as to the seating of her 
guests, a platof the table, together with a 
list of those invited, is forthwith dispatched 
post haste to the private secretary, whose 
flat in the matter is regarded as beyond 
question. It is in the issuance of invitations 
or formal announcements to the Diplomatic 
Corps that tHe opinion of the Secretary of 
State rules supreme. The War ana Navy 
Departments are the channels through which 
invitations are issued to officers of the army 
aud navy. 

The dancing class which was organized a 
few weeks since seems to be suffering the 
pangs of a great internecine strife.

WALL STREET'S MONEY SCARE AGAIN, 


Reading and Lackawanoa Represent & 
Third of the Total Transactions. 

New Yorn, Dec. 2.—[Special.}|—The 
money scare continued today and Khe bear 
party made a spirited attack on the. coal- 
ers, Missouri Pacific, Louisville, St. Pau, 
and Union Pacific. Reading and ‘Lack- 
awabna represent nearly one-third of all 
the transactions, and with tne other four 
stocks named furnished more than one-haif 
of the day’s aggregated trading, a fact which 
sufficiently indicates the stagnation in the 
general list. The six stocks in qutstion 
closed at the lowest, and show a net decline 
ranging from % to 144 per cent. How much, 
long stock if any came out it is im- 
possible to tell, but the bulk of the 
selling was unmistakably for short 
account, and the net effect ot 
the selling cannot be measured until this 
short interest shall have been covered. Tight 
money and an unfavorable bank statement 
were.the bear points, and when the state- 
ment appeared it was indeed distinctly unfa- 
vorable, showing a heavy decrease ip the 
cash hojdings and a largely reduced surplus 
reserve. The tip was circulated that Secre- 
tary Windom would do nothing to help the 
community tide over the January settlements 
because he hoped that the stringency and 
suffering wouid help force silver legislation 
upon the attention of Congress. 


Northwestern Grain Keceivers Combine. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec, 28.-—-[Special. |— 
The Grain Keceivers’ Association hag been 
permanently organized. The object of the 
association is mutual protection in the busi- 
ness of handling grain and other property 
offered for sale on the Minneapolis market, 
also the correction of ertors and abuses of 
whatever nature.

Pitrspcre, Pa., Dec, 28.—The indications 
are today that W. P. Shion, representing 
New York capitalists, will succeed in his ef- 
forts to get a six-months’ option on the ‘prop- 
erty of the Monongahela River coal op2rat- 
ors. The large operators have agreed to ex- 
tend the time, and a paper agreeing to tne 
extension is now being circulated. It will 
require several days before all of the op- 
erators can be seén and the matter fully ex- 
plained. Those who were most active in get- 
ting ub the options before are now leading in 
the movement to have the time extended. 


COURT DAY IN THE FIJI ISLANDS, 


Scenes That Are Dangerous to the Gravity 
of the Spectators. 

Cornhill Maqazine: The gala dresses are not 
a little startling. Here is a dignified did gen- 
tleman arrayed in a second-hand tunic of a 
marine, in much the same plight as to but- 
tons as its owner as to teeth; near him 
stands a fine young village policeman, whose 
official gravity is not enhanced by the swal- 
low-tailed coat of a nigger minstrel; while 
the background is taken up by a bevy of 
village maidens clad in gorgeous velvet pina- 
fores, who are giggling after the munner of 
their white sisters until they are fixed by 
the stern gray eye of the chief policeman, 
which turns their expression into one of 
that preternatural solemnity they Wear in 
church. 

The court-house, a native building car- 
peted with mats, is now packed with natives, 
sitting cross-legged, only a smal! place be- 
ing reserved in front of the table for tne ac- 
cused and witnesses.. The magistrate takes 
his seat, and his scribe, sitting on the ficor 
at his side, prepares his writing materials to 
record the sentences. The dignity with 
which the old man adjusts his shirt collar 
and clears his throat isa little marred when 
he produces from his bo¢#$m what should 
have been a pair of pince-nez, seeing that it 
was secured by a string round his neck, but 
is, in fact, ajews-harp. With the soft notes 
of this instrument the man of law is wont to 
beguile the tedium ofadull ease. But, al- 
though the spectacle of Lord ‘ Coleridge 
gravely performing on the jews-harp \in 
court would at least excite surprise in En- 
gland, it provokes no smile hefe. 

The first case 1s called on. Reiterated 
calls for Samuela and Timothe produced two 
meek-faced youths of 18 and 19, who, sitting 
tailor fashion before the table, are charged 
with fow! stealing. They piead “ not guilty,” 
and the owner of the fowls being sworn, de- 
poses that, having been awakened at nignt 
by the voice of a favorite hen in angry re- 
monstrance, heran out of his house, and, 
after a hot chase, captured the accused red- 
handed in two senses, for thev were pluck- 
ing his hen while still alive. Quite unmoved 
by this tragic tale, Vatureba seems to Hsten 
only to the melancholy notes of his jews- 
harp; but the witness isa chief and a man 
of influence withal, and a period of awed si- 
lence follows his accusation, broken only by 
a subdued twanging from the bench, 

But Vatureba’s eyes are bright and pierc- 
ing, and thev have been fixed for some min- 
utes on the wretched prisoners. He has not 
yet opentd his lips during the case, and as 
the jewsbarp is not capable uf much expres- 
sion, itis with some interest we await the 
sentence. Suddenly the music ceases, the 
instrument is withdrawn from the: mouto, 
the oracle is about to speak. Alas! he utters 
but two words, ‘** Vula tolu’’, (three months), 
and there peals out a malignautly triumphant 
strain from the jewsharp. But the prose- 
cutor starts*up with a protest. Oneof the 
accused is his nephew, he explains,iand he 
only wished a light sentence to be imposed, 
Three months for one fowl! is too severe; bDe- 
sides, if he has three months he must go to 
the central jaf and not work out his sen- 
tence in his own district. Again there is 
silence, and the jewsharp has changed from 
triumph into thoughtful melancholy. At 
length it is withdrawn, and the oracle speaks 
again: ‘“ Bogi tolu’”’ (three days.)

NORTHWESTERN DRUMMERS AMEND 
THEIR CUNSTITUTION, 


After Learning That They Have a Hand. 
some Surplus in the Treasury and Elect. 
ing Officers, the Members of the Organi- 
zation Specify the Conditions Under 
Which Others May Be Admitted—The 
Six Grades and Assessments Attached— 
Widows and Orphans Aasisted. 


At the annual meeting of the Northwest- 
ern Traveling Men’s Association in Wash- 
ington Hall Friday the reports of its various 
officers for the year*were presented and 
three important amendments made to the 
constitution. 

President James C. Miller presided. C. H. 
Hinman, the Secretary, reported that the 
membership had reached 3,789; that $228,000 
had been collected during the year ana $2J5,. 
000 paid out to the widows and orphans of 
members, The running expenses had been 
$11,149. Acomfortable surplus remained in 
the treasury. 

The first amendment to the constitution 
was as follows: 

Resolved, That Art. IL, Sec. 1, be amended so 
as toread: ‘All men of good moral character, 
between the ages of 21 and 40 years, who are now 
and whv have deen for the year last past en- 
gaged in the wholesale trade, or who represent a 
company wr corporation us traveling or house 
salesman, or buyer or office-man, or the heads of 
wholesale houses, company or corporation, 
shall be eligible for membership, subject to the 
conditions prescribed by the Board of Directors, 
and who has at the date of his application a bona 
fide residence within the boundaries of the asso- 
ciation.” ~* 

Tne second amendment,’ altering “Art. V., 
Sec. 1, was as foliows: 

The members who aref admitted to this asso- 
ee after Jan. 1, 1890, shall be graded as fol- 
ows: . 

Those aged between 21 and 25 years, 
shall be tne first grade. 

These aged between 2 and 30 years, 
shall be the second grade. 

Those aged between 31 and 35 years, 
shall be the third grade. - 

Those aged between 36 and 4 years, 
shail be the fourth grade. 

Those aged between 41 ana 45 years, 
shali be the fifth grade. 

Those aged between 46 and 50 years, 
sha!i be the sixth grade. 

Whenever an assessment_is ordered by the 
Baurd of Directors to pay tne death benefits to 
the beneficiary of a deceased member, the 
First grade shal) be assessed 
Second “ ee ngs - sed biddibed oes oe

Fourth“ « * etcbbedibobe see. RE 
Fifth “ > sobs beddbohocsdce OSE

The present members of the association shall 
be assessed # per assessment, as heretofore. 

And out of the amount collected on such as- 
sessment there shall be paid to the person or 
persons entitled thereto a sum of money not ex- 
ceeding $5,000, in manner and form as prescribed 
by the constitution. 

It is further provided that when the members 
in Grade No. 1 shall reach 2% yearsof age they 
shall be transferred to Grade No. 2 and be sub- 
ject to the assessments as ordered for Grade N» 
2; and when the members in Grade No. 2 shu)! 
reach 31 years of age they shall be transferred to 
Grade No. 3, and be subject. to the assessments 
ordered for Grade No. 3. ; 

Those becoming members of this association 
below the age of 36 years shall never be assessed 
beyond tne assessments ordered for Grade No. 3. 

It is further provided that when the mem Deg 3 
in the fourth grade shall have reached the age of 
41 years they shall be transferred to the fifth 
grade and be subject to the assessments ordered 
for the fifth grade; and that when the members 
in the fifth grade shall have reached the age of 
46 years they shall be transferred into the sixth 
grade, and be subject to all the assessments or- 
dered for the sixth grade, and the assessments 
for the sixth grade shal! not be increased. 

These two amendments were proposed by 
the Board of Directors. D. K. Clink offered 
the third, which was as follows: 

Resolved, That the Board of Directors shall 
have power to offer as an inducément for the 
soliciting of new members, &@ Commission not ex- 
ceeding the amount of the initiation fee pro- 
vided for in the Constitution. 

Anotber amendment offered, proposing to 
limit the insurable age of members to 4 in- 
stead of 40 vears, was rejected. ~

ensuing year: President, James C. Muller; 
Vice- Presidents, J. W. Richards of Illinois,

M. Gamble of Colorado, H. M. Newmark of 
Nebraska, J. R. Robertson of North Dakota, 
E. L. Beatty of South Dakota, John R. New- 
berry of California, George L. Tracy of Mon- 
tana, O. D. Frary of Oregon, O. M. Boyles of 
Washington; Secretary and Treasurer, C. H. 
Hinman; Board of Directors (two years), C. 
Witkowsky, W. H. Cribben, T..J. Garrigan, 
Francis Etheridge, Edward Doyle; for one 
year, W. H. Sharp. 

Resolutions were unanimously adopted 
favoring Chicago as the site for the World’s 
Fair.

WHAT IS GOING ON IN MILWAUKEE. 

Roscoe Miller Applies for a New Trial—A 
Distillery Barned— Minor Notes. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 28.—[{Special. |—Ap- 
plication was made today for a new trial of 
Roscoe Miller, who two years ago was con- 
victed of shooting Lot Campion and sentenced 
to twenty years’ imprisonment. Miiler was 
convicted during District Attorney Wegner’s 
term.

| UNLIKE THE ULD TUNNEL. 


ALTERATIONS MADE IN THE WASH- 
INGTON STREET SUBWAY. 


Squared — Roof and Fioor Lowered — 
Higher end Wider than the La Salle 
Street Stracture—The New Coffer-Dam 
—Cable Tracks to Be Laid in a Few 
Weeks—At the Power-Hous®, 


An artist.ana reporter from Tae TRIBUNE 
Staff paid a visit to the Washington street 
tunnel yesterday. They wished to see how 
tae place looked in its dismantled state, as 
well as getan idea of the progress being 
made towards reconstruction. 

The downward arop of the grade at tne 
Franklin street apvroach to the tunnel is 
more abrupt than formerly, giving one famil- 
iar with the spot a curious feeling that the 
hole under the river. must be settling. Cable 
tracks have been iaid down the approach 
and one may follow them until brought up 
short by a strong plank wall right where the 


EASTERN APPROACH TO THE TUNNEL 
entrance to the foot passage of the tunnel 
used to be. There is a door in the wall and 
a lock on the door. It is no use trying to 
peer through the cracks. Egyptian darkness 
is all one can see—that is, if Egyptian dark- 
ness can be seen. And it is useless to travel 
to the West Side to the other entrance. 
There is just such a wall and just sucha 
door there. 

While crossing Madison street bridge a 
queer collection. of scows, logs, and pile- 
drivers may be seen right in the middle of 
the river just over the tunnel. 

Mr. Colton, the® superintendent for  FPitz- 
Simons & Conneil, has the key to|the tunnel, 
and guards it: jealousiy. Mr. Yerkes’ has 
turned the tunnel over to Messrs. Fitz-Simoas 
& Connell to be repaired, and there is a sur- 
prise in store for the people when that plank 
wail shali be pulled down. 
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ENTRANCE AT THE EAST. 
“The La Salle street tunnel isn’t to be 
compared to what this is going to be,” said 
Mr. Coiton. 
NOT LIKE THE OLD STRUCTURE. 
Mr. Colton got the key and a lantern and 
the exploring party began the journey into 
the tunnel. The door was uniocked and 
carefully closed again after Mr. Colton and 
the reporter had stepped into that ‘ atmos- 
phere of deadly gioom,”’ the artist having de- 
cided to stay outside and make sketches. 
The light of the lantern was feeble and the 
place seemed like the bottom of a mine, The 
scampering of afew thousand rats did not 
highten the pleasure of the situation, and if 
there had been some bats wheeling about 
and flapping their noisome wings it wouid 
have seemed quite in keeving with the place. 
“Cheer up,’’ said Colton. “Think of the 
cabie-cars that will be stalled in here some 
day about supper time filled with ‘hungry 
West-Siders. [li give you something funny 
to think of. Let’s pokea hole through the 
roof and let the water in. We ¢an run be- 
fore itgetstous. What! Don’t want to try 
it with both ends of the hele boarded up?” 
The reporter was. regaled with a succes- 
sion of similar pleasant fancies by his guide. 
At length Mr. Colton dropped the lantern on 
the ground and began expatiatinge on the 
engineering beauties of the gloomy hole, 
‘**This isn’t going to be one of your arched 
tunnels like the one at La Salle street,’ said 
he, “‘and it won’t have any wall in tre center 
so that the track will have to curve around. 
The four corners are perfect right apgles. 
The roof is flat. See those beams?’ 
Mr. Colton held the lantern aloft. The 
only beams the reporter could see were feeble 
beams of light. 
DIMENSIONS Of THE PLACE. 
‘“‘The roof is made of great cross-beams of 
iron three feet apart, filled in between witb 
concrete. The roof here has beén lowered 
three feet and the floor four feet. The east 
half is tinished, and we are beginning on the 
west half. The floor of the tunnel—or 
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that part of it immediately under the 
river—is almost level. We have taken out 
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THE NEW COFFER-DaM.®

‘“‘ How far below the river are we?’’ 

‘‘ The floor of the tunne! is thirty-two feet 
below water datum and about forty-four feet 
below the street level.

DOUBLE SALE ON FIFTH AVENUE. 

A.J. Averell has sold to A. T. Ewing for 
$130,000 the 87x153 feet of ground on Fifth 
avenue, east front, eighty-five feet north of 
Van Buren street, which he bought of W. W. 
Cole of New York last February for $100,000. 
Mr. Ewing has held a ninety-nine year lease 
of the land since 1886, the annual rental be- 
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building now on the property. The invest- 
ment paid Mr. Averell about 5 2-10 per cent, 
but at $130,000 for the land it pays only 4 per 
cent. It is understood that Mr. Ewing pays 
this high figure for the fee as a necessary 
preliminary to the saleof the entire prop- 
erty, both lana and building, for which he 1s 
said to have found a purcnaser at about $250,- 
000. This part of Fifth avenue is rising in 
tavor with investors, as the demand from 
wholesalers for rentable space in this district 
is increasing. 
ANOTHER DEARBORN STREET ENTERPRISE. 
The Dimmick- property at the northeast 
corner of Van Buren street and Fourth ave- 
nue is understood to have been leased to a 
new organization incorporated as _ the 
Dearvorn Street Warehouse & Manufact- 
uring company, with acapital stock of $300,- 
QUO, the lessee intending to erect on the site 
a twelve-story building for manufacturing 
purposes. The land has a froutage of 50 
feet on Van Buren street, 125 feet on Fourth 
avenue, and 25 feet at its north end on Dear- 
born street, the total area being 6,650 square 
feet. Itis just south of the lot owned by the 
‘Brooks estate of Boston, on which the Mo- 
nadioc Building is being erected. The Dim- 
mick property has been the subject of much 
negotiation tais year, and has been held by 
the owner at about $225,000, which is sup- 
osed to be the basis of the lease. John D. 
arker bought the land in 1879 for $3,100 and 
sold it a few months iater for $7,700 to B. P. 


Hutchinson, who sold it to Mr. Dim- 
mick for $811,000. The erection of a 
tall fire-proof structure on this lot 


isdirectly in line with recent developments 
on Dearborn street, south of Jackson. Upon 
no other street in the city hasso much money 
been expended this year for improvements 
as upon Dearborn, and without exception the 
improvements made and projected are of the 
highest character. The men who have taken 
the stock of the Dearborn Street Warehouse 
and Manufacturing company are financially 
able to carry out their pians, and bave had 
plenty of experience with buliding invest- 
ments. It is given out that they have ali the 
needed money'in hand, and will not issue 
any bonds. While the new structure will be 
firet adapted for the use of light manufact- 
urers, it is to be so constructed that it can be 
readily metamorphosed into an office build- 
ing when the demand arises. 

THE LOCOMOTIVE COMPANY’S PURCHASE. 

The purchase of 640 acres in Cicero, being 
Sec. 21, by George M. Bogue for the Grant 
Lovomotive works Was much discussed in 
real estate circies iast week. Every one 
agreed that the price was low, since land in 
the vicinity no better situated has sold at 
$1,500 an acre, and some owners have re- 
fused $2,000. There was arutior that asyn- 
dicate had organized to submit a higher bid 
for the property, and thus wrest it from the 
locomotive works unless they raised théir 
bid. But it is doubtful if anything of the 
sort 4s- attempted. The land, by the way, 
costs the Grant.Locomotive works more than 
the $602,000 bid at the sale, as Mr. Bogue had 
previously paid out for them $93,000 in the 
purchase of a claim held bv the Norfolx 
(Va.) National Bank. This brings the’ cost 
of the 640 acres to the company up to nearly 
$700,000, or nearly $1,100 an acre. This is un- 
doubtedly less than an active,acre man could 
have got for the property if diviaed inte par- 
ceils and sold on time, but it is after ail a fair 
cash price. The sale, it may be said, does 
not fix the market value of land in the 
vicinity. There is alwavs a considerable dif- 
ference in the case of any commodity be- 
tween market values and cash values under 
the hammer.

He has bought 266. feet at the corner of Fifty- 
first streetand St. Lawrence avenue at sida 
foot. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel C. 8. Dar- 
row is to be congratulated on the Victory won in 
the damage case brought, by Warren Springer on 
account of the Jackson street viaduct. This im 
provement has increased the vaiue of propery 
on the street, and no one is better aware of this 
fact than dealers in real estate, the benefited 
property holders excepted. Yet juries have 
hitherto always shown a strong prejudice in fa- 
vor of the complaining owners in simular cases, 
so that the verdict against Mr. Springer is aa 
agreeabie surprise. 

The land recently bought by the LIilinois 
Steel company, near the North Chicago Rolling 
Mills, just gouth of Cheltenham, is a narrow 
Strip On the lake shore extending from Eighty- 
third to Ejignty-sixth street.

W. D. Kerfoot & Co. have sold for a Phila- 
delphia party to a Chicago invéstor 200x150 feet 
on the south side of South Water street, between 
Franklin street and Fifth avenue, for $41,500, the 
building being of little value, and the price on 
the land therefore being set at about $2,000 per 
toot. The property. rents for. #2,700 per year. 
The same firm have sold ten acres on the north- 
west corner of Thirty-ninth street and Homan 
avenue to Willis G. Jackson for $12,000, and five 
acres on the corner of Thirty-eighth street and 
Spaulding avenue forthe Scripps estate at the 
same rate per acre, 

Coufidence in the *“ Alley Road”’ scheme is 
growing even among conservative men. The first 
case in the condemnation proceedings, covering 
the rear of State street lots from Thirtieth to 
Thirty-second streets, resulted in a verdict vaiu- 
ing the alley frontage at about 80 a foot, which 
makes the company’s right of way cost about 
$250,000 per mile. The property owners are barred 
from future suits for damages as $500 per lot 18 al- 
lowed on account of damages. This verdict is 
apparently a defeat for the company, as it values 
the land at double the figures of. the company’s 
experts, yet it is to be noted that appeals are be- 
ing e&tered not by the company but by the prop- 
erty owners. The northern terminus of the road, 
it is now said, will be at Congress street. 


A BIG HUNT IN ILLINOIS, 


The Farmers Make a Fine Haul of Foxes, 
Wolves, and Raccoons. 

CarTaaGE, Lll., Dec. 26.—A great wolf and 
fox chase has been -in progress along Bear 
Creek since Christmas morning, when oid Si 
Lemburger blew his horn ana dashed into 
the buffalo grass at the head of 200 well- 
armed farmers. The hunters enjoyed the 
sport keenly. ‘Several foxes were killed, but 
the wolves that were driven from cover es- 
caped. Christmas night was spent in camp 
on Bear Creek, which is a crooked, swift- 
running stream. This morning the party 
started out with the hounds baying musically 
as they bounded over the prairie. About 
noon Jim Long, who was leading one of the 
squads, dashed into the thickets in the bot- 
tom: Ashedid soaterribie scream set the 
horses back on their haunches and a panther 
bounded out into the open and started away 
Over the prairie. — 

A voliey of musketry caught the big cat 
and toppled him over dead. This is the first 
panther seen in the bottoms in many years, 
although farmers have often heard screams 
from tne thickets. The pelt was taken by Si 
Lemburger. At3o’clock there was a grand 
rounding upon the south fork of Bear Creek. 
The haui consisted of ten foxes, six wolves, 
& panther, and twenty raccoons. After eat- 
ing dinner the party, dividing into squads, 
resumed its chase over the bottoms. ‘The 
men had not been out an hour before two 
deer were driven from cover, and at 4o0’clock 
the animals were coursing in the direction of 
Basco. As the hounds have been hard 
pressed since Christmas morning, itis thought 
the deer will escape to the Mississippi River 
and reach the forests in-Missouri. fhe 
chase will continue ali night and tomorrow.

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LEOPOLD'S SCHEME SUITS THEM. 


Twenty-four American Negroes Will Col- 
onize in Africa. 

Raueien, N. C., Dec. 2%.—Much interest 
has been manifested in the announcement 
made in the World that the King of tne 
Beigians has made application for twenty- 
four professional men and artisans to go 
the Congo Free State as representatives of 
the civilized, educated, and trained American 
negro. As telegraphed you, Col. George Ww. 
Williams, who is acting under direction of 
the King of the Belgians, has just paid a 
visit to Shaw University (colored) in this 
city, and as a result of his visit this large 
and widely known institution will furnish a 
large proportion ot the bookkeepers, loco- 
motive engineers, blacksmiths, etc., wanted, 
Rev. Dr. H. M. Tupper, the principal, who 
has for over twenty years been prominently 
identified with negro education, said to a 
World correspondent today that this move- 
ment, the sending of American negroes to 
tne Congo country, was &@ great step. 

‘* The object,” Dr. Tupper continued, ‘is to 
show the natives what civilization and edu- 
cation wiil do and the benefits they confer. 
It is intended to establish ten or more towns 
along the Congo River at points where the 
benefits of the great up-river trade must 
come to them. Some of the young negro 
men who will Jeave Shaw University tor 
the Congo country wiil be settled at Boma, 
the Capital, and‘some will be settled at other 
stations.”’ 

There are now four students from the Con- 
go Free State at Shaw University. They 
say the climate there }s healthful and that at 
poinis 100 miles from the mouth of the Congo 
it is like that of North Carolina. One of the 
femaie graduates of the Shaw has been at 
Pala Bala three years and speaks favorably 
of the pieasant and salubrious climate, hav- 
ing never had a day’s sickness while there. 
Your correspondent saw and talked with 
several of the Congo students now at the 
Shaw. Dr. Tupper says they are mild and 
gentie, and that their people are of similar 
disposition. They learn quickly, and are 
studious and kind. The negro students 
show a great dea! of enthusiasm in regard 
to going to the Congo country. Dr. Tupper 
firmly believes that thousands of negroes 
will go to fthe Congo from this 
country in the near future. They wili 
be teachers of literary and _. practical 
things. The places now being settled will 
soon become cities, arapid development be- 
ing certain. The King of the Beigians, by 
the world’s consent tne ruler of the new 
country, is back of all these enterprises, and 
particularly this one of sending Africans’ to 
Africa. The salaries agreed'on are $25 per 
month for bookkeepers for the first year, to 
be then raisedg $0 per month for carpenters 
and #60 for engineérs. It. is intended to 
operate sawmills, and the plants for these 
will be shipped from the United States. The 
King will pay all the expenses of transporta- 
tion of the instructors, who are to sign an 
agreement to remain in the country three 
years. After that time they can return and 
all the cost of their transportation will be 
met. “ 

Dr. Tupper will endeavor to furnish all the 
twenty-tour men desired. Some of his stu- 
dentS volunteered inafew hours to go, and, 
as stated, there isa marked enthusiasm in 
regard to the new movement. There is likely 
to be adémand for missionary teachers for 
the Congo. Three men are now atthe uni- 
versity studying to go as medical miss)on- 
aries to that new world. Twoof these are 
from the Island of Jamaica and one is trom 
the Gold Coast, Alrica. Maybe there is 
sotmhe light shed here. upon the future of the 
negro. This latitude does not suit him; itis 
too far north of the frost-line. There is an 
immense movement now going. on from North 
Carolina southward, in search of warmth, 
cheaper living, and tands which need no arti- 
ficial fertilization. Just now the deltas of 
the Mississippi and the Arkansas are the 
Mecca of the North Carolina Africans. What 
they are in a small degree the fertile Congo 
country may become forall the race. There 
is no let or hindrance to the’ going of the 
negro. The white people of North Carolina 
bear 95 per centof the burdens of taxation 
for public purposes and schools, the negro 5 
per cent,

How Guests Were Made Comfortable at the

Detroit Free Press: Eighty-six miles be- 
yond Denver, the year before the first. rail- 
road went through, four of us San Francisco 
passengers on the overland stage alighted in 
front of the “Occidental Hotel”’’ (ouilt of 
logs).

“Gentlemen,” said he, as he shook hands 
with each one of us, “allow me to weicome 
rou to this hospitable hosteiry. The bridge 
is gone at the river below and you can’t get 
over till it is fixed some time tomorrow. 
You will abide with me and I with you,.and 
you bet we'll share and share alike in all 
we've gotif we have to cut a punkin. We 
are far out, but you shan’t find us way off. 
Step rightup this port cochere (slab platiorm) 
and don’t stop to use the scraper, follow me 
through this portal (slab door), to which the 
latch string is never out of fix, unless it hap- 
pens to be drawn in; step right up to this or- 
nate couoter (boara on two barrels) and 
place your royai names upon this accommo- 
dating register (a medical memorandum 
book) while 1 caitl-our caterer’s attention 
(Sal, get grub for four on dit!). 

‘“* Now, my lords, please step out into the 
lavatory (the whole wide world) and pro- 
ceed to perform your ablutions in uncontam- 
inated water dipped from the creek in ves- 
sels of the purest plated ware (tin basins) 
and there are the frescoed napkins (piece 
of former tavie cloth) on that rack*( wooden 
plug). Now, please walk in. Thereis_ the 
mirror (north east corner of small looking- 
glass,)und comb (too shy to show its teeth). 

‘*Sit up here by the register, friends(stove 
clear out of doors), for the evening zephyrs 
are chilly, and take the frost out of ¥your feet. 
But first, gents, stroll into the barroom 
(dry goods box) ana take a supper invigor- 
ator (mountain avaianche). What, water! 
Gum, it’ll take all the taste out! 

“The gong (spoon rapped on crock) 
sounds, your refection is ready; come over 
into the dining-room (south east corner of 
room) and take chairs (sawed-off logs) at the 
table de bote (two slabs on tresties). Ex- 
cuse our menu, itis not printed yet, but you 
see before you the billof fare (old bacon, 
corn bread, hominy, mackerel, and chicory 
coffee), the terrapin and oysters haven't got 
here to be in season yet. No toasts, gentle- 
men, are permitted at the table; you must 
adjourn to the bar fur them and tne speech- 
es. Gents, don’t be sparing with the nap- 
kins (our handkerchiels), they seem to be 
plentiful.” 

Later on as we were tired we intimated a 
desire to retire early. Said the iandlora: 
‘Wait till I light the chandelier (tallow 
candle in block of wood), as the gas is all 
out. Now come up the elevator (ladder in 
corner); don’t stumble and fall up-stairs. 
Select your own rooms, gentiemen(beds ail 
in one room divided by chalk marks), and 
don’t overbalance yourselves and fall 
against the partitions or you’il disturb: your 
neighbor. Repair to your downy couches 
(straw ticks on planks); just manipulate 
this electric annunciator on the floor (a 
hickory club) or telephone down the shaft 
(trap-door) if you want anything, but don’t 
make a misstep and tumbie down with the 
message. Wood night.’’ 

The next morning we found the landlord 
was a great reader of high-toned, luw-priced 
novels, and had goton to the swing.

The Russian Passport System. 

You cannot enter or leave a city or town in the 
Empire without reporting yourself to the police 
like a ticket-of-leave man; you are forbidden to 
extend the hospitality of your roof to your friend 
or neighbor for asingle night without first in- 
forming the police of your intentions and send- 
_ them your guest’s passport; whether you are 
a Russian ora foreigner you can no more spend 
a nightin a hotel orchange your iodgings even 
for twenty-four hours without communicating 
with the police and sending them your passport 
than you can bespeak roomsin thé Winter Pal- 
ace, Nay, whether you are a Russian subject 
or a foreigner, you cannot possibly subsist a 
week without a passport, Which ts such an 
essential part of your being that Russian 
lawyers have not inappropriately defined a 
man as an animal composed of three parts—a 
body, a soul, and a passport. The passport you 
must have renewed Once a year unless yuu are a 
noble or an honorary citizen, and the process is 
as tedious and painful as moulting is to birds. 
A voluminous correspondence and a pile of doc- 
uments with cupies, petitions, and fifteen sup- 
plements was the resuit of the attempt of a man 
named Dudinsky, in the Government of Smo}- 
ensk, to renew his passport two years ago. And 
yet his papers were in order, his conduct irre- 
proachable, and his right to have his passport 
renewed was not even called in question. These 
obstacles and irritations make one’s sou! weary 
of life anc explain why it is that in the course of 
one year in St. Petersburg alone 14,799 persons 
were arrested and imprisoned for not having 
ee with the passport laws. Many of these 

etched creatures may now be on thei 
Siberia.—Forinightiy Hvis, yrbara dt

CONSTRUCTED OF METAL, 


{anovations Being Made Upon the Ancient 
- fFdeas of Housebuilders—Iron Becoming 
an All-Important Factor in Structures 
‘of Every Description— Houses That Cas 
He Put Together Like a Child’s Puzzle 
and as Easily Taken Apart. 
pittsburg Dispatch: The construction of iron 
pouses bas just been commenced in Englana, 
‘gnd the probabilities are that before long 
they will be used extensively in the United 
tates. Iron 18 becoming an all-important 
factor in buildings of every description, and 
the ynnovations which are being made cause 
the old-timers and the people who have been 
on earth since 1825 to gaze upon the works of 
the present age with the most profound as- 
t.

"The success of this pavilion has given an 


impetus to iron houses. 
In thisconnection a recent issue of the 
ndon Standard says: 
oe Gladstone, we are informed, is Uav- 
ing an iron library erected at Hawarden. It 
is to contain 16,000 volumes. The house con- 
tains five rooms, the largest -one measuring 
‘41 feet by 21. Cases are bemg made to hold 
twenty tons of books. Mr. Gladstone in- 
tends the ubrary for quiet study, and there- 
fore proposes to admit only a few persons at 
atime. Those houses are put together like a 
child’s puzzle, and can pe taken apart, com- 
pactly packed, and removed elsewhere. A 
large number of iron villas have been senu 
from the works at Albert gate to the Rivier& 
and there erected upon plots of land pur- 
chased or rented for a term of years. When 
the lease expires the houses can be packed 
up and removed. There is beginning to be a 
demand for iron bengalows 4s murine resi- 
“ dences in England.

the possibility of baving a house builtina 
month to the buyer’s own pian and ready for 
occupation as soon as finished, seems aimost 
incredible. The pretty Welcome Club at the 
Italian ayd American exhipiuens was made 
of irop, and its cost—+300—will give some 
idea of the comparative prices of brick and 
iron. It was covered with trellis work, 
which imparted a picturesque and rurai 
aspect td the outside.

The cost of remaval.is 
from 45 upward., With this novel architect- 
ure it would be possibie to reside in one’s 
own house at a different seaside resort in 
England every year by having an iron house 
removed in this way.

I have always 
been in favor of usimg iron buildings when- 
ever feasible, and some time ago I sent a let- 
ter to the Mayor of New York in which [ad 
Yocated the use of iron buildings tor the 
World’s' Mair. They are portable, durable, 
and in every way answer the purpose ol 
buildings of brick and mortar. 

“They wili be used by tenants on land 
Which cannot b¢ purchased from landlords,. 
and will also be used extensively.in suburbs 
of large cities. 

“Now take, forinstance, Machinery Hall at 
the Pittsbif¥e Exposition, which was erected 
at a cost of $110,000. It covers just one acre 
of ground; and from that you can see what 
80 Ordinary dwelling would cost. The iron 
plates ‘are 14x6 feet and can. be taken down, 
Shipped to any part of the United states, and 
put Up again in-a'few weeks. 

“The main building of the exposition cost 
$225,000 and the new foundations alone cost 
$65,000. From this some reiative idea can be 
Gleaned of the difference between brick and 
Mortar and a building made of ircn.

HE LIVED IN FRANCE IN THE FIF- 
TEENTH CENTURY, 


The Ruins of His Castile Still to Be Seen in 
Brittany—He Was a Marshal of France 
-—The Marder of 140 Innocent Chil- 
dren Leads to His Execution—Extraor- 
dinary Honors Paid to the Remains of 
the Inhuman Monster. 


We all of us as children heard ana sbud- 
dered over the story of the atrocious “ Blue- 
beard,”’ but few know that the prose ro- 
mance, the children’s tale, and the opera 
bouffe libretto were all based upon the 
enormities of a man who really lived.” Louis 
Frechette, a giftea Canadian who has been 
twice honored by the French immortals, tells. 
in the January number of the Arena, the aew 
Boston review, the story ot Gilles de Retz, 
once a brave soidier, but who after years 
Spent in pious hypocrisy took to mprdering 
children in the most horrible manner, his 
trial showing that he butchered more than 
140 little ones. He was the original Biue- 
beard. ‘The writer savs: 

On a bright morning’ in May, 1887, I left 
Angers for Nantes, the metropolis of Brit- 
tany. As I was about to take the traina 
friend, who had come to see me off, said with 
a parting hand-shake: 

‘“* By-the-bye, before you. get to Ancenis 
there is a station called Champtoce. As the 
cars pullup look to the right and you will 
see the ruins of an old chfiteau. Take them 
in well, they are the remains of Bluebeard’s 
castie,”’ 

‘** Biuebeara’s castle! What Bluebeard do 
you mean?’ 

“Surely there is only one. Perreault’s 
Bluebeard, Offenbach’s Bluebeard.” 

* Did he ever live?” 

** Certainly, in flesh ana bone as you and I 
—with this difference: that he was a hard 
case to begin with and a Marshal of France 
into the baryain.”’ 

‘Really? What was his name?” 

**Gilles de Retz, a descendant of one of the 
oldest families of Europe. His career was 
most extraordinary.”’ 

The name was not unknown tome. I had 

read of it in the chronicies in which 1s 
handed down to us the marvelous story of 
the Maid of Orleans. But what could be the 
connection between it and the bloodthirsty 
hero of Perreault’s celebrated tale? 
_ This question suggested itselt to my mind 
as the train bore me at fuil speed oversthe 
waving hills that border the Loire, and from 
one thought to another I found myself uncon- 
Sciously rehearsing the different scenes, 
phases, and catastrophes of the childish 
drama which grandmothers take such de- 
light in presenting to their little gapiug and 
shuddering audiences. 

Il could see the youthful bride, led on by 
curiosity, creep tremblingly, clutching the 
little gold key, to the faiai door, open it noise- 
lesaly, utter a cry of horror, and drop faint- 
ing at the sight of the bloody bodies hung in 
a row. 

Then the sudden return of the angrv hus- 
band to the castle, his fury on seeing the iit- 
tle gold key soiled with blood, his brandish- 
ing of the deadly sword with the infuriated 
cries of ** Prepare to die, madam !”’ 

I could hear the pitiful tones of the poor 
victim, during the short respite granted her, 
as sne calied to her sister perched up on the 
Jower: ‘Ann, sister Annu, seest thou no one 
come?” And the lamentable reply: ‘No, I 
see nothing but the shining sun on the dusty 
road.’’ 

And at last came the sich of relief of vore, 
as | fancied 1 could hear from afar off the 
sounding approach of ine galloping rescuers. 

The vision haunted me till we reached 
Champtoce, where, sure enough, I saw on the 
right, as my friend directed, avout a quarter 
of a mile off, the jagged form of alofty me- 
dieval tower which rose about a heap of 
ruins and aclump of stunted oaks, casting 
against the heavens its vast and somber out- 
line. 

This was Gilles de Retz’s castle, Blue- 
beard’s home; or, rather, it was one of his 
casties, for he had many, the whole surround- 
ing country which bears his name (Pays de 
Retz) having once been his- 

Gilles de Retz was condemned Oct. 25, 1440, 
to be strangled and afterwards burnt. 

Now the whole population of the town of 
Nantes fasted three davs to obtain the remis- 
sion of his sins, and chiidren were whipped 
that they might never forget the memorable 
event, 

The different monastic orders in the vicin- 

ity followed the criminal to the piace of exe- 
cution chanting hymns and dirges. 
+ The strangied body was thrown on a wood- 
pile, but not allowed to be burnt. By permis- 
sion of the Duke of Brittany noble damseis— 
no less—carried it away, sivathed it in bury- 
ing clothes with their own hands—was it not 
atouching spectacie’—and had it removed 
to the Carmelite monastery, where it was in- 
terred in great pomp. , 

I wonder what more.could have been done 
if, instead of abusing and killing 140 cnil- 
dren, he had sacrificed 10,000, 

O, middle ages! To think’ there are those in 
this nineteenth century who sincerely revere 
ye, and regret ye are po more! 

There still remain vestiges which recall thy 
trial and punishment of the malefactor. 
First, the Tower of Le Bouffay, a construc- 
tion dating from the tenth century, in which 
the dramatic scenes of the famous trial were 
unfolded; and next a small ruinof a peculiar 
kind. 

There is to be seen at this dav, at the en- 
trance of one of the bridges of Nantes, the 
remains of an expiatorv monument erected 
on the spot where Gilles de Retz was exe- 
cuted. Itis a niche in which there wasa 
statue of the Virgin commonly known as the 
Virgin of Cree-iait—a name originating from 
the popular superstition which attributed to 
the Madonna the power of giving milk to 
nurses. The statuette was destroyed tong 
ago, but the niche still preserves its reputa- 
tion, and often smail offerings are to be seen 
on it. 

Now, by what process did popular tradition 
identify the atrocious slayer of children with 
tne savage baron, who killed his wives as 
fast as he married them? 

It would be hard to say. 

The historical facts are the crimes and ex- 
ecution of Gilles de Retz.

THR TWO INCENTIVES TO WORK. 

In this world, as at present constituted, it 
is the wniversally accepted law that man 
must labor to obtain his bread. The curse 
which followed the expulsion of Adam from 
his idle and luxurious quarters in the Gar- 
den of Eden follews his descendants, Large 
numbers would revert to his original condi- 
tion, if they could, but they find tnemselves 
confronted not by the angel’s flaming sword 
but by the equally effective / fiat: ‘In the 
sweat of thy face,shalt\thou eat bread till 
thou return unto the ground.’’ There are 
two forces in this life which furnish sufii- 
cient incentives for this enforced labor. 

1. The first is absolute want or necessity. 
Men know thatif they do not work they 
must pay the inevitablé penalty of starva- 
tion. . They will die of hunger or perish from 
cold and exposure Nooneis exempt from 
the operations of the first force. Even the 
lazy savage, who will do no more work than 
nature compels, is forced to hunt or fish in 
order to supply his natural wants. The “ani- 
mals are noteven exceptions to the operations 
of the general law. They must hustle for a 
living, though, with the exception’ of the 
ant, the bee, and the squirrel, who are wise 
and do extra work, none of them labor more 
than the simplest demandsof existence force 
them to do. 

2. The second force which animates men 
is an incentive to do more than is necessary 
to merely supply their pressing natural 
wants. it takes the form of acquisition or 
accumulation. Itis the desire for property 
and weaith. Itis the impulse that animates 
the ant and the bee, only in greater degree. 
It begins with the desire to provide against 
the helplessness of oldage and personal vi- 
cissitudes which may come into any life, and 
with an equally pressing desire to provide 
for tne heipless children, and after death by 
will and bequest. It grows by use and suc- 
éess. Habits become -passions and mere 
acquisition takes the form of a love of pos- 
session and its attendant comforts, luxuries, 
and influence. {t causes men to plan, think, 
and work extra hard. It-makes capitalists 
and employers and inventors, It animates 
laboring men to work harder and acquire 
@ surplus over their daily needs, which they 
may own, enjoy, and Sequeath to their chil- 
dren after they are dead.It is a powerful 
force and next strongest to the first, or ne 
cessity force, already mentioned. To this 4 
second force are due all personal ownership, 
comfort, luxury, and property for bequest. 
It evoives the great leaders of industry and 
the inventive geniuses and the organizing 
minds who supply the world with ocean steam- 
ers, continental railroads, vast manufacto- 
ries, labor-saving machines, stores and great 
buildings, municipal improvements, elegant 
Those 
who are not actuated by this second force 
lag in the race, live a comfortless existence, 
and usually die in a condition of dependence. 
[tis this all-important second force which 
socialism blindly, ignorantly, and idiotically 
seeks to aestroy, and thereby bring all men 
down to the limitations of the first. What 
would be the resuit? It would put men back 
into a condition of poverty, with only half or 
not one-half enough of food, clothing, shelter, 
comtorts, and conveniences. There would 
be no incentive to laborexcept for the scanty 
supply of nature’s wants. Nothing more 
could be obtained 6n the socialistic methods. 
If any person did get more it would not be 
his but the State’s. There would be no in- 
ducement to accumulate, no motive to invest, 
no opportunity to bequeath. Ina short time 
all men would be reduced to the same dead, 
dull level, and they could never get any far- 
ther. Not one of these socialistic leaders— 
Marx, Chubb, Grottkau, and Morgan—hds 
ever shown that tie surplus production 
caused by the second forre could be continued 
if it were abolished, as there is nothing to 
take its placejwhile human nature continues 
as it is. , | 

There are ways of ameliorating the condi- 
tion of the working classes without resort- 
ing to the delusory and destructive system 
of Chubb et al., and thoughtful, judicious men 
are all the time suggesting them. The world 
is growing wiser, better, kinder, and more 
considerate all the time, and will yet solve 
the labor proffiem, but not on the lines of 
Chubb, which would reduce all men to an 
animai existence, except the leaders consti- 
tuting the so-calied ** State,’’ who would live 
off the rest, Chubb among them. 
THE STRUGGLE FOR AN EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 

No man is willing to work ten hours a day 
when he can get the same pay for eight 
hours’ work. Nor should he be. Nor is 
there an employer who prefers to see his 
men working ten hours rather than eight 
merely for the pleasure of seeing them toil- 
ing. The shorter his men’s hours, the short- 
er are his own, for he often begins work be- 
fore them and is at it after they arethrougn. 
If he can seil the commodities he makes at a 
price which will enable him to compete with 
rivals he wouid rather they were made in 
six hours than if eight, in eight than in ten. 

Therefore, the effort in favor of the eight- 
hour day, which the American Federation of 
Labor proposes to make May 1 of next year, 
only four months hence, will meet with no 
opposition based on hostility to eight hours 
per sé, or on a wish to make man work as 
much as possible, and to force him to feel to 
the utmost the ‘curse pronounced when the 
first parents were evicted from Eden. It 
will be opposed only on the ground that it is 
economically inexpedient, or that the com- 
munity will not be able to stand the rise in 
prices when the manufacturer is forced to 
add 25 per cent to his pay-roll and enlarge his 
plant to turn out the same quantity of goods 
that he did before. If it is shoown that this 
is not to be the case, fewemployers will stand 
in the way of the workmen having: what 
they ask for. 

Ever since 1867 there have been numerous 
efforts to introduce the eight-hour day in 
this city. The first attempt, though a strong 
one, Was an utter failure. What might have 
happened in 1886.it is impossible to tell, for 
the haymarket bomb ended that attempt. A 
year later tue majority of the Chicago build- 
ing trades were successful in getting what 
they wanted. It was their good fortune that 
they belonged to what may be called the non- 
competitive class of trades. So long as 
readymade brick and stone blocks or single 
buildings could not be run up in country 
towns by the cheaper labor of rural crafts. 
men and shipped by boat or rail to Chicago 
no impassable obstacle stood in the way ot 
the eight-hour day for brickiayers, painters, 
etc. it made it more expensive to put upa 
structure, but the owner of the property 
either charged higher rent, and in that way 
got back from. everybody, workingmen in- 
cluded, the interest on his increased invest- 
ment, or he decided to remain satisfied with 
a smaller return for his capital, or he did not’ 
build, 

But where the attempt was made to cut 
down the hours, but-not the pay, of men who 
were in competitive trades with other cities 


makers, wagonmakers, shoemakers, tailors, 
machine work, iron amd steel making, etc., it 
did not take long to strike asnag. The Chi- 
cago employer who had conceded eight hours 
quickly learned that the price of production 
in the little cities and towns which surround- 
ed Chicago was unaltered, and that if he did 
not take advantage of that fact and have his 
work done there he would be fighting a bat- 
tle which must necessarily end in a commer- 
cial defeat—bankruptcy. 

Therefore all those manufacturers who 
could have their work done at these outside 
points did so, and the Chicago artisan found 
that there was no employment for him here, 
and that if he wished ajob he must follow 
the work to its new location, where he wovid 
have to labor ten hours and get less pay than 
he had been receiving here. 

The more intelligent laborers were not 
slow in seeing how things were working, 
and they finally admitted that it was not fair 
to the employer in the great manufacturing 
centers, such as Chicago, New Yor, Boston, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, and Cincinnati, to 
drive them to the wall by competition with 
the cheaper labor of thousands of smaller 
places. The workingmen saw that this is a 
free trade country, Within the limits.of the 
Union, so far as home-made goods are con- 
cerned, and that no protection wall could, be 
raised to shelter the manufacturer in the city 
who paid ten hours’ wages for eight hours’ 
work, from the destructive competition of 
the man who paid the same amount of money 
for ten hours’ work in a neighboring country 
town. 

Therefore they stopped their useless con- 
test and promised that when the next de- 
mand for eight hours’ work and ten hours’ 
pay was made it should be universal in this 
country, and, if possibile, in the Oid World. 

At the recent ‘meeting of the American 
Federation of Labor, an association which 
more than any other represents the working- 
men, it was decided that it would profit by 
the experience of the past and notordera 
general eight-hour demand May 1 but limit 
its efforts to securing the eight-hour dav for 
the building tradeseverywhere. This choice 
was made because the intelligent men at the 
head of the federauon saw a prospect of 
success there but notelsewhere. They had 
not the organization to demand eight hours 
fer competitive trades. 

Thouga this program may be followed out 
at Chicago, it is not certain that it will be. 
Nearly ail the building trades here already 
have eight hours, and the workmen in com- 
petitive ones think*they ought to be. helped 
to secure the same blessing. Therefore they 
are talking of an eight-hour demandof their 
own, which shail be supported if need be by 
assessments levied on the building trades. 

Some of those who are talking of doing 
this say they will ask but for four-fifths as 
much pay as they now receive. Itis safe to 
ip 24 that if the demand for eight hours comes 

l is form the many employers will accept 
it without serious resistance. But men who 
start out by saying they will ask for but 
four-fifths pav for four-fifths of a day’s work 
are apt to change theireminds when they 
think they see a good chance to get some- 
thing for nothing. Ii that turns out to be 
the case next May it needs no prophet to 
foretell the course of events. The manu- 
facturer will not voluntarily accept terms 
which put 1t out of his power to compete per- 
haps with foreign and certainly with domes- 
tic rivals. If his business is such that he 
can retain a Chicago office and have his 
work done at the cheaper places if the 
vicinity, he will concede the eight hours. “but 
will see to it he has no work done under that 
arrangement. If his business is such that 
he cannot have his goods made in, or order 
them from, cheaper points of production, he 
will regretfully discharge his men and shut 
up his shop. 

The Chicago workmen will show wisdom if 
they let alone something which the federa- 
tion of all the trades admits is as yet too big 
a job for it to tackie. 
A SHAMEFUL REMINISCENCE FOR NEW 

YORK, 

The iladeiphia Jnquirer has unearthed 
another of those monumental reminiscences 
which go to show the extraordinary inabiiity 
of the City of New York to erect a memorial 
of any kind to commemorate the faine of our 
great men. As long ago as 1547 it appears 
that tne people of that city, in the presence 
of the President of the United States, tne 
members of his Cabinet, the Governor of the 
State, and many other Governors and in- 
vited guests of prominence from all parts of 
the couutry, laid the corner-stone of a monu- 
ment to be erected to the memory of George 
Washington. It was a brilliant pageant, ac- 
companied by an immense civic and military 
procession, and made impressive by patriotic 
speeches,. songs of praise, and prayers to 
God, and the whole country applauded the 
P creat metropolis for her munificence, her 
patriotism, and her public spirit. 

Nearly half a century has elapsed and 
where is that monument? Nay, more, where 
is there any trace of it? Echo answers, 
where? The President and his Cabinet, the 
Governor and the “‘t’other governors,” as 
Rogue Riderhood would say, and many 
thousands of those who witnessed the stately 
pageant have been gathered to their fathers, 
and probably died regretting that they did 
not live long enough to witness the comple- 
tion of the great monument whose corner- 
stone they had seen laid with such pomp. If 
they were ail that had gone, however, the 
case would noi be so piliful. The peopie of 
New York raised a monument fund. How 
much these generous séuls contributed we 
donot know. That isa matter of little con- 
sequence, however, for whether it was much 
or little the monument fund has disappeared 
and left nosign. The New York World says 
the scheme proved to be a boom for real es- 
tate in the neighborhood of the proposed site, 
just as the tomb of Gen. Grant has done, so 
that there was some return for the originai 
outlay of patriotism and some practical 
showing{of profit on the Washington pag- 
eantry. ,ALl was not lost to the thrifty New- 
Yorkers. But after the disappearance of 
the magnates who invested the cere- 
moaial with the luster of. their offices, 
of the military who made it brill 
iant with their uniforms and flags, of the 
Singers and preachers who made it impress- 
ive with their anthems and prayers, and of 
the subscription fund, there was ieft at least 
the corner-stone to bear witness to the love 
and veneration of New York for the Father 
of his Country. Alack and well-a-day! The 
corner-stone lay neglected week after week 
and month after month, until one dark night 
it, too, disappeared. Some one had stolen it, 
and no one to this day knows of cares who 
was tke thief. 

Is this a foreshadowing of the fate of . the 
Grant monument, which is still on paper? It 
is now neurly five vears since Grant was 
buried in New York City.- The monument 
fund was started then. It has not yet disap- 
peared, but is 1t not on the road to the limbo 
of forgetfulness? The millionaires of New 
York promised a two miliion dollar monu- 
ment. Then they cutitdown to a million. 
In nearly tive years they have raised $140,- 
000, counting interest on oid subscriptions. 
There is wild talk of laying a corner-stone 
next spring. How can any one expect that a 
Million-doliar monument, with a hundred 
thousand or so in hand, will ever go any 
further than a corner-stone? And who shall 
give assurance that the Grant corner-stone, 


like the Washington, will not be stolen after 
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it has lain neglected several months? The 


fate of the one is a sad augury of the fate of 
the other. The real-estate boom of the Wash- 
ington corner-stone has been repeated in the 
real-estate boom at Riverside. ‘ Howard” 
in one of his trenchant letters says: 


You will remeinber that all the correspondence 
as to the burial place of Grant took place the 
day after his death, and silly Fred Grant's dis- 
patch—*“ Mother takes Riverside’’—was made 
public on the heels of a negotiation, part of 
which wasgeneral property, much of which was 
private trade and dicker at the same time. Dur 
ing all the ten days when, for a specific purpose, 
the mortal remains of the great soldier were 
kept at Mount MoGregor, during all that time 
when thousands of dollars were earned by the 
little yack rabbit road running from Saratoga 
to Mount McGregor, while hundreds of thousands 
of dollars were poured into the coffers of the 
Mount McGregor hotel—O, the shame of it— 
real-estate arrangements were being made ana 
all sorts of outrageous bargains Were proposed, 
discussed, rejected, or accepted. 


The real cause which underlies this apathy 
of the people of New York is not so much 
greed or stinginess as it is the lack of 
nationalism and patriotism. It has no desire 
to erect a monument.to the memory of the 
man who trampled tpon the doctrine of 
State sovereignty, fought down and con- 
quered secession, and triumphantly estab- 
lished the authority of the Nation. The IJn- 
quirer, which resurrected the shameful Wash- 
ington reminiscence, pertinently says: 
‘* Where George Washington’s corner-stone 
cannot be left alone in the dark we need not 
idk for a monument to Grant torise. Where 
a people so entirely forget the past and care 
so httle for its hallowed symbols in their 
keeping is no place to celebrate the discov- 
ery of the New Worlkd.”’ 


DRINK BILL OF ENGLISH WORKMEN. 
In an elaborate analysis of British local 


and imperial taxes, made with a view to 
show how they fall on different classes, Prof. 
Leone Levi has thrown a strong side light on 
the drink billof English workmen, aithough 
he did not aim specially at that result. He 
finds that every £1 ($4.86) of British loval 
and imperial taxes is paid as follows: 

“orking classes, Se 
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These taxes fall on persons belonging to 
the ‘middle and higher classes”’ in different 
proportions owing to their less consumption 
of liquor and use of tobacco and the payment 
of more on lands, houses, stamps, and in- 
comes. Prof. Levi finds each pound of tax 
paid by an Englishman of the middle or 
higher class to be distributed as follows: 
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These figures show a startling contrast. 
Eliminating the other items and considering 
only the drink bill, it appears that a British 
workman pays liquor tax to the amount of 
$2.53 where a person in the middle or higher 
classes contributes only 76 cents. The work- 
man’s liquor tax is more than three times 
that of the middle-class Englishmgn. The 
big levy against the latter is on lands, houses, 
and incomes, whereas on the workman it is 
for intoxicating drink and tobacco, The 
great tax in the British Empire is on liquor 
and amounts to more than double that on 
lands, houses, property, and ‘incomes put 
together, and the British workmen pay it per 
capita in proportion of three to one as com- 
pared with the upper and higher ciasses. 
Yet the tax, of course, is only a small item 
in the total cost of the liquor consumed by 
the working classes. The class least able to 
pay for liquor and suffering most from it, 
owing to the impairment of means of sup- 
port, consumes three times as much per cap- 
ita as those who could bettér withstand the 
consequences either as to expense or reduced 
earning capacity. Is it necessary to look 
further in inquiring&s to the chief cause of 
poverty in Great. Britain? 

In this country the proportion of the drink 
bill borne by workmen is no doubt higher 
even than in Great Britain. While the use 
of wine is almost universal there among 
those belonging to the middle and higher 
classes it is not so here, and a considerable 
proportion of the thrifty and well-to-do peo- 
ple in the United States are total abstainers. 
It can scarcely be claimed that the mer- 
Ghants, property-owners, capitalists, and em- 
ployers of the United States consume per 
capita as much liquor as people of the same 
relative rank in Engianc. It would seem to 
follow that if in Engiand workmen consume 
three times as much liquor as persons belong- 
ing to the property-owning and more pros- 
perous classes the proportion must be even 
higher in this country. The drink habit is 
the great national evil, however, of the 
United States as well as of England and 
works untold misery among the working 
classes as the cause of poverty and disease 
and mental, moral, and industrial degrada- 
tion. The extirpation of the alcohol habit, 
or even the substitution of moderate drink- 
ing for ruinous excess, would be an incalcu- 
labie benefit to the Nation, and espec‘ally to 
the classes now without property and de- 
pendent upon their labor for support.

THE ART INSTITUTE GALLERY. 


One of the large new galleries in the Art Insti- 
tute is to be opened to the public Curing this 
week, when several remarkable picturés will be 
seen for the first time in this city. Among them 
are Claude Lorraine's “ Italian Se-Port,” “The 
Poultry-Yard,” by Hondekoeter; “A Mother and 
Child,” by Courtois; a damty little Bouguereau, 
landscapes by Ruysdael and Julien Dupré, and 
Sir Joshua Reynolds’ “ Portraits of Judge Dun- 
ning and His Sister.” But the picture which wil) 
provoke vastiy more discussion than any of 
these is Holman Hunt’s “Triumph of the Inno. 
cents.” It is painted on a large canvas some 
eight feet in length, and was loaned to the in- 
stitute by the artist himself, who has 
not hitherto permitted it to cross the seas. 
It created a sensation in England! several years 
ago, and isc red one of the finest efforts of 
the pre-Raphgelite school in England. One criti¢ 
has even gone so far as to call it the greatest 
religious painting of the century. To compre- 
hend such extravagang admiration, an ordisary 
observer who has not been educated on the ten- 
ets of this school must change his whole hapit 
of thought, must put himself on a different plane 
and ina different atmosphere, He must forget 
Raphael and the religious painters of his time, 
he must even forget the moderns, the French 
artists Whose technique is irreproachable;: he 
must place himself; in fact, in the painter's posi- 
tion. He must try to appreciate what was in his 
mind and to see how nearly the result approaches 
his ideals. If one looks at his work without this 


sympathy, without the desire to find 
what there is of good in the picture, 
it seems ridiculous. The curious muxt- 


ure of light and dark in its atmosphere, the chil- 
dren with their gay garlands, the disagreeable 
dimpled mouth of the Virgin, the purple-red 
hair of the Christ, and the extraordinary color. 
ing, are enough to make one speechlgss with 
amazement. 7 

Mr. Hunt has written a short description of 
the picture, which serves to explain his motives, 
The subject is the fiight into Egypt, the Madonna 
and Child being seated on the back of ass, 
whose foal follows her; while Joseph, bending 
under the burden of his carpenter’s tools, leads 
the animal and turns to watch the signal fires on 
the distant hills. The group is surrounded by 
the figures of the Innocents, whom Herod had 
s'aughtered. Jesus recognizes the spirits 
and stretches out his hand to them mer- 
rily. -“ Garlanded for the sacrifice,’ writes 
Mr. Hunt; “ bearing branches and Dlossoms of 
trees they progressively mark their urnderstasd- 
ing of the glory of their service. An infant 
spirit, isolated in wonder, finds no mark of 
harm, where the sword wounded him. permitted 
to appear on his glorified body. Behind in the 
air are the babes, as yet hardly awakened to the 
new life. In differing revelations of sorrow they 
show the influence of earthly terror and suffering 
still impressed upon them.” Ip front of Joseph 
are others who comprehend their trinmph, and 
the procession is led by one with spiritual face 
who bears a smoking censer. “Those. who fol- 
low cast down their tokens of martyrdom in the 
path of their recognized Lord.’’ The stream 
through which Joseph passes is uprippled except 
by his feet, while the water on which the 
spirits tread is the “stream of eternal 
life, mystically portrayed as ever foll- 
ing onward.” The plash, of its waves 
forms large bubbles in which are shadowy 
scenes from the life of Christ; imaging the * Jew- 
ish belief in the millennium that is to follow the 
advent of the Messiah.” 

The picture is well composed, the Virgin ana 
Child being the central and most prominent fig- 
ures of the group. Low green hills and table 
lands form its background at the left, while at 
the right are two groups of fine old trees. What 
light there is emanates from the. unseen moon, 
and from the spirits of the Innoconts. They are 
made brilliant by it, and their bright flowerv gar- 
lands are broughtinto strong relef. The dra- 
peries and these garlands are conventionalized 
until they are stiff and stringy. 

The entire canvas is painted. with elaborate 
care, much of it wasted, alas. The landscape is 
too finical. It should have been done with broad, 
free strokes of the brush, instead of which each 
particular mound is’ accurately finished. The 
effect without the exactness is what we Want, 
It should be more shadowy, more mystical. The 
same fault is found, also, in the figures. There 
is nothing in the least spiritual about the Inno- 
cents. They are earthly to the core. Judged 
apart from what they represent, they are charm- 
ing fat little cherubs, butit is incongruous to 
speak of their “glorified bodies.” We are not 
surprised, like the child near the center who 
examines the rent in his garment, to see no gash 
behind it, for the life in him is too exuberant; he 
never could have died. The Christ, too, is abso- 
lutely human; his magenta hairalmost crossing 
thes tep from the sublime to the ridiculous. 
Mary’s pallid fuce is beautiful above 
the mouth, her delicately red transparent 
eyelids speaking eloquently of suffer- 
ing. But the mouth spoils all. [It 
expresses nothing, andthe dimples are merely 
trivial. The figure of Joseph is strongly modeled, 
though the weight he carries stems to be curi- 
ously heavy. Whatis hardest to forgive in the 
picture is the introduction of the bubbles, Even 
if their significance can be appreciated they 
merely distract the attention and mar the 
harmony of the whole. 

‘‘The Triumph of the Innocents” is interest 
fhg from many points of view, but it is not ele- 
vating nor inspiring. Itis hard to realize that 
the subject is deeply religious, and that the 
childis divine. The artist’s interpretation of his 
thoughtis faulty. It lacks the supreme touch, 
But when all is said, the central idea of the 
picture cannot be too highly commended, It is 
rarely beautiful. 

No more striking contrast covld be found than 
between Holman Hunt and Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
The soft, delicate coloring of the “ Portraits” is 
delightfully refreshing after Hunt’s brilliant can- 
vas, like a glass of clear, cool water after some 
rich liquor. The figures are treated with abso- 
lute simplicity, and ne one could cavil even if 
they are rather too*rigidly posed. The Judge's 
character is admirably rendered, and the lady’s 
graceful personality needs no praise. 
Hondekoeter’s *‘ Poultry Yard” is a clever 
rendering ofan uninteresting subject. Courtous’ 
blues and grays are charming, though his 
‘* Mother and Child” are a little sentimental But 
these, like the other paintings I have mentioned, 
have not yet been hung. They were therefore 
examined in a bad light, and any criticism upos 
them would be unjust.

Judge Hawes yesterday ordered Clerk Meo- 
Grath of the Superior Court to receive from the 
Chicago City railway company $11,104 and hold it 
until further order of the court. The order was 
issued in response tu a biil of interpleader filed 
by the company and fully explaining the unusual 


anxiety to get rid of a large sum of money. 


It is recited that Jan. 29, 1889, the Town of 


Lake passed an ordinance giving the Chicago 
City railway company the right to lay tracks on 


Wentworth avenue from Sixty-third street to 


Vincennes avenue and on Vincennes avenue to 
EKighty-first.street. A provision of the ordinance 
Was that the company should within sixty days 
of the completion of the line and the commence- 
ment of its use payinto the treasury of the 


Town of Lake the sum of $1 per front foot of 


property on Wentworth avenve from Sixty-third 
to Seventy-third streets. This money, it was 
provided, should be for the benefit of the prop- 
erty-owners. 

Nov. 1 last the new line was put in opefation 
and under the ordinance the money, amounting 
to $11,104; must be paid before Jan. 1 or the 
charter will be liable to forfeiture. -Consequent- 
ly the railway company was anxious to pay. 
Who to settle with was a question. The Town 
of Lake had, since the passage of the ordinance, 
been annexed to Chicago, and the City Treasurer 
claimed the money. On the other hand it was 
claimed that the money should go into the oid 
town treasury as money paid on an ordinance 
passed and put into operation before annexation. 

There were other claimants, too, for many 
property-owners along the tracks pointed to the 
ordinance which provided that the money was for 
the benefit of the property-owners and demanud- 
ed who else was entitied to it, 

The street-car people were willing to pay but 
did not want to hand over acheck to the wroug 
people and subsequently be obliged to pay again.

Flynne, rose to ask what the gent from 
Hammond had to say agin the crockery 
businéss, if anything. 

The gent from Hammond retorted that 
what he said went, and if it didn’t go he 
could make a front for it after the accepted 
fashion in Hammond.

FAIRLY ROLLING IN GOLD. 


EXPLORATION THAT SEEMS TO LO- 
CATE THE ANCIENT EL DORADO, 


Negroes with Untold Riches—Engiand and 
Venezuela Still Squabbiing Over Front- 
ier Limitations—Mr. Stollmeyer Work- 
ing the Monroe Doctrino Piea—Official 
Discourtesy Causes a RKRumpas—the 
Work of Sixteenth Century Adventurers 
Continaed. 


Port or Sparn, Dec. 17.—|New York Her- 
ald.)—Of the story of Manoa d’El Dorado, 
that city of gold toward which the gallant 
adventurers of the sixteenth century looked 
yearningly, there remains to the many but a 
name. There is in the mindsof ordinary 
people who have neither time nor inclina- 
tion to dive deeply into matters, a vague idea 
that the El Dorado is a place very desirable 
and possibly in existence somewhere, 
while there are others who fuse it with 
Jason and the Golden Fleet The story, 
however—fable if you will—Dlayed a won- 
derful part in the history of South American 
colonization. 

It was fiom floating rumors and Indidn 
traditions that the existence of the mighty 
empires of the Montezuma and Athuallpa 
was suspected by Cortez and Pizarro, and it 
was the magic word “gold ” which lured 
them on to conquest and immortality. What 
wonder,-then, that the story brougnt to Ha- 
vana Dy Martinez at the commencement of 
the sixteenth century sbould have made men 
mad with the “ auri sacra fames.”’ 

Martinez, who had been cruising off the 
coast of the Guianas, appeared in Havana 
with alarge amount of treasure, which he 
said came from the sands of Lake Parimé. lt 
was on the shores of this lake, which was to 
be reached by mounting one of the small 
rivers lying between 2° and 4° north latitude, 
that the city of Manoa G’E! Dorp was to be 
found. The Indians reported that tuere ex- 
isted in the mountains a chief whose palace 
was roofed with virgin gold. This chief was 
identified afterward in the fertile imagina- 
tion of the adventurers with the ‘last of the 
Incas, who had perhaps, like Orellana, fol- 
lowed the course of the Amazon and had 
mounted one of its tributaries to the north. 
His garments were said to be covered with 
plates of gold, and the most common articles 
of daily use were said to be of the same shin- 


ing metal. e 
WHITE INDIANS. 

M. Coudreau, the intrepid French explorer, 
is of: opinion that ‘*E]l Dorado” (the gilded 
man) was merely one of those chiefs of the 
mountains who followed the custom of pow- 
dering the body with mica dust. M. Couv- 
dreau’s skepticism, however, must have been 
shaken by the discovery he has revently 
made in the latest exploration in the Tumuc- 
Humac, where he found a tribe of Indians 
40,000 strong and as white as Europeans. The 
full report of his explorations will be read 
with great interest. 

Led on by the ola-time stories, hundreds of 
brave men embarked their ail in ventures 
on the east coast, each one buoyed up Dy 
the hope that he and he alone would 
find the golden city, but the greater part 
were doomed to ieave their bones on 
the inhospitable shores bordered by mud 
flats and mangrove marsh, swarming with 
mosquitoes and marengouins, and giving 
forth under the rays of an equatorial sun tne 
deadiy miasma. Others there were whose 
lives were spared by the climate and who re- 
turned gaunt and yellow from the malaria, 
and ruined in pocket and prospects, to reap 
the punishment which is always awarded by 
the world to the unsuccessful, Still, unde- 
terred by these failures, people led on by the 
delusive hope of becoming in asingie day 
rich beyond the dreams of avarice flocked to 
the lana of gold. Gentiemen bankrupt in 
purse but rich in hopes; ruined gamesters 
throwing their last main, their lives the 
stake; war-worn soldiers, outcasts from soci- 
etv—such was the collection of heterogene- 
ous materials banded together to snatch her 
secret from the land of the **migbty river.”’ 

The aborigines were put to the torture to 
make them confess to the whereabouts of 
the city; but neither threats nor promises, 
neither rewards nor tortures, could wring 
from the stolid Indian that which he con- 
sidered sacred. Even the French Govern- 
ment bestirred itself in the matter, and as 
late as 1720 the then Governor of French 
Guiana organized an expedition, which, how- 
ever, perished in the attempt to discover the 
hidden treasures. Discouraged and dis- 
heartened by these failures, men then began 
to ridicuie the idea of the ‘*Ki Dorado’’:in 
proportion as they had blindly and fatuously 
believed in it.: This was the natural reac- 
tion, and, althOugh neither reasonable nor 
logical, such. violeut changes of front are 
well known to students of humanity to be in- 
separabie from the habits of the *‘mutabile 
vuigus.”’ ; 

AURIFEROUS REGIONS. 

Now, however, after three centuries have 
passed, the story of Manoa d’El Dérado does 
not appear to have been totally devoid of 
truth. Important discoveries of gold have 
taken place all along the Guianas at a vary- 
ing distance from the coast, from Venezuela 
almost to the boundaries of Mexico. In the 
district situated between the Aroa ana the 
Tapahony, tributaries tothe Maroni,'the no- 
ble river’ which divides the French and 
Dutch tributaries, gold has been found in 
such rich deposits that the two governments 
named have jointiy dispatched an armed 
force to prevent its illegal exploitation: 

Everything seems to point to the fact 
that the **Hautes- Guyanes’”’ are the goild- 
fields of the future, and when the delimita- 
tion of frontier shall have been compieted 
we may expect such a rush as has never been 
known since the California fever. In Brit- 
ish Guiana we find that tne area of the gold- 
producing country appears now to be of 
greater extent than was at first supposed. 
(rold, which at first was obtained from the 
Puruni and Cuyuni Rivers only, is now ob- 
tained from the Upper Essequebo, the Ba- 
rama—a tributary of the Waini—and from 
the Upper Demerara River. 

Sir Charlies Bruce, C. M. G., the Govern- 
ment Secretary, speaking at the opening cf a 
school hall in Demerara last month, said that 
‘besides the colony’s rich agricuitural and 
pastoral Wealth, it appeared that they had 
close to them the realization of a gold indus- 
try. A few days ago an ordinary botfle had 
been- brought to him which was full of’ goid 
worth several hundred pounds, and that gold 
had been picked up by one man gieaning 
along the banks of oneof theirrivers. It 
was once thought that the streets of London 
were paved ‘with gold; that had been proved 
faise, but in reality the surface of the earth 
of the colony was absolutely strewn with 
gold in large quantities. Perhans there was 
no land in any partof the world which was 
so perfectly rich above and below its sur- 
face.’”’ In 
here mention 
ported from 


that the quantity of goid ex- 
British Guiana from Jan. 1 to 
Oct. 11, 1559, was 21,970 ounces, valued at 
$409,511, and this with only a tew prospectors 
in the field. 
THE VERITABLE EL DORADO. 

But rich as the gold fields of British Guiana 
nay become the geological features of the 
country and the trend of the land point to 
the district in French and Dutch Guiana, be- 
tween 5 and 6 degrees north jatitude and 53 
and 55 west longitude, as a veritable land of 
El Doraco. Gold about here, especially in 
the creeks and tributaries of the Mana, is as 
thick,as leaves in Vallombrosa. Quite re- 
cently when in Cayenne 1 was amazed at the 
flourishing condition of the black people who 
form the bulk of the population. I saw at 
once that these people derived their support 
from some extraneous source and not from 
the ordinary methods of employment ob- 
tained in other countries. These people, like 
the lilies (to use the language of the Script- 
ures) ‘toll not, neither do they spin, and yet 
Solomon in all his giory was not arrayed like 
one of them.” : 

To see a Cayennaise belle tricked out in 
holiday costume is a sight fit for tne gods to 
behold. -In addition to her gaudy and expen- 
sive dress she is bedecked with the purest of 
gold jewelry, many of her ornaments being 
solid nuggets of two and three ounces weight. 
The. pins which keep in piace her crisp, 
woolly tresses are made of beaten Virgin 
gold, and a valuabie and artisticaily designed 
goid comb in filigree work adorns the back of 
her head. And itis not alonéin the matter 
of dress that these people expend large sums 
of money, for I observed that they were ull 
bod viveurs, eating and drinking of the best 
the country afforded. 

W nence do tuey obtain the means of liv- 
ing so expensively? The answer is given in 
one word—viz.: From the gold in which their 
country abounds., These women are the 
Wives or relatives'of the men who go dans 
les bois in search of gold, and as thesetat- 
ter, after a short period of prospecting, re- 
turn with large quantities of the precious 
metal, ney are abie to indulge their familv 
and friends in the manver I nave described. 
The sickening scenes of poverty and distress 
one sees in the West Indian Isianas are con- 
spicuousiy absent in Cayenne. Vagrants 
and idlers there are none, Men, women, and 
children are - weil housed, well fea and

VENEZUELAN AFFAIRS, 

In connoction with the fronVer difficulties 
existing between Great Britg.n und Vene- 
zuela, the President of the Universal Peace 
Union of Philadelphia nas written to Mr. 
Conrad F, Stollmeyer, a merchant of this 
town; one of the 115 Vice-Presidents of the 
union, informing him that, ne had been ap- 
pointed by that body a deputation of one to 

roceed to Caracas to study the different 

earings of the question, and to make 4 re- 

port to the union on the subject in order to 
try and bring about a peaceful solution of the 
difficulty. Accordingiy Mr. Stolimeyer left 
here for Caracas the ist inst., taking let- 
ters of recommendation from the union to 
Dr. Rojas Paul), Presiden: of the Republic, 
and to dil the principal political personages 
there. It is very difficult to see what good 
can come of Mr. Stollmeyer’s visit to Ca- 
racas. 

Study the question he may; but no amount 
of ‘‘study”’ by him or the Peace Union will 
have the sligntest effect on the stand taken 
by England in the matter, supported as she 
is by an overwhelming mass of historical 
evidence and the old Dutch maps. Even 
Guzman Blanco, with all his astuteness, 
failed to make out a clear case of British ag- 
gressionon Venezuelan territory when, in 
1887, he did his best to induce che American 
Government to interfere under the plea of 
the Monroe doctrine, Still Mr. Stollmeyer’s 
visit will certainly do no harmif it does no 
good. He can explain his benevolent mission 
to President Pauiand enjoy the dinner de 
rigueur that will follow. At this period of 
the year the City of Caracas 1s one of the 
most delightful spois in which to dwell. Its 
tine, bracing climate will rejuvenate Mr. 
Stollmeyer and send him back to Trinidad 
probably a wiser but most certainly a health- 
ier man than when he left 1t.

WHAT HE LEARNED IN NEW YORK, 


Story from China of the Exploits of a Sec- 
ond Avenue Laundryman. 

It was just about seventeen moons ago 
Yong Fong Doy, a laundryman of Second av- 
enue, hit a Mott street **Poh Ka Peah,”’ or 
policy shop, for $1,500 in cold Mellican dol- 
lars on an investment of $1 capital, and con- 
ciuded to visit his relatives in Cant ays 
the New York Sun. According to the 1etbery 
received here from his friends it was n 
ticed during the voyage that Yong remained 
buried in deep thought, save for an occasion- 
al earnest chat with another good-looking 
young Chinaman whose name is yet a pro- 
found secret. In the port of Hong-Kong 
Yong -and his newly-made friend disap- 
peared. 

The story as told here among the Chinese 
is that Yong and his companion put upata 
first-class Chinese public’ house under as- 
sumed names. The younger of the two be- 
came the eider’s valet and made thé pro- 
prietor understand that his companion was 
a Mandarin recently commissioned to the 
United States to inspect railroads, and that 
he was on his way to Pekin to report. The 
effect of this Was to bring the employés of 
the house upon their knees. In a day or two 
nearly 200 men were hiredas body guard, 
secretary, and other necessary attachés to 
the person of a “ Kwanyin,”’ or high official, 
on a journey. Yong had a wash-basin made to 
order in solid beaten gold. It took more/than 
one-half of his fortune, but it inspired confi- 
dence. To each of his 200 followers/he ad- 
vanced a haii month’s wages, which means 
$2 apiece. In a week Yong set outin a gor- 
geous sedan chair, carried upon th¢ shoulders 
of eight able-bodied Chinamen, for Pekin in 
the character of Khi Chong Wong, the uncle 
of the Emperor, who seidom leaves the Cap- 
ital. He is a personage that gan be seen only 
by Viceroys and Governors. Those under 
these ranks know him by wame only. 

The bogus Khi Chong Wong began on the 
city of Soon Chu inthe Provinceof Kan Bi. 
The Prefect was notified by couriers that his 
Excellency Khi Chong Wong would prob- 
abiy need some ready cush for necessary ex- 
penses, as is customary for all members of 
the imperial househoid, who never carry 
money while traveling. fhe frightened 
‘**Chefoo,’’ with a force of gayly-clad offi- 
cials, went out of the city to meet Khi Chong 
Wong, and the next morning whe * Chefoo ” 
upon his knees hanaei to the bogus Prince 
$50,000 in gold bricks as the onlv available 
cash in the public treasury. The next city 
was Lin Kiang, where the Prefect gave up 
$25,000. While in Sho Hing the *‘ Chefoo”’ 
became suspicious, and asked his Exceilency 
questions which so offended the impostor 
that he forthwith dismissed the Prefect and 
sent him out of town, While the impostor 
plundered the city treasury. Other towns 
were laid under contribution in the same 
way until one day Yong and his companion 
disappeared. The strangest part of the 
whoie thing was that the body cuard were as 
completely deceived as were the Prefects. 

The discovery of the fraud was not made 
until the Chefoo of Ly Chu called upon 
the Viceroy of his Province, and the latter 
telegraphed to the Capital to Khi Chong 
Wong himself. Of course the latter had not 
left. the Capitai for years. A big reward is 
offered for the imposter’s apprehension, and 
if caugh he will receive the * Ling Chi’’ pun- 
ishment—that is, he will be cut up alive into 
6ighteen pieces, 

This shows what one civilized Chinaman 
did with the knowledge he had acquired 
while washing shirts for the Christians. He 
may have been a natural born bad heathen, 
but tne genius and courage with which he 
buncoéd at least tweaty-tive cities out of 
over $2,000,000 1s something not born in a 
Mongolian who has not seen the world.

THE POPE AND HIS VIEWS. 


GREAT QUESTIONS CONSIDERED AT 
THE VATICAN, 


< 


Pope Leo Is by No Means Tottering on the 
Verge of the Grave—Aiming More or 
Less Unconsciotsly at Establishing the 
Holy See as the Headquartefs of a New 
Inter-national—The Social Question and 
the Freedom of Women. 


W. T. Stead’s Rome Letter: In summar- 
izing the net impression produced on my 
mind by more or tess prolonged and confi- 
dential interviews with leading spirits at 
the headquarters of the Roman Church, 
on the whole lam well satisfied with the 
result of my mission: I did notexpect much, 
and I have been ‘agreeably disappointed. 
Il have found good men in high places from 
which they now exercise useful influence, 
from which they may in the future be even 
more useful than they are at present. 
The Pope, on the two occasions on which I had 
an opportunity of observing him closely, im- 
pressed me favorably. Thereisin the act- 
ual face nothing of that sly smirk which ap- 
pears in almostallof his photographs. There 
is a general benevolence in his countenance 
and atwinkie cf humor in his bright eye. 
Although he is apt to be bored by the end- 
less string of solemn triflers who are pre- 
sented on the days when he gives audience, 
itis a weariness of the mind rather than 
a weariness of the body. During the. cele- 
bration of his jubilee he wearied onutall the 
younger men who were ingattendance at his 
court. ‘'The Pope is 79,” said one of them, 

“but do not deceive yourself by the 
almanac. He is as vigorous in mind and al- 
most asalertin body as if he were only 
50.’ This is no doubt an exaggeration, 
but 1t represents the honest impression of 
one whois in a position to contrast the 
physical endurance of Leo XIIL with that 
of the younger mén who surrounded him. 
He did not seemto mé@ decrepit or infirm. 
His old schoolfellow, Mgr. Kirby, Archbish- 
op of Ephesus, who discharges the respon- 
sible duties of rector of the Irish College 
without any trace of senile infirmity, is ten 
years the senior of the Pope. Allowance, 
no aoubt, must be made for the superior 
vitality of the Irish stock; but it wouid be 
@ mistake to regard Leo XIII. as tottering 
on the edge of the grave. He has the mens 
sana in corpore sano, and as long aa he lives 
there will not fail to the guidance of the 
church the intellect of @ statesman and the 
heart of a saint. 

I now proceed to summarize as succinctly 
as I can the substance of what I was told in 
the Vatican by these representatives of the 
policyofthe Papacy: 

The Social Question—On ‘this question 
there 1s no doubt that the Pope means busi- 
ness. Heis of course far from making 
common cause with the violent revolution- 
aries, whevwer Anarchists of Collectivists, 
who arrogate to themselves the exclusive 
right to the title of Socialists. But he 1s 
aiming more or less unconsciously at estab- 
lishing the Holy See as the headquar- 
ters of a new International. He is vigorous- 
ly pushing on the organizauon of industrial 
circles, a@ kind of Catholic trades-union, in 
France, Spain, and Beigium, and ail these 
circles or. labor-unions are more or less 
closely affiliated to Kome. Ifthe pro- 
grams of;the recent socialist congresses 
in Paris are compared with the program 
of the Pope there is sufficient resembiance 
to strike- the most casual observer. The 
Pope is for developing and exvending the 
principle of factory legisiation so as tosecure 
for chiidtiood exemption from labor and lib- 
erty to learn. The Pope is for securing for 
the workman one .rest day in seven. The 
Pope is for shortening the hours ofiabor. I 
was curious td’ know whether the Pope 
meant to do anything more - than emit coun- 
seis of pegfection#on these subjects. Ithink 
if encouraged he will not stopthere. He 
sent Cardinal Lavigerie around Europe to 
revive the new crusade against tne slave 
trade in Africa. It is quite on the cards that 
he may send another Cardinal around the 
world preaching a still more popular crusade 
against hours of labor which leave the work- 
man notimeto live. Take the question of 
the six days working week. They told mo 
that on this subject the Pope is extremely 
eager. lasked whether nis eagerness would 
carry him far enough to summon an Inter- 
national Conference on the subject. I was 
assured that there was no conference the 
Pope would be more delighted to summon, 
and if ne were well enough he would giadly 
preside over such an assembly, to which he 
would eageriy invite representatives of all 
Protestant sects and atheistic and revolu- 
tionary societies, so long as they would agree 
to codperate in obtaining’the great boon of 
one day’s rest in seven. When that confer- 
ence meets I hope I may be there. Even the 
Moderator of the Free Kirk would admit that 
when he was doing such work the stoutest 
Presbyterian might well follow the lead of 
the Pope of Rome. The Pope cannot send 
delegates to Congresses representing Gov- 
ernments. Dnifficuities would arise with 
Italy. But he will watch the proceedings of 
the Congress at Berne, and, if he sees a 
chance of striking in to realize the program 
which isthere arrived at, he will not let the 
opportunity silp,. We may also expect him 
to encourage his clergy everywhere 
to favor tue adoption of courts of 
conciliation and-ofarbvitration as a means 
of settling trade disputes. Upon the 
wider quesuon of capitai, land ownership, 
and the other issues which go down deep, 
I can only add that the Pope’s devotion to 
Thomas Aquinas may well encourage the 
more advauced school to regard the Holy 
Father as in hopeful condition. That, how- 
ever, is not practical for the moment, and 
it is of more importance to kuow that if the 
Holy See can give effect to the volition of 
its chief, all the mighty army of priests will 
emulate each in his own sphere the acts of 
Cardinal Manning. 

The Emancipation of Woman—It was on 
this point that.| had most misgivings, and on 
this point that 1 left Rome miost reassured. 
Tne Pope bas certainly not yet declared for 
woman’s suffrage. But many of his best ad- 
visers find the demand just and iogical. 
And this on two grounds. First, the obvious 
fact that Woman in Kurope is the sole hope 
of the Church. To enfranchise woman 
would place the free thinker bverywhere in 
aminority. Secondly, avartifrom this seif- 
interested view, the Holy See is logically 
driven to demand the enfranchisement of;wo- 
man. The Catholic Church has always protest- 
ed against the intrusion of the State in the 
question of education. The responsibility 
rested with tne parents, with the mother 
equally with the father. So it was in -other 
matters, such as child labor, the nursine~of 
the sick, sanitation, poor felief, etc. In all 
these matters the State has encroached upon 
the family. The rights usurped by the State 
were orginally exercised by the husband 
and wife. They were now solely in the 
hands of the State, which is monopolized by 
the male. Hence asa pis aller, to restore to 
the woman her original share in the man- 
agement of the home and the governance of 
her children is an obvious duty, upon which 
1 venture to hope the church will not fail to 
insist. Formorality and religion the wo- 
man’s vote is allimportant. The Pope in his 
address to the French pilgrims spoke of the 
faiblesse et la mission toute domestigue of 
woman, a phrase which may be interpreted 
as going counter to the aspirations of woman 
for a free career. The Pope, however, has 
to speak for all Christ2?ndom, and in great 
parts of Christendom to insist upon the mis- 
sion toute domestique of woman is to point 
to aon. ideal which few have realized. The 
degradation of woman to a beast of burden, 
who does all the heavy work while man 
hunts or smokes, or goes on the war trail, 
is not yet entirely worked out in many parts 
of Europe. Atthe same time the reaction 
against this brutality may easily go too far, 
and there is always the danger lest in legis- 
lating against the honest labor of women, 
you drive them to means of livelihood 
infinitely more revolting and degrading.

We have referred to this master-siaver, 
not quite clearly, perhaps, as ‘aman with a 
mission,’’ and such, in supreme degree, he 
is. The “awful example” is’ as indispensa- 
ble as the reformer. None of the disciples 
had a more important, mission than Judas. 
Tippoo Tib mav be regarded as the personi- 
fication of forces against which Christian 
nations, by their faith and their present 
standards of right, are pledged to fight. In 
the fulfillment of his mission Tipvoo Tib, and 
not King Leopold, has brought about the 
Brussels conference. What the sequel of 
that ‘conference will be only the years can 
tell. In the meantime there are few more 
picturesque figures among the powerful of 
earth than that of Tippoo Tib, the autocrat 
of Africa.

THE POST-OFFICE DEPARTMENT. xUy 
ON BUSINESS METHODs, 


In Spite of Certain Newspaper Attacks ghe 
New Postmaster-General Is About the 
Most Popular Man in the Cabinet—How 
He Has Brought the Department to Its 
Present High State of Efficiency—Fuar. 
ther Refofins Dependent Upon Con- 
gressional Action,

WaAsHINeTON, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Special to 
the Chicago News.|—Notwithstanding the 
attacks that have been made upon him by. cer. 
tain newspapers, and the apparent ‘conspir. 
acy to make him ‘ridiculous, Postmaster-Gep. 
erai Wannamaker is now considered about 
the most popular man in the Cabinet, and 
the business of his department was never 
done in quite such a business-like way as bas 
been the case under his administration. In 
fact, he is the only business-man who has sat 
in the chair of the Postmaster-General for 
many years—the only one who has brougnt 
to the office any experience in the man- 
agement of large bodies of men, or in 
conducting the details of @ great organiza 
tion. Mr. Vilas was « country lawyer with 
no experience and littie knowledge of the ne. 
cessities of the case, or what Senator Saw- 
yer would call bardly worth cutting for tim. 
ber and too far from home to haul for fire. 
wood. Mr. Dickinson was an adler and 
brigbter-minded man, but saw in the depart- 
ment nothing but a political machine which 
was placed in his hands to promote Mr. 
Cleveland’s reélection. Mr. Hatton was a 
good editor, but w.thout the slightest talents 
for business. -Mr. Gresham was a good 
Judge, but most of his duties as Postmaster- 
General were distasteful to Lim. Mr. James 
was the only man of noteworthy experience 
in a long list, but he was so possessed of a 
passion for making a reputation as a re- 
former that he let the every-day business of 
the department go to the dogs. Before him 
were a long list of lawyers in the office, but 
few business-men. 

HAMPERED BY CONGRESS. 

In selecting Mr. Wanamaker to be Post- 
master-General the President intended to 
bring business principles imto this greatest 
department of the Government, and feels 
very proud of the practical suggesuons which 
the former has made in his first report. 
Whether any of these suggestions will be 
udopted by Congress 1s a question. Mr. 
Wanamaker believes that he could save sey- 
eral millions of dollars a year and give much 
better service all around if he were allowed 
to make such changes as his practical busi- 
ness experience bas recognized as necessary, 
but Congress will have to pass the legislation 
for every little detail, and itis almost as dif- 
ficult fora member of the Cabinet to get a 
bill through Congross as for an ordinary citi- 
zen to do so, and besides, most of the mem- 
bers of that body do not care to have the de- 
—— run oo strictly business principles, 

hey prefer that it should continue as it has 
been, a political machine. They need its in- 
fluence to secure iheir reélection, and there 
is no power so potent in a country Congres- 
sional district as the post-office. 

Mr. Wanamaker wants to reorganize the 
department on the plan of a great railway 
corporation, with the Postmaster-Genera! in 
the place of the President to direct its pol- 
icy, a general manager to direct the busi- 
ness, with a division of labor and responsi- 


of the service, who, like their subordinates, 
should be selected, promoted, and paid ac- 
cording to their special fitness for the duties 
to be performed. But Congress will never 
consent to this. No amount of persuasion 
will induce the politicians to let go their grip 
uvon the patronage or abdicate the power 
they possess to bring the Postmaster-General 
and ail his subordinates to terms at any time 
by withhoiding or reducing appropriations.

I asked the in- 
terpreter what it meant, and he said that when 
Tefferson Davis, who has just died, was a lieuten- 
ant in the regular army he was stationed at Fort 
Howard, which was then the headquarters of the 
Green Bay Indian Agency, which Was in charge 
of an army officer. Davis came to know the In- 
dians quite well and on one occasion he dida 
good turn for one of the braves, which so de- 
lighted him that he named bis infant son Jeff- 
erson Davis to the great disgust of his squaw 
and his pagan friends, who thoughtit a disgrace 
that an Indian should violate the traditions 
of his tribe to such an extent. Buthe had his 
way and his name is still on the pay-rcelis of the 
Menominee tribe of the Green Bay Agency. And, 
by the way, this tribe of Indians sent a company 
of troops to the war. They had been mustered 
in but two weeks when they were ordered to the 
front. They arrived before Petersburg just two 
days before the mine was sprung. They were 
in the van that made the assault. They rushed 
forward into the crater far beyond the lines 
and were cut to pieces before they could. be 
driven back. Nearly one-half were killed or 
wounded. Jefferson Davis’ namesake was not 
in this company.”’—Philadelphia Inquirer.

NEW YORK. 

New YORK, Dec. 2.—The stock market today un- 
expectedly showed more animation than during the 
same hours any prevjous day this week, but the 
increased activity was haa at the 4 of values, 
the bears pressing the’active stocks for sale througb- 
out the session. This pressure was specially severe 


against the coalers. the reports in regard 
tu the coal trade being particularily discour- 
aging. but the impression made upon those stocks 


was not so great as upon some of the others 
when a smaller amount of stock had to be sold to 
make a decline. Sugar retineries, Missouri Pacific, 
St. Paul, and Louisville & Nashville were afi con- 
svicuously weak, while there was not 4 strong shotto 
be found in the list. There was also some attempt to 
get Erie down, and the stock did sell at ite lowest 
price for months, the attack being accompanied by 
the old story of a new bond issue. The 
monetary situation received special attention at 
the hands of the bears, and the most pessi- 
mistic utterances were spread through the street in 
this regard especialiy as far as next week is con- 
cerned. For the time being the general expectation 
is to see a marked decline during the ensuing week. 
The opening was rather heavy and first prices were 
generally from “% to % per cent lower than last 
evening's figures, and the early dealings were marked 
by special pressure upon Sugar, Union Pacific, st. 
Paul, and Wisconsin Central There was a. let 
up toward ll o’clock, but mo recovery, and 
after that time the attack was renewed with vigor, 
and Lackawanna, Heading, Louisville & Nashville, 
and some others felt the brunt of the pressure. The 
decline coatinued without interruption until the 
close ef business, which was fairly active and weak at 
the iowest b abrceny of the session. The listis invariably 
lower and Sugar is down 154; Louisville & Nashville, 
Missouri Pacific, and St. Paul, 14 per cent each;

Railroad bonds were qaiet and sympathized closely 
with the decline in stocks, though the movement in 
the downward direction was not so pronounced as in 
the stock market.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets exhibited little 
improvement Saturday as regards activity, but 
they averaged firmer, most#y in grain, though 
there was no increase in the demand from out- 
side, The trading was chiefly local and a great 
deal of it was simply in the way of changes, mak- 
ing provision for the January deliveries which 
will be in order next Thursday. The strength 
in grain was said by some to be in parteidue to 
the decline in British consols. 

Some operators were said to be expecting re- 
ceipts of wheat to show a material increase soon 
after the New Year. But Others were of the 
contrary opinion. and word came from some in 
the Northwest thatan active movement there 
reed not be looked for again on this side of next 
harvest. The farmers in that section are re- 
ported to have already sold offthe greater part 
of their surplus, and Minneapolis was quoted 
higher Saturday on cash wheat than at any pre- 
vious time in the last thirty days. 

Hutcbinson was reported to be again an active 
seller of wheat in New York and St. Lous. 

The wheat and flour exports from the United 
States last week were comparativelysmall in 
volume, but the fact proves nothing, as this is 
the holiday season. The total for the six months 
since the close of June is about 52,000,000 bu in 
wheat and flour, against 51,000,000 bu for the 
same part of last year. 

The deliveries of wheat by British farmers for 
the week are reported as equal to about 523,000 
bu. The average price per quarter was 29s 10d, 
being 3d lower than that of the week next pre- 
ceding. 

The reported clearances of whestand flour 
from New York were equal to 119,470 bu of grain. 
From that port, Philadelphia, andgBaltimore tne 
total is 206,000 bu. The exports from the four 
principal Atlantic ports for the week foot up 
616.000 bu wheat, 240,000 pkgs flour, and 1,100,000 
bu coin. New York reports 40,000 bu wheat and 
106,000 bucornm taken Saturday for export, and 
New : Orleans the shipment of 46,000 bu corn for 
Europe. 

The shipments of provisions from this city last 
week included 22,000 tcs lard. 240,000 pcs ham, 
144,000 pes shoulders, and 127.000 pcs sides. The 
stocks of provisions on band in this city ere esti- 
mated at about 125.000 bris new mess pork, 25,009 
bris old do, 20,500 tes contract lard, ana 25,000,0U0 
lbs ribs. 

Cottrel of New York was the man who bought 
all the wheat sold by Hutchinson in that city 
two or three days ago, and Cottrel of Chicago 
bought here yesterday to an extent sufficient to 
make our market unusually strong. The two 
C.’s are brothers, and some watchers think the 
coincidence may mean a great deal.

Thou . shalt not kill,” has its 
necessary exceptions, adisregard of which 
would render it mischievous in a high degree, 
I know no other law on the subject but the 
moral law, which does not consist in arbi- 
trary enactments and decrees, but is adapted 
to our condition as human beings. This is so 
whether it is Conceived of as the will of aa 
all-wise Creator, or’as the voice of humanity, 
speaking from its experience, its necessities 
and its higher instincts. And that law 
surely does not demand that the injured 
party to the marriage-bond should be 
forever tied to one who disregards 
and violates every obligaton which it im- 
poses; tO ore with whom it is impossible to 
cohabit; to one whose touch is contamina- 
tion. Nor does it demand that such injured 
party, if legally free, should be forever de- 
barred from forming other ties through 
which the lost hopes of happiness for lite 
may be restored. It is not reason, and it 
cannot be law, divine or moral, that unfaith- 
fulness, or willful and obstinute desertion. or 
persistent cruecity of the stronger party, 
should afford no ground for relief. The most 
rigid creeds to the. contrary have founda 
methods of dispensation from the theoretical 
rule. And if no redress be legalized the law 
itself will be set at defiance; and greater in- 
jury to soul and body wili result from clan- 
destine Methods of relief. 

Yetso desirable is the indissolubility of 
marriage as an institution, so necessary 1s it 
to the happiness of families and the good of 
} Society, so pitiable the consequences that 

often flow from a dissolution, that every dis- 
couragemeént to such a remedy should be 
interposed. Not only should the Judge take 
every care to see that just cause exists, but 
that no other remedy is possible. No juggiery 
or privacy should be tolerated, however bigh 
in station the parties may be. Investigation of 
the truth should be thorough and open, and 
should be'a matter of public concern, partici- 
pated in by the puolic representative of the 
law. it should be regarded as a quasi- 
criminal process, if not accompanied with 
criminal sanctions. Only serious ahd 
) even . severe methods of administer- 

ing the law will be sufficient to repress the 
growing tendency of discontented parties to 
rush into the divorce courts. 
_ think an answer to all your questions is 
involved in these brief remarks.

An Interesting Talk with the Author of 
‘* Pinafore ”’—How He Writes an Opera. 
Mr. W. 58. Gilbert, the playwright, started 

on Christmas Eve for India. Before going 

he submitted to an interview about the 

*“ Gondoliers,’’ his latest work: In the course 

of the conversation Mr. Gilbert revealed 

many of his methods of working. 

“The last thing we did was to choose the 
title,” said the famous comic-opera-wright, 
flinging himself into achair in a corner of 
the remarkably comfortable many-windowed 
library in which he works. “We make it a 
rule never to settie the titie until aday before 
the production. We leave it to the last mo- 
ment, and thus get a free hand in case of a 
happy thought suddenly occurring to one of us, 
dtis easy enough to get a title, Dut hard to get 
agoodone. So the inevitabie is putoff. For 
instance ‘ The Mikado’ wasafiuke. We had 
almost settied on ‘Titipu.’ The ‘Pinafore’ 
was a fluke, too. 

Give three cheers, and three cheers more, 
For the hearty Captain of the-—— 

* lhe—— something torhyme with ‘ more,’ 
‘Semaphore;’* -*Pinafore.’ And ‘Pinafore’ 
went down justto fill up the gap for the 
time, and was eventually selected. What 
made me go to Venice? Well, you must go 
somewhere, and Venice is beautiful and lends 
itself to theatrical treatment. You see you 
must be able to be a little lavishin the mat- 
terof costume. Dol think lavishness essen- 
tial? Comic opera should appeal to the eye 
and ear.”’ 
‘* How long have you been at work on the 
opera?’’ 
‘“*Apout'’ five months. Of course I don’v 
mean every day, but off and on. Idare say 
I could write an opera in a week, but it would 
be a bad one. I have always put ali l «new 
into my work, for I think if a thing is worth 
doing at all itis worth doing well. I dare say 
the public thinks I rattie off my, operas as 
easily as I write a ietter. Look here.’’ 
And Mr. Gilbert took his interviewer to 
his writing-table and showed him haifa 
dozen manuscript books, each of which was 
a literary curiosity,'and at once showed what 
labor Mr. Gilbert bestows upon his work. 
**You see,” said the playwright, turning 
the leaves over rapidly, ** when 1 am going 
to write anew operal sit down, having the 
idea in my head, and write out an elaborate 
narrative, which is worked outin ail direc- 
tions. That is, here and there are cross- 
roads in whichjthe play may branch off in 
this direction or that. IL pose those and pass 
on to the end, scribbling suggestions or bits 
of dialogue on the — page if they 
occur to me. This done, | begin again ana 
ut in the dialogue, and last of all come the 
yrics, which { polish and polish until I am 
satisfied. Take these two verses, for in- 
stance,” pointing to a sheet’of manuscript 
on the table; ‘‘ they are the essence of a dozen 
sheets of paper upon which I have tried 
every turn possibie. So you see I don’tspare 
myseif.”’ 
*‘In the new opera you go back to the top- 
sy-tarvy?’’ 
“Yes. I thought ‘The Yeomen of the 
Guard’ about the best thing we had done, 
but we were toid that the public liked the 
tepsy-turvy best: so it is rao ig it. Be- 
sides my share of the opera the rk at re- 
hearsais should not be forgotten—ve hours 
aday for weeks drilling the company. I 
told you once before about my plan of having 
wooden models to help mein grouping my 
choristers, but there are many things that can 
only be done on the boards themselves. for 
instance, one of the incidents in the new 
piece 1s a game of blind man’s buff. It looks 
simple-enough to play that game, Dut it took 
me three days to get the fifty players in 
working order.”’ 
‘But your English company has been ac- 
customed to work with you for years?” 
* Yes, twelve,” replied Mr. Gilbert; “ and 
ahappy family they are. I don’t believe 
there is any’ company so free as ours from 
those jealousies and heart-burnings which 
abound in ‘theatrical circles. They stick to 
us.” 

‘‘Of course the Savoy is as regular as the 

Bark. of England. No failures, long runs, 

and sure of their money?’

BLACK MEN IN THE ‘RING. 


SEVERAL QUESTIONS OF INTEREST TO 
HE SPORTING WORLD. 


The Anticipated Match Between Sullivan 
and Jackson Brings Up the Query as 
to the Staying Qaalities of the Negro 
in the Ring—Is the Colored Man to 
Take the Laurels Held So Long by 
Americans? — Recollections of Several 
-Noted Senegambian Hitters. 


The proposed match between John L. Sulli- 
van, the American champion pugilist, and 
Peter Jackson, the Australian negro giant 
who lately defeated Jem Smith, the cham- 
pion of England, has brought to the surface 
several questions of interest to the sporting 
world... {t would certainly be an event in the 
history of the prize ring in this country if, 
after all the triumphs won by Americans in 
this special ‘fteld of skilled athletics here and 
abroad, the laurels were to be handed over 
to a negro woo had fairly earned them by his 
superior skill, prowess, and endurance. 

In a majority of cases pugilists begin their 
actual experience early in life, and soon 
reach the zehith of their powers. I should 
say, says William Edwards, that 25 years is 
the average age at which they reach their 
fistic prime; although there are, of course, 
notable exceptions where a man is even bet- 
ter after that age than at any time of his life. 
Still, the rule holds good that _for a pugilist 
who, like most men in his profession, has be- 


gun early,.say at16 or 17, the maximum of. 


his powers is attained in eight or ten years 
thereafter at the farthest. I have known 
many young fellows in England who had 
fought twenty battles before thev reached 
their prime. Of course, where a man’s life 
is fullof such experiences he matures phys- 
ically ailthe faster and is the sooner worn 
out. 

Sullivan, I think, was at his best five or 
six years ago, when be met Dominick Mc- 
Caffrey and Charley 
Mitchell. He was then 
about 25 years of age. 
Both Mitchell and Mc- 
Caffrey were good 
men, the former being 
the cleverest of his 
class who ever came 
to this country from 
England. He gave 
Sullivan the best fight 


he ever had, both in

HAS THE NEGRO GRIT? 
The question has often been asked: Has 
the negro the grit and the staying qualities 


of the white pugilist? Can he stand the pun- 
ishment and face the music as Well ana is ne 
equalin skill? I know of no reason why a 
colored fighter should not. possess all these 
qualities. There have been several noted 
pugilists of color at different times who have 
made surprising records. 

One of the earliest and best was Thowias 
Molineux, who was called in England “The 
Morocco Prince,’”’ and who won nine Aatties 
in bhisday. Another was Bob Travers; whose 
real name was Charley Black. Travers won 
everything before him until #6 was beaten 
by Job Cobley in 1856. He-“was afterwards 
defeated by Jem Macein 1560. There was 
another Molineux, who fought eight battles. 
Still another guod fighter was George Pierce. 
All were tremendous hitters. Bill Rich- 
mond wasan American colored pugilist, a 
native of this State, who won half a dozen 
good battles, his most famous fight being 
with Tom Cribb in England, which he lost 
after a two hours’ battle. 

George Godfrey, who lately distinguished 
himself by putting Jack Ashton to sleep, is 
another negro pugilist of more then the aver- 
age prowess. His vic- 
tory over Ashton, who 
was the traveling and 
boxing mate of Sulli- 
van, was something of 
a surprise. Askton 
had scored some capi- 
tal triumphs, beating 
Dick Collier, the En- 
glish © heavyweight, 
fighting Jake Kiirain, 
and defeating Joe Lin- 
non. Godfrey, on the 
other hand, had been 
badiy worsted by Peter 
Jackson, who 1s now to 
meet Sullivan. These 
facts afford an idea of 
the fighting qualities 
of she negro in the twenty-four-foot ring. 
Bob Traverse I remember well. He was 
clever, and used to fight at ten stone two 
pounds, or about 144 pounds. Mervine 
Thompson is a mulatto, who has had a good 
many encounters and who was beaten only 
a few days ago by a bigger and more power- 
ful negro; These were all game men. 

As to Jackson, who is to be Sullivan’s op- 
ponent in the roped arena, 1 don’t think 
anybody has ever questioned his gameness. 
He has shown it on several notable occasions. 
In Melbourne he was beaten by Jack Farnam, 
a white pugilist, after having the fight all his 
own way for six rounds; but unless one 
knows what caused him to goto pieces after 
the sixth round it would not be quite justifia- 
ble to say that he was nota good staying 
fighter, He is undoubtedly.a clever man and 
hus a Tecoomenal reach. The chances are 
that he will give Sullivan as good a fight as 
any man who ever stood up befere him. 
Jackson showed his staying qualities as well 
as his cleverness when he foughtJem Smith, 
the English champion, in London. In that 
match his superior reach told effectively after 
the first round, for Jackson took acommand- 
ing lead in the second and #ept it all the way 
through until Smith thréw him, giving him 
the match on afoul, which he would have 
won any way. 
I regard superiority in height and reach 
as of the greatest advantage to a pugilist. 
Other things—weight, skill, endurance, and 
condition—being equal, the difference in 
height an@ the consequent advantage in 
reach will tell heavily in favor of the taller 
man. This, however, is the only point where 
a big man has the advantage over a shorter 
one. He reaches farther, and if he be equal- 
ly clever and scientific it is obvious that the 
greater reach will make ali the difference be- 
tween the two. 
Weight is notof so much. importance as 
some imagine in a fight. Take any good- 
sized man of 156 0r 158 pounds, and he is fit 
to fight almost anything under ordinary con- 
ditions. Tom Sayers, one of the best men in 
the world, was only 5% feet high and 
weighed 156 pounds when in condition. -Jem 
Mace, who was 5 feet 9< inches in height, 
weighed 150 pounds/n his best days, when he 
scored all his famous victories. I have seen 
him box when was much neavier, but it 
was later in life, when he was getting old and 
far beyo his prime as 4 pugilist. He

SHALL WE HAVE A NEW NAME? 


The United States of Columbia, Vice 
, America. 

A gentleman of the name of Webster has 
forwarded to the Senate a recommendation 
that the *title”’ of this Republic be changed 
to * United States of Columbia” {which had 
been long previously proposed by, various 
American newspapers, including Tuz Tris- 
UNE]. 

On that propositien the paper vetes no, with 
The objection to exchahging a 
bad name “ that is not a name, but a sort ol 
descriptive designawuon,’’ for une that wouid 
be worse, because there is already a ** United 
States of Colombia,”’ is @ reasonably valid 
objection. 

But the print in question eoncedes that this 
Nation, having lhved beyond the infantile 
state to the respectable age of a century, 
ought to have a name. It cannot be named 
America, because it “is not Americaany more 
than Brazil or Mexico 1s/America.” And the 
name Anglia, suggested in the December 
number of the Law (but only as possibly 
preferuble to Yankee, that has exactly the 
same meaning), would encounter the objec- 
tion that “there are many among us who 
would prefer the name of New Erin or New 
Germany,’’ and probabiy some that would 
advocate ‘‘Erica or Ericland in honor of 
acertain Scandinavian mariner ’’ that is re- 
ported to have landed in Massachusetts 
about hve hundred years before Columbus 
was born. There is also a report that one 
Madoc, son of Owen Gwynnedd, Prince of 
Wales, crossed the Atlantic to the shore of 
the region now-called Virginia in the year 
1170; wherefore, of course, all the Welsh 
.Yankees would prefer Gwynneddia (which 
admits of more double consonants than Ma- 
doc) for our national name.. In case of its 
adoption we should be Gwynneddians—a 
name with as little savor of Yankees, 
Yenghes, Anglians, or English, as any crea- 
ture of prejudice could wish. 

Now, from this or a like calamity the pro- 
posal of Mr. Webster et al. suggests a possi- 
bie way of escape. The name America for 
this Nation is objectionable oniy because it 1s 
owned in common by all the nations of this 
hemisphere. If the other nations would quit- 
claim it to us our want of a name would be 
supplhed. There is gvod ground for belief 
that not one of the Spanish nations of 
this hemisphere would raise the slightest ob- 
jection to giving us a quitciaim title to it on 
condition that we should join them in chang- 
ing the continental name from America to 
Columbia. It1s certain that they regard the 
continental name America as a scandalous 
defrauding of Columbus of. the honor and 
glory of his great discovery—and justly so; 
Amerigo Vespucci, ag Italian pilot of Alonzo 
de Ujeda (who made his first voyage seven 
years after Columbus’ discovery), never 
discovered anything. He wrote‘an ex- 
travagant narrative of his voyage (as 
Ojeda’s pilot), which was transiated by 
one Martin Waldseemueller for a bookselier 
of St. Dietz, and as the book had a “great 
run ”’ wraigt gher ge transiator proposed that 
the New World should be called America in 
honor of the author! This, according to 
Humboldt, is the origin of the continental 
name that defrauded Columbus of his justly 
earned title of renown. 

The presence of the Pan-Columbian Con- 
gress in Washington furpishes a happy op- 
portunity for the rectification of this great 
wrong, and the proximity of the cuatrocen- 
tenario of Columbus’ discovery presents a 
fitting occasion. Let a proposition be sub- 
mitted to that assembly of the nations to 
change the general name of these continents 
from America to Columbia. That it would 
be agreed to unanimously there is excellent 
reason to believe (it is probably all that that 
body ever will agree to), and, if so, the 
change would be authoritatively made; for 
no nation of any other continent can ques- 
tion the right of these Columbian nations to 
determine the name of continents exclusively 
their own. ¥

For the First Time in Their Lives London- 
ers Complain That They Get Too Much 
for Their Money—Phineas Smiles at 
Their Distraction and Rakes in Their 
Money—The Bearded Woman a Draw- 
ing Card—Jumbo’s Remains a Disap- 
pointment—The English Ringmaster. 


‘ New York Sun: The Londoners don’t 
know what to make of Barnum and hisshow. 
They expected him to humbug them, and 
they’re inci:med to grumble because he -hasn’t 
done so. They went to theshow to be 
able tosay ‘‘I told you so,” ana they’ve been 
going again ever since, because, not being 
hydra-headea, they nearly broke their necks 
trying to see everything the first time. No- 
body ever knew John Bull to say he was get- 
ting.too much for his moncy before, ana the 
sensation is such a novel one that he hardly 
knows himself. He has been writing to the 
papers about it, and the editors of some of 
them are even discussing solemnly this new 
evidence of American prodigality, which 
overwheims the visitor with so much that he 
gets no lasting impression of anything. The 
five simultaneous performances in the great 
arena nearly drive the average Englishman 
crazy on bis first visit. He feels swindled if 
he misses anything, and he makes a frantic 
effort to watch the five rings ali at once. Of 
course he sees nothing satisfactorily, and the 
result of his desperation is that he stops at 
the box office on the way out and buys a seat 
for each of five stccessive nights opposite 
each of the respective rings. Mr. Barnum 
smiles benignly at bfs choleric distraction, and 
hasn’t the sightest objection to higgsending 
tirades a yard long to his favorite newspaper. 
This is the only satisfaction the editor gives: 
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THE SORT OF HEAD YOU WANT TO SEE ALL 
THAT’S GOING ON AT BARNUM’S. 

Barnum’s audacious advertising methods 
fairly dazed London. His boldest strokes 
have been described in the Sun, and the big 
town hasn’t got done talking about them 
yet. But while he succeeded in getting him- 
self talked about from one end of the king- 
dom to. the other, the veteran showman 
didn’t convince an. Englishman of the genu- 
ineness of his professions until after the doors 
had been thrown open to the public. The 
promises of the bill-boéards were too stupen- 
dous for English credulity to accept without 
ocular demonstration. But there has been 
an unegracious popular admission that every- 
thing down on the boards was there. Thisis 
the way John Bull admits it: “Surely this is 
not Barnumism as | had learnt to understand 
it. Any showman with money and simplic- 
ity could ao as much. I must confess that I 
was disappointed, not in whatlI saw, but be- 


I shall think tess of Barnum for the futire, 
because he did not take me in that I could 
prove.’’ 

Mr. Barnum has evidently catered toall the 
nawonal prejudices and follies rossible. Ev- 
erything about the show is as English as he 
can make it.

After Mr. Gladstone, Pope Leo XIII. is the 
most vigorous man of his age of the day, 
says Edward W. Bokin the January Ladics’ 
Home Journal. The routine of his work would 
killan ordinary man. There is no detail too 
small for him to pass over, and from day- 
break until after midnight he devotes his time 
to the church and literature. Those who 
surround him know when he is particularly 


tired or worn out, for then he takes down. 


a volume of Dante and reads with 
the avidity of a school-girl enjoying her first 
novel. Of all. the authors Danteis the Pope’s 
favorite, and it has een remarked that in 
physiaue he is not unlike the accepted idea 
of that great italian. He reads Dante for 
pleasure, but for Peay ee himself well in- 
formed on all that is happening out of the 
church, as well as in it, he reads not only 
American books, But newspapers and mag- 
azines, and it maysurprise American readers 
to know that heis weil informed on all the 
topics of the day, political, relicious, and so- 
cial. He has taken a deep interest in the 
cause of labor in the United States, and 
reads everything ‘bearme on that subject 
which comes to hand. Once a nweek a 
well-selected bundle of American news- 
papers is sent to the Vatican, and 
the Pope and those that surround 
him know not only what is going on in the 
United States but they are familiar with the 
caliber and character of the men who make 
laws and enforce them. It is so in Engiand 
also. In addition to his correspondence in 
the British Empire he follows with eager in- 
terest the reports in the various newspapers, 
not only of the doings of Parliament but of 
royalty as well, the progress of the Church 
ana the cause of labor. Much thesame pian 
is followed in Germany; in fact, from every 
corner of the world each week is sent to the 
Holy Father newspapers, dooks, and maga- 
zines containing important discussions. A 
great many of these are filed away for future 
reference. 


The books that interest. Leo the 
most are those of a religious, 
political, and philosophical nature... He 
cares nothing for ficuon and rarely spends 


an hour in glancing at noveis, but if he should 
like to read novels, or, in fact, books of 


kind, he has only to walk Into the iaenif- 


cent library attached to the Vatican, for 
there is not a mail arriving in Rome that. 
does not bring books of all sorts of types from 

all sorts of authors and publishers. A great 

many of thése the. Pope aever sees, and many 

of them are sent to-tne Cardinals who sur- 

round him for an opision of their merits or 

demerits. But it may be said, taking-it all in 

all, that the Pope has as wide a field to select 

from, if not wider, than any man in Europe, 

and he resembies Mr. Gladstone in this, that 

he is quite willing to spend an hour or more 

with a magazine or book if, in the end, he can 

find something that is worth remembering. 

He has a wonderful memory, and, although 

his eyes are dimmed and his hand trembles, 

he is still as vigorous mentally as he was’ 
when he was elected to succeed Pius LX.

CALHOUN COUNTY HOMES. 


SOME OF THE DELIGHTFUL INTERIORS 
OF QUAINT OLD HOUSES. 


An Evening in a German Tavern and a Pict- 
ure of a Country Store—The School- 
master’s Den—The Landlady’s Best 
Room—An Old Fireplace with Dogs on 
the Heartkh—The Poor, Lone German 
Widow Whose Place Ils Made Home to 
the Traveler Who Waits for the Boat. 


It is told that deer may yet be found in 
Cainoun County and two white deer » were 
once shot upon the ridge. 

2n@ interior of many Calhoun houses are 
as truly relics of the past as are these shy 
animals. And itis no betrayal of hospital- 
ity to turn the public eye vpon places where 
all the world may go and pay for a dinner or 
@ night’s lodging. 

Such a house isa weird place to seek at 
the end of a gloomy day’s journey. You 
turn into a yard littered with the fossil re- 
mains of farming—mills and other imple- 
ments: used before the flood. A couple of 
Dutch girls come out to show the laird of 
the dikes where he may stable his horses 
under an open shed. In Calhoun County 
tne primitive custom obtains of paying well 
for work and then doing the work yourself. 
The laird of the dikes looks ruefully at the 
stable into which he must himself turn his 
team. He may‘ blanket the weary animals 
from a raw wind and bestow such other 
care upon them as ho is willing to pay some- 
body else for doing. 

When a German builds a house to his mind 
his first and only requirement is plenty of 
room. Few Germans of the primitive type 
Waste money on the interior of their dwell- 
ings. They want a big white house, freshly 
painted, with porches. The life ot the owner 
may be confined to one or two rooms, while 
he colonizes married sons in all the adjoining 
chambers. This quaint German tavern had 
what might be called two fronts, though pre- 
sented in one long side. You might open a 
door into a cramped hall, or you might enter 
through the store. 

A smoky lamp on the counter throws all 
the rest of the store into masses of shadows. 
You can only guess what they sell there by 
the smell of molasses and salt fish. Children 
sit upon the counter, ready to hear some new 
things, as children always are, and their 
mother in a dejected hood listens to some 
villager who is telling a laborer’s grievances 
instead of buying brooms. 

The kraut barrel is an institution which 
you smell in such a place, its indescribable 
odor sifting from room toroom. The dining- 
tabie is spread with hard-fried eggs, apple- 
butter, bacon, and potatoes tinctured with 
more or less onion. 

Lhe schoolmaster boards at this house, and 
is evidentiy a man of consequence in the vil- 
lage. His bright face and unusually trim 
dress must attract the girls wheo he goes to 
mass. Cainouo County is eminentiy a Catho- 
lio County, the faith of its early French set- 
tlers and later Dutch tarmers being the 
same. The schoolmaster bas been born and 
brought up in Calhoun County, and knows 
its history well. Heinvites us to his den, 
which may be reached by ascending’ stairs 
and winding around outside galleries: and 
here he has books and mans and other cok 
lections which speak the tastes of a student. 

A GERMAN INTERIOR. 

The-pride which an artistic woman takes 
in decorating her rooms with treasures 
brought irom all parts of the world is eclipsed 
by the pride of a Calhoun landlady in her 
best room. 

itis unusually well clothed for a German 
interior, and contains the best furniture in 
the house; a heavy bedroom set, including 
a wardrobe of wainut, a home-made striped 


prayers and heart-breaks and tasks are com- 
pressed in it! Her joys are such littlejoys. She 
tends flowers, and is pleased when they es- 
cape freezing with such sheiter and sun- 
shine as she can give them. There arethree 
little rooms in her house, and a loft to which 
rude steys ascend. Her. clean fioors are 
spread with braided rugs, dnd a supremely 
wretched woman would she be, indeed, had 
she nother best room filled with what her 
good man had accumulated and made 
precious. 

These lives, like all lives, have made their 
own environment. They have lined their 
houses with their quality of thought. They 
bring nothing from afar and have no symnea- 


thies which reach out into the universe. Yet* 


they take hold of your humana heart with the 
charm which nature gives to all her sincere 
creatures. 

At 2 o’clock in the darkness the steamer’s 
cry is heard like the voice of doom on the 
river. Its lime light—eye of awful bright 
nhess--makes a medallion of this German 
woman’s house against tne velvet. density of 
night. We rush down the gravelly margin 
and view it once more from the steamer 
deck—one gloriful little spot called home.

THE IMPORTANCE OF THE TEMPERATURE.

Champagne should be chilled but once, and 
then only fifteen or twenty minutes before it

One.of the cruel things said about Chicago- 
ansis that they never can be good judges of 
wine, beceuse the delicacy of their olfactory 
senses is destroyed by an unavoidable cover- 
ing of coal dust, dnd that the pleasing odor 
or “bouquet” of wine is one of the tests of 
its quality.. If after enjoying the delicate 
“bouquet” through the olfactories the pal- 
ate is not pleased the wine is of an inferior 
quality, or else the system is not in condition 
to drink wine. | 

PURE WINE AND SEDIMENT. 

A serious mistake is tne supposition that 
_ ‘pure wine wili not deposit sediment. It is 
'* | Only the pure wines that have sediment. An 
F absolutely ciear wine has either been in 
bottle but d short time or else has been 
“fixed” by acids to prevent this deppsit, 
the latter making it injurious to hgaith. 
There ‘are comparatively few in America 
who know how to overcome this sediment, 
though it 1s generally practiced in France. It 
can. be overtome oniy by ‘ decantation.” 
Wine showing this sediment shonld be placed 
upright for severai hours or a day | 
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before it 
is to be used.’ When the sediment is thor- 
Oughly settied at the bottom of the bottle 
and the wine perfectiy clear, the cork snould 
be withdrawn carefully and the wine poured 
into another bottle or decanter. To do this 
requires the utmost care. By holding the 
bottle about..twelve inches from a gaslight, 
and stopping immediately the sediment 
réaches the mouth of the bottle, it is fota 
difficult matter. The sediment is caused 
a Ae constant Changes going on in’ wine as 
s. 

Red wine derives its color from the’skins 
of-dark grapes, which. are fermented with 
the juice or “must.” It is generally supposed 
that white wine is made oniy from white 
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khow just what it is. It is a * blend” of 
different wines, and sometimes from ten to 


fifteen wines are used. ‘The finest individual 
“wines are selected. One is chosen because 


of its flavor, while it may be deficient in 
body. Another is taken because of its body 
—by the way, “body” of wine does not 
mean alcohol, it signifies roundness 
or richness. Another wine is put 
in for some i other quality, and 
© on, making one grand combination. 

hen “blended” the combination is called 
a “cuvée.”” Afteracertain time the cuvée 
is placed in bottles and allowed to ferment 
for a period of about ‘two years. The fer- 
mentation causes sediment to be deposited 
and develops carbonic acid gas, which is the 
hfe and sparkle. Atthe end of two years 
the bottles are placed ‘“‘surpointe’”’ or corks 
dewn, and the sediment allowed to settle on 


‘the cork. During the two or three months 


the bottles dre ‘‘surpointe” each bottle is 
shaken Separately every day. Then skillful 
workmen reiease the cork and the sediment 
(which has become compact) and cork fly out 
together, and only 4 little wine is lost. In 
place of the wine that is lost a small quan- 
tity of sirup or liqueur. is added to give 
nedessary sweetness. Itis here that fraud, 
if fraud there bé@, comes in. In mak- 
ing the liqueur an opportunity is afforded 
for flavoring or increasing the alcoholic 
strength of the wine. After the sirup1s 
added the bottie is corked with the most ex- 
pensive corks that can be bought. Foilowing 
this process #the perfection of the wine de- 
pends upon the quality of the cork. During 
the two years of fermentation in bottle the 
preakage from prepsure is sometimes great, 
ranging from 4 fo 2% per cent, which of 
course sash $6 paid for when the champagne 
is purchased. It is a debatable question 
whetner champagne like other wine improves 
by age. As aruie itis put on the market from 
two to five years after it is ** blended.” 
VIRTUES OF AMERICAN BRANDS, 

It would betreason to our own country to 
say there is: any snobbishness in America. 
It certainly does take a good deal of cpur- 
age for a hostess ,to set California’s 
product on; the table, or tor an ele- 
vant fellow, thoroughly well posted in 
everything worth knowing, to order wine 
with an American label without duty price, 
while his neighbor at table d’hote not only 
flashes his diamonds but flourishes a ‘*Cha- 
teau Lafitte’’ certificate in his face, for 
which he has paid full tariff. However, 
Americans are awakening to'‘an appreciation 
of our own wines. They are getting tired of 
tne impositions practiced, not only in the 
wine districts of France, but in this country 
as well, and the demand is for the pure arti- 
cle. We often see grand Chateau wines list- 
ed at hotels ana sold from- wine cellars in 
this country at prices that ought to convince 
oné they cannot be the genuine article. A 
Chateau. wine with duty added must neces- 
sarily be high priced. At comparatively low 
ticures thevare either California wines with 
French labels or no wines at alli—simply 
acids, tannin, water, spirits, and coloring 
matter. Beware of the wily merchant who 
offers you @heess while proving to you the 
quality of his wine. After the bait is taken 
any wine or imitation will seem perfect. 

Itis claamed that the decrease of drunk- 
eness in the State of Califurnia is due to 


r the fact of the general use of wine, that the 


pure article destroys the cra¥ing for stronger 
drink. It is certainly a fact that Caiifotnians 
are becoming famous for their beautiful com- 
plexions—‘* beautiful’ for the ladies, ‘*fine”’ 
for the gentlemen—whbile only a few years 
ago the reverse of it was noticeable. 

Now that we have learned to drink wine, 
if we can overlook the fact that our 9wn 
wines are not yét mellowed by the age that 
gives wine its smoothest completeness like 
** bottied vealvet,’’ and consider the purity of 
the home production, possibly there may be 
famein the future for the complexion of 
Chicagoans, even if it can be known only at 
the risk of destroying the! beautiful curves of 
their lips in blowing off the coal dust.

LONDON CUPIES CHICAGO. 


FURNISHING HER BOBBY WITH OUR 
POLICE PATROL-WAGON, 


That Is to Say, a Few Boxes and Wagons 

Are in Use ia One Section of the Town, 

' While in the City Proper the Chicago 

Plan Is Merely on Exhibition — Bat, 

Londonlike, They Have Appropriated 

the Systém as Their Own—Character- 
istic Incidents. 

They have adopted the police patrol wagon 
system in London. That is, they have 
‘“takeniton,’’ which is better Londonese. 
A few boxes and wagons arein use in the 
northern part of the metropolis, while in tne 
city proper there is, on exhibition merely, a 
sample box for the inspection of the curious. 
it may be that in course of time the system 


will come into general use throughout Lon-: 


don. Englishmen are slow to “‘takeon”’ new 
ideas, especially ideas of foreign parentage, 
but strange things have happened before 
now. 

A recent number ofthe Pall Mall Budget, 
the weekly edition of the famous Pali Mali 
Gazette, takes due note of this innovation in 
police methods in the form of a paragraph of 
letter-text and a page of illustrations. Some 
of the latter are reproduced herewith, to 
show the differences between the Enfghksh 
That 
these differences are matters of detail and 
that the main idea of the Chicago invention 
has been taken bodily will be seén at once, 
As the Budget facetiously puts it: 

The automatic policeman—such is the London 
name—can be fixed up anywhere. He may lean 
against a gaslamp or stand up at a street corner, 
for he is less bulky than ordinary members of 
the force. When fixed up and bis electric com- 
munications with his central police office are es- 
tablished he can do startling things. You have 
only to insert a key into his chest, and ‘on the in- 
stant he sets ringing a bellia the central.-office, 
half a mile or perhaps a mile away, and ina few 
moments more up the reinforcement comes to 
see what's the matter. Every policemanon the 
beat supervised carries his key. Itis cglled the 
“citizen key,” for this reason-—that a number of 
keys, each numerically stamped and registered 
at the central police office, are distributed 
among certain trustworthy householders within 
the limits of each beat,

Of course, there is no acknowledgment of 
indebtedness to Americain alithis. One of 
the least lovable traits of the English char- 
acter-—-and more especially the English offi- 
cial character-—-is herein iliustrated. The 
official Englishman is all but impenetrable to 
the incursion of newideas. But when, at 
length, necessity forces them upon him he 
calmly apprepriates the property hitherto 
scorned and proclaims itas hisown. 5o it 
has been with tais new departure in the Lon- 
don police. Everybody knows that the po- 
lice box and wagon are Chicago’ inventions. 
Ten years ago they were conceived and put 
into operation by Prof. John Barrett, City 
Electrician, Austin Doyle, tnen Chiet of Po- 
lice, and John E. Wilkie, then a night police 
reporter, but now city editor of Tue Tris- 
UNE. Since that time they have been adopted 
by every considerable American city. Suc- 
cessive delegations of éfficial and unofficial 
Englishmen have inspected them meantime 
and yielded reluctant praise. After many 
years the English have done Chicago the 
doubtful bonor of borrowing the invention 
withaut crediting the inventors. 

ENGLISH UNDER AMERICAN PATENTS. 

That is the English way. There are hun- 
dreds of American patents in use in Great 
Britain wearing the faise garb of English au- 
thorship. Even when the American inven- 
tion is also patented by the inventor iu En- 
gland it most often is made to assume a new 
uame, such as will indicate, at least by impli- 
caijon, that the inventorisan Englishman. 


BOBBY AT THE BOX, 


For example: Last summer a large party of 
American engineers visited England. hey 
were entertained with truly royal hospitality 
by the Royal Society of Engineers in London. 
Even important engineering work about the 
metropolis was opened to them, and many in 
the provinves besides. Among the latter was 
that huge work, the Manchester ship canal, 
now being constructed from the great manu- 
facturing city of Lancashire to the mouth of 
the Mersey. It is a deeper and broader ditch 
than the Suez Canal, though not so iong, and 
its projectors intend that it shall rival 
the Egyptian short-cut in importance. 
Well, among the numerous mechan- 
ical appliances in use by. the 12,000 
men employed on this canal are 
@ number of dredges, or digging machines.

THE GERMAN MARKET FAIR. 


The Ancient Teutonic Custom as It Still 
Flourishes at Hanover. 

Letter in the Hartford Courant; This week 
there has been an opportunity to see a mar- 
ket fair in Hanover, which occurs only thrice 
@ year and lasts but two or three days. In 
fact I am just returned from wandering 
about town ina drizzling rain, bumping um- 
brellas in the crowd of chaffering and 
chattering Hanoverians, and receiving at 
occasional curse from some .booth- 
owner because of the unintentional 
but none the less wet stream of 
water which my umbrelia-tip plumped 
down upon her cakes of candy. The stalls 
and booths for the display of the wares were 
to be found in various parts of the town, ac- 
cording to the nature of the sales; thus live 
stock was to be had in one section, books in 
another, “notions ’’ in the third, and so on. 
Today | spent my time in the old portion of 
the city, and here the center of bustle and 
interest was the ancieat Market Church, 
mentioned in a former ietter. From 
the square upon which this church 
stands the lines of booths 
stretched ups ithe streets radiating 
right and ieft from the Market square. 
Inese booths were hastily rigged atfairs, 
built of boards with their tops covered. with 
canvas against the rain, so that they looked 
like arow of indian wigwams. Every con- 


| ceivable article, and some inconc :ivable, were 


to be purchased along these rows, behind 
which stood men and women crying up their 
wares or doling out small portions to the 
peasant buyer. Before 4 oclock of this 
rainy afternoon the oil-lamps were 
lighted ana flared picturesquely “in the 
wind. Through the middie of the streets 
surged the crowd of buyers, many,.of them 
country folk whohad come insolely for the 
fair. ‘hey clattered over the cobblestones 
In their sabots, and beat down prices with 
bigh heart and volubility. Above rose the 
gray:old bouses, and high over ali the vener- 
able and massive churcna, under whose walls 
for five centuries humanity was bought and 
sold, lived and died. It was a scene for a 
Dickens, and 1 signed for his insight and his 
graphic power of description. At some of 
the booths a foreigner was . especially 
tempted to rid himself of a few pennies or 
marks. For example, here hung by the 
score those long, porcelain-bowled pipes 
Which are so typical of this country and hard 
by were all manner of blue earthenware 
drinking jugs, mugs, and tankards, with 
bibulous mottoes in German script. and metal 
covers that were a joy to see. In some cases 
some magic\signs like Aus Italien were 
in rag of the booth, and there 
were s to find. cheap jew- 
tawdry paintings, or bizarre 
house ornaments, those behind the impro- 
vised counter being dark, sallow and meéian- 
choly-eyed and wearing large rings in their 
ears, after the manher of theirrace. There 
seemed to be no congruity here in the ar- 
rangement of the successive stands; besides 
one exclusively devoted to wWarsteds, would 
be another where the succulentysausage and 
the maiodorous, but belove limburger 
reigned supreme; and a little further on the 
toys of chiiahood hob-nobbe with a 
murderous array of knives, big and little, 
ranging from the tiny nail-trimmer to the 
long, keen blade of the nog-killier. The mot- 
ley sales and sights only made the scene 
richer and a more characteristic picture of 
foreign street life. lam told that the articles 
to be bought at these fairs, though cheap, are 
shoddy and unreliable and-are avoided by 
the wily citizen, the chief ‘profit accruing 
from the open-mo&itned country bumpkins 
who judge by outside show and the oily as- 
surances of the proprietors.

PARIS, Dec. 10. 
VERY good Ameri- 
can who comes to 
Paris goes to the Op- 
era and Coméaié 
Fraocaise from a 
sense of duty, and 
every sporting Ameri- 
can goes to the Folies- 
Bergeres and Eden; 
some of them go to 
the café corcerts, but 
MN how many of them 
ever saw a small the- 
ater or concert du 
quartier? How many 
of them ever spent. a jovful evening in the 
Bouffes du Nord, the Tnéatre des Gobelins, or 
the Gaiété Mont Parnasse. Yet in all proba- 
bility they would have more genuine fun in 
one of these than in the first-named places. 
It the Americun who goes to the opera does 
not uhderstand French or have a highly- 
cultured musical taste, as is the case with 
most tourists, he is sure to be bored. He will 
have only the magnificence and magnitude 
of the building upon which he may expend 
his admiration, which, after al), are great 
considerations with the Americans. If he 
can return to the land of the free and teil an 
admiring circie of friends and neighbors 
how big and how swell something is a warm 
wave of satisfaction comes over bimand he 
feels that he has had his money’s worth. 

Butto return to the small theaters and 
concerts; if one wishes to see the character 
of the people no better place can be found 
than one of these. Voltaire used to spend 
hours at 1s barber’s to study the types who 
came to be shaved and curled; but times 
have changed, and the barber shop is not 
the resort it used to be. 

For our purposes the Gaieté Montparnasse, 
where people go toe amused, is doubtless 
better. From its situation in the midst of a 
popular quarter,and not far from the students’

and artists’ quarters,it has as mixed an audi- 
ence as can.be found in the city. The artists 
and students, though not numerous, give a 
certain tone to the pit and ledges, which are 
principally filled with the bourgeois 
of the neighborhood—the grocer,’ the 
butcher, and the wine merchant, 
with their wives and marriageable 
daughters. In tne ampitheater above are 
the working peopie with their families, and 
young lovers who for less than a franc have 
the treat of three hours of each other's com- 
pany and music, singing, a short piay or 
operetta, and a glass of beer, wine, or coffee 
thrownin. It may be well to explain that 
this piace is not strictly.a theater, but a café- 
concert, that peculiarly French institution 
where the entertainment is composed of sing- 
ing. variety business, and at least one short 
comedy or melodrama. The price of admit- 
tance pays for a drink, which 1s served dur 
ing the performance, rests for the glasses 
being provided on the backs of the ‘seats. 
The spectators are also permitted to smoke, 
and they avail themselves generaily of tne 
privilege.

QUITE ENGLISH, YOU KNOW, 


The Sport of Coursng Finding a Foothold 
in America. 

A sport which has within the last year 
grown rapidly into favor among American 
sportsmen (writes F. L. W., from Lawrence, 
Kas., to the Kansas City Times), but which 
as yet has not attracted much public atten- 
tion, is coursing—the racmeg between hare 
and hound. In England it has long been a 
favorite sport, its popularity existing not 
alone among sportsmen and: dog own- 
ers, but with the general public as 
weil. There coursing mé@etings are 
as frequentiy held and as largely attended as 
horse races. The purses offered and the bets 
made on the results are quite @qual to those 
at the running races between thoroughbreds. 
A promisjng greyhound puppy from winning 
stock will bring as big a purse Im the market 
as a likely youngster from the racing stables, 
and a winner of the Waterloo eup is as vaiu- 
able as a Derby winner. Wealthy men of 
sporting proclivities are as proud of their 
keonels as of their stables a@nd spend as 
much money upon one as Upon the other. 

{n this country the sport is still in its in- 
fancy, the firat public coursing meeting 
having been held at Great Bend, Kas., Oct. 
15, 1886. The last year has witnéssed a rapid 
advance of the sport in the number of meet- 
ings, the quality of the hounds, and the in- 
terest manifested. Owners of greyhounds 
are discarding their old dogs, with which 
they used to go out fora rabpit hunt, and are 
introducing the best biood from Enagiand, 
the old home of coursing, Thé@ standard of 
the American greyhound is thus being raisea, 
as the standard of the setter and pointer 
was raised, until now America beats the 
world in those two breeds of spofting dogs. 

As in so many otner matters, to KanSas be- 
longs much of tne credit for tis advance- 
mentof coursing. It is the heme of the 
jack-rabbit, the only equal in spéed and cun 
ning of the Engliso hare, Upon its plains 
have taken place the principal public cours- 
inc meetings held in this country+at Hutch- 
inson and at Great Bend. -.At the iatter 
place the meetings have been held 
upon the open plain, and lis is the 
leading meeting of the country. Here 
the first prize is $400, and the Awérican Field 
cup (or $100, as the winner may choose). 
This, with three other large prigés and the 
honor attached, has stimulated interest in 
the sport and has vastiy improved tne qual- 
ity of the dogs entered. The greyhounds 
participating in the meeting this fall were 
far superior in bone, muscie, form, endu- 
rance, speed, and condition to thpse seen at 
the inaugural meeting. KE 

One drawback tO these meeting’s has been 
their distance from thickly eettled communi 
ties, and their consequent inabil ty to popu- 
larize tne sport. Only the limited population 
in the immediate vicinity and thé interested 
sportsmen from a distance have hzd a chance 
to witness it. . 

There is no reason why coursing meetings 
cunnot be as successfully and easily conduct- 
ed in Kansas City, St. Louis, or any large 
city as well as upon the Cheyenne plains. In 
fact, they have been introduced in St. Louis, 
where popular interest proved yéry strong. 
At Louisville, however, a meeting; was not 
so successful, but this was chiefly tue to Lad 
weather. 

A gentleman has just located in this city 
who is desirous of seeing this grand sport 
introduced in this vicinity and Who would 
lend valuable assistance to any reputabie 
lovers of sport who wouid interést tbhem- 
selves in such a mevement—Mr. H. C. Lowe, 
formerly of Hutchinson. Mr. LowWe is aa 
English gentieman of means who is devoted 
to coursing and who has done much in fos- 
tering the sport in Western Kansas. Thor- 
oughly acquainted with the condudt of these 
meetings in the old country, possessing an 
intimate knowledge of the.breeding of grey- 
hounds for this purpose, and familiar with 
every point connected with the sabject, his 
aii and advice have materially helped the 
méetings at Great Bend. He has brought 
with him to Luwrence his magnificent ken- 
nel of imported dogs, including “ White 
Lips’’ and **Lord Neversettie,’’ Winners re- 
spectively of second and third at Great Bend 
this fail, **‘ Partera,’”’ and a numberof young 
dogs and puppies. These hounds are from 
the best strainsin Engiand. Owing two its 
natural advantages as acénater, ifs progres- 
sive spirit, the interest already manifested 
there in kindred sports aad to its proximity 
to the source o! supply for rabbits, Mr. Lowe 
considers Kansas City a,most excéilent loca- 
tion for holding coursing meetings, 

But to the uninitiated “coursing” is 
quite an indefinite term. itis réaliy an al- 
together different thing from what the public 
considers it. 

Chasing the jack-rabbit over the plains with 
a pack of greyhounds is no new sport in the 
West. But tois is not coursing. Coursing is 
a test of the running and following qualities 
of the bounds when after'a rabbit in pairs. 
The trials may be had upon the opé@n plains, 
wheére jacks are started up from their natural 
hiding places, or within an inclosed track. 
Locations for the former are of course lin- 
ited ana ure necessarily distant from settle- 
ments of any size. Consequently the latter 
plan is more generally adopted, and the sport 
is quite a8 exciting—for some reagons it 1s 
more so. Besides, the public can more con- 
veniently witness and enjoy the spoft.° 

The hares, or jacks, are trapped and taken 
to the place of meeting a week or two pre- 
vious to the event, and are kept in a pre 
serve ofa few acres. From this they are 
driven into a small corral adjoining tne(race- 
course. The track should be at ieast 200 
yards wide and haifa mile jong in a straight 
course. It is inclosed with a tight fence, 
and at the further end is @ small “escape”’ 
through which the’ hare may run to a place 
of safety if she is lucky enough to. elude the 
hounds. 

The dogs are drawn in. pairs and wone pair 
rutis atatime. They are placed in” “slips,” 
which are collars attached to a leather leash 
and so arranged as to be instantly jloosened 
by the “slipper,” who leads the dogs out on 
the track. A single hare is let from the cor- 
ral, and of course immediateiy bounds down 
the track, The hounds strain at their collars 
in anxiety to begin the chase, but the hare is 
allowed astart of eighty or 100 yards when 
the dogs are slipped from the leash and 
away they go in hot pursuit When adog al- 
nrost reaches a hare she will suddeniy swerve 
from her course, and it is the dexierity in 
“turning”? the hare and closely following 
her in all her turns that proves the quality of 
a good coursing greyhound, 

ihe popular notion that the dog that kills 
the hare necessarily wins the race is an er- 
roneous one, ihe skill shown in turning and 
keeping close to the hare is the principal 
thing considered by the judge. Thess moves 
count a certain number of points in the score 
and the killso much More; 80 it ¢an readily 
be understood how one dog may score the 
largest number of points and yet not kill the 
hare. 

This leads up to the additional correction 
of the impression that tne object of coursing 
is to kill the hare, and it is therefore a cruel 
sport. There is realiy greater sport where the 
hare is followed ciosely and yet makes its es- 
cape. In factit is often customary—and it 
aiways produces the best sport—tofrequefitly 
run the hares over the track with muzzied 
dogs before the meeting. This familiarizes 
them with the course and makes them un- 
derstand that by reachimg acertain point, the 
“escape,’’ they elude the dog altogether. 

This matter was passed upon in the courts 
last week. At the inaugural meeting of the 
Eastern Coursing Clubon Long Island the 
Officers of the Society jor the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animais arrested some of the gen- 
tlemen engaged in coursing, ana upon trial 
they were acquitted. 

Coursing is a manly, humane, exciting, and 
honorable sport.

BURROUGHS’ ADDING MACHINE. 

Mr. Burroughs, with a terseness born of 
frequent repetition of the subject watter, 
said: 

“The machise occupies a space of 1ixl5 
inches in plan and 10 inches im height. The 
geys, eighty-one in number, are arranged on 
an incline, in nine rows of nine keys each, 
each key having on its face its respective 
number, the keys being black and the num- 
bers inigid in red. The key-board 1s divided 
Dy prominent strips into. periods of three 
figures each, the decimal poiat, a like strip, 
pointing off the two right-hand rows for 
cents. The keys are arranged with the figure 
ls nearest the operator and the 9s at the 
rear and top of the keyboard, At the 
front of the keyboard is.

Indepressing the key no priuting 
takes piace in the machine whatsoever—that 
is, no printing takes place, but ‘stops’ are 
set up corresponding to the key depressei, 
which predetermines the position to which 
the mechanical parts will be moved. 

* At the left is a small lever, arranged to 
be set in two different positions. ‘This lever 
is forthe purpose of drawing off the total 
accumulated in the machine; when setin its 
first position the- machine will print a total 
of all the amounts printed, and will re- 
tain this total in: the machine, to be carried 
forward to bead anotner column of amount, 
but when set in its second position it will 
print the total, and leave the accumulating 
pinions at zero, ready to begin another series 
of amounts.

At this the éditor of the World 
got hot under the collar and informed Lamont 
that he had no time to wait for Mr. Cleveland to 
get through with ward politicians. Mr. Pulitzer 
did not know who were closeted with Mr, Cleve- 
land or he would not have made the remark, 
There has been a gulf between the World anda 
Mr. Cleveland from that hour.”

Regard for an Oath. 


A Judge of one of the Criminal Courts: While 


the newspapers are discussing the propriety of | 


doing away with the jury system they ought also 
to discuss the propriety of doing away with the 
oath to witnesses. In my practice of the law, 
and in my official capacity, I] have had occasion, 
as all lawyers have, to study the observance of 
the oath by witnesses. To speak more accurately 
I should say non-observance, foritis my obser- 
vation that six witnesses out of eight wiil lie un- 
der oath when their own interests are at stake. I 
bave seen some cases where I thought there 
might be some excuse for this, but such cases are 
exceedingly rare. I should hesitate to say to you 
what I am about to say did I not know that I am 
sustained init by the bench—namely: the wit- 
nesses who bave the least regard for the oath, 
when they are testifying, arc. first, women and, 
second, men who claim to ve respectable, intelli- 
gent, and honest in their everyday dealings. 

Why? 

I'll tell you. So far as women are concerned, 
you know that they are governed asaclass by 
their own feelings. Ihad as lief trust my wife 
to adjudicate upon a matter in which she had no 
interest as I would any man of my acquaintance. 
Butif she had a difference with any one which 
had to be settied in court, and sbe was called to 
testify, I would not expect her to hold the bal- 
ance atan equipoise, If I can say thisof my 
own wife 1 can say it of women generally. 

So far as men—those of whom I- spoke—are 
concerned, they are actuated by the same prin- 
ciple when testifying in their own behalf that 
govern them in making atrade. Your average 
business-man does not think it dishonorable to 
get the best of a bargain. Ido not sayitis. He 
takes that idea with him to the witness stand, 
and so accustomed is he to acting upon it in bus- 
iness that he has schooled himself, by the time 
he takes the siand, to think he is justified in 
stretching his oath. 

To conclude: The men who pay the strictest 
regard for truth are those who have little in this 
worid, and rely upon jusiiceto help them out. 
Maybe if they were not so poor they would not 
be so honest. And perhaps that sort of honesty 
would not stand a severe test. ,
